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RICARDO  ROJAS 

Man  of  Letters. 

RiCARDO  RojAS  was  born  on  the  six- 
teenth of  September,  1882,  in  the  city 
of  Tucuman,  a  member  of  one  of  the 
colonial  families  of  that  region.  His 
father,  Absalon  Rojas,  who  had  been 
a  Deputy  in  the  National  Congress  and 
Governor  of  the  Province  of  Santiago, 
was,  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1893,  National  Senator.  (An  interesting 
sketch  of  his  career  has  been  published 
by  Osvaldo  Magnasco.) 

Ricardo  Rojas  was  educated  in  San- 
tiago del  Estero,  where  he  began  to  go 
to  school  at  the  age  of  three  and  had 
learned  to  read  and  write  at  four.  Left 
fatherless  at  ten,  he  owed  much  to  his 
mother  with  whom,  on  graduating  at 
the  Colegio  Nacional  in  1898,  he  moved 
to  Buenos  Aires.  There,  with  the  ex- 
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caption  of  brief  absences  for  travel,  he 
has  lived  until  to-day  and  there  in  1913, 
he  married  his  wife  Jiilieta  Quinteros, 
the  daughter  of  a  former  Governor  of 
Tucuman. 

The  literary  vocation  of  Rojas  has 
been  unmistakable  from  his  boyhood: 
at  the  age  of  fifteen  he  began  to  publish 
articles  and  poems  in  the  provincial 
papers  and  under  the  inspiration  of 
Dante  wrote  a  long  poem  in  trimeter 
which  he  entitled  La  luz  eterna,  but 
which  he  destroyed  without  publishing. 
In  Buenos  Aires  he  began  his  career  as 
journalist  on  the  staff  of  El  Pais,  the 
Pellegrini  organ ;  he  has  been  contribut- 
ing to  Caras  y  Caretas  since  1900  and 
to  La  Nacion  since  1904.  During  the 
interval  articles  or  poems  from  his  pen 
have  appeared  in  all  the  leading  papers 
and  anthologies  of  Spain  and  South 
America. 

He  holds  no  university  degree:  he 
began  to  study  Law  but  gave  it  up  to 
devote  himself  to  Letters;  but  although 
he  has  no  professional  title  he  holds  two 
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University  chairs  and  is  a  member  of 
various  learned  and  scientific  societies, 
including  the  Royal  Academy  of  Letters 
of  Madrid,  the  History  and  Numisma- 
tics Society  of  Buenos  Aires,  and  the 
Academic  Council  of  the  University  of 
La  Plata.   His  education  is  chiefly  the 
result  of  his  own  efforts:   he   is   self- 
taught  and  has  gained  his  cultivation  at 
the  cost  of  severe  self-discipline,  by  dint 
of  application  and  by  a  vast  amount  of 
reading,  much  of  which  he  did  in  his 
youth  in  the  public  libraries  where  he 
found  the  books  he  could  not  afford  to 
buy,  and  which  excited  his  curiosity  to 
learn  other  languages.  Thus  he  widened 
his   horizon,   and  with   journalism   and 
teaching  for  his  professions,  he  became 
a  man  of  letters  by  vocation  and  at  the 
age    of   thirty-seven    is   the   author    of 
twenty  books. 

His    first    book  was  a  collection    of 
verses  entitled  La  victoria  del  homhre, 
which  appeared  in  1903  and  was  praised 
by   Guido  y   Spano   in  Argentina    and 
Don   Miguel   de    Unamuno    in    Spain. 
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Eight  years  later  he  published  his  se- 
cond book  of  poems,  Los  Uses  del  bla- 
son;  in  1915  he  issued  a  fragment  en- 
titled La  sangre  del  sol,  and  in  1920 
Canciones,  a  part  of  the  book  announced 
under  the  title  of  Los  cantos  de  Perse- 
fona. 

Meantime  he  had  been  making  notable 
achievements  in  the  fields  of  history, 
criticism,  travel  and  literature:  in  1907 
he  wrote  El  pais  de  la  selva,  a  collec- 
tion of  studies  of  characters,  landscapes 
and  legends  typical  of  the  interior  of 
Argentina.  He  followed  this  with  El 
Ucumar,  a  Short  novel  of  country 
life,  and  La  Psiqnina,  a  fantastic  tale 
in  the  style  of  Poe,  which  has  been 
translated  into  English  and  published  in 
Inter  America,  He  has  in  preparation 
another  work  of  fiction  entitled  La  Sa- 
lamanca. 

In  1907- 1908  he  went  to  study  in  Eu- 
rope and  visited  Spain,  England,  Italy 
and  France.  During  his  visits  Garnier, 
of  Paris,  published  his  Cosmdpolis,  and 
Sempere,  of  Barcelona,  issued  El  alma 
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espatiola,  volumes  of  literary  criticism. 
His  letters  to  La  Nacion  of  Buenos 
Aires  were  later  issued  in  a  volume 
with  the  title  Cartas  de  Euro  pa.  And  on 
his  return  to  Argentina  he  published 
his  much-discussed  book  La  rcstaura- 
cion  nacionalista,  in  which  he  points 
out  the  necessity  of  reform  in  Argen- 
tine education,  in  accordance  with  the 
ideals  of  nationality  as  well  as  those  of 
civilization. 

At  this  time — in  1909 — the  University 
of  La  Plata  invited  him  to  establish  the 
chair  of  Spanish  Literature  and  three 
years  later  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires  appointed  him  the  first  Professor 
of  Argentine  Literature.  Under  these 
academic  influences  he  has  written  the 
Bibliografia  de  Sarmiento,  191 1;  the 
Poesias  de  Cervantes,  191 6,  and  the 
Historia  de  la  literatura  argentina,  of 
which  three  volumes  have  appeared: 
Los  gauchescos ;  Los  coloniales,  and 
Los  proscriptos,  leaving  to  complete 
the  work  Los  modernos,  which  is  in 
preparation. 
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JOSfi  CAMTLO  CROTTO 

Governor    of    Buenos 
Aires. 

Jos6  Camii.o  Crotto,  the  son  of  Ar- 
gentine parents  of  Italian  descent,  was 
born  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  May,  1863, 
in  the  town  of  Dolores,  Buenos  Aires 
Province,  but  was  educated  in  the  Ca- 
pital. There  he  attended  the  San  Jose 
Jesuits'  School,  the  Colegio  Nacional 
and  the  University  where  he  won  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  I-»aws  summa  cum 
Jaude  in  1887. 

He  began  at  once  to  practice  his  pro- 
fession and  gained  a  reputation  as  a 
studious  lawyer  while  managing  at  the 
same  time  the  affairs  of  the  commer- 
cial business  which  bore  his  name. 

His  political  career  began  early.  He 
was  always  a  Radical  and    when    the 

V 
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Revolution  of  1890  was  in  preparation 
he  had  an  active  part  in  the  plans ;  when 
it  broke  out,  the  leader  Leandro  N.  Alem, 
placed  him  in  command  of  part  of  the 
forces  in  the  Park.  After  the  failure  of 
the  Revolution  which  caused  the  dis- 
solution of  the  Civic  Party,  Dr.  Crotto 
organized  a  Radical  Club  in  the  Parish 
of  San  Cristobal  which  supported  Dr. 
Alem.  Of  this  club  he  was  elected  for 
three  times  in  succession  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  became 
an  active  and  influential  factor  in  the 
party  counsels.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
energetic  organizers  of  the  Revolution 
of  1893  and  when  the  revolt  was  crushed 
he  was  among  the  leaders  who  were 
arrested  and  exiled. 

On  his  return  he  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Drainage  Commission  of 
the  Province  of  Buehos  Aires  and  in 
due  course  resumed  his  activities  in  the 
Radical  Party.  When  Senor  Yrigoyen 
began  to  prepare  for  the  Revolution  of 
1905,  Dr.  Crotto  joined  with  all  energy 
in  the  movement,   acting  as   leader   of 
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the  forces  in  the  capital  and  member  of 
the  Revolutionary  Committee.  When 
this  revolt  was  crushed  he  was  fain  to 
take  ship  with  his  family  for  Europe 
where  he  remained  some  time. 

Undismayed  by  these  experiences,  he 
resumed  his  labors  in  the  Radical  Party ; 
in  1907  he  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
National  Committee,  a  post  which  he 
retained  for  nearly  ten  years  and  in 
which  he  co-operated  with  Sr.  Yrigoyen 
not  only  in  the  campaign  for  the  revi- 
sion of  tjie-^lectoral  Law  but  also  in 
the  twqr  n'btSble  electoral  campaigns  of 
1912  and  1916  wherein  the  Radicals 
won  sweeping  victories. 

In  191 2  Dr.  Crotto  was  elected  Na- 
tional Senator  and  in  19 16  Governor  of 
the  Province  of  BuencJls  Aires,  a  post 
which  he  still  occupies. 
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LORENZO  ANADON 

Public  man. 

Lorenzo  Anad6n,  the  soft  Ramon 
Anadon  and  Trifona  Mendieta,  was 
born  in  the  village  of  Rosario  Tala, 
Province  of  Entre  Rios,  on  the  tenth 
of  June,  1S55.  He  went  to  school  first 
in  the  town  of  Victoria,  then  in  the 
Colegio  Nacional  of  Parana  and  in  the 
Jesuits*  Academy  of  Santa  Fe,  but  for 
his  University  course  he  went  to  Cor- 
doba and  read  Law,  teaching  meantime 
in  the  public  schools. 

After  receiving  his  degree  as  Advo- 
cate, he  returned  to  the  Province  of 
Santa  Fe  and  was  elected  Deputy  to 
the  Provincial  Legislature  in  1884^  At 
the  close  of  his  term  he  was  appointed 
Director  General  of  the  Schools  of  the 
Province   and   retained  this   post  until 
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1892  when  he  was  elected  to  represent 
the    Province    in   the    National    Senate 
from  1892  to   190 1.    This  was  the  last 
elective   office  which  he  held.    At  the 
close   of  his  term   as   Senator  he  was 
appointed  Plenipotentiary  of  Argentina 
to  the  Second  Pan-American  Conference 
in  Mexico  and  then  made  an  extensive 
tour  of  Western  Europe  and  the  United 
States;   in    1915   he  was   appointed   by 
President   Quintana   Minister   to   Chile 
and  held  that  important  post  for  eight 
years   until   President   Saenz   Peiia   of- 
fered him  the  post  of  Minister  of  Fin- 
ance   where    he    remained    until,    as    a 
result  of  serious  illness,  the  President 
gave  up  his  duties  in  1914. 

Dr.    Anadon   has   had    an   influential 
part   in   financial  affairs;   as   early   as 
1889  he  was  one  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  National  Bank;  in  1913 
President    Roca    appointed    him    Head 
of    the    Commission    on    the    National 
Debt  in  which  he  introduced  important 
reforms  of  administration  and  succeeded 
in  converting  the  internal  debt,  issued 
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at  six  per  cent,  on  a  five  per  cent  basis ; 
in  1904  he  founded  and  served  as  the 
first  President  of  the  School  Bank, 
established  to  aid  teachers  and  other 
employees  of  the  schools;  in  19 14  he  was 
appointed  Director  of  the  Bank  of  the 
Nation  and  served  until  1916;  at  present 
he  is  Vice-President  of  the  Forestal 
Company  and  director  in  other  corpora- 
tions. 

He  has  done  his  part  in  resist- 
ing the  advance  of  socialistic  and 
anarchistic  tendencies  in  the  Republic; 
in  1917  he  accepted  the  post  of  Chair- 
man of  the  Governing  Board  of  Work- 
men's Clubs — a  great  conservative  or- 
ganization, formed  twenty  years  ago 
as  a  dike  against  the  tide  of  Social- 
ism, and  when  he  retired  in  1919  these 
clubs  had  increased  to  the  number 
of  eighty-four  with  a  membership  of 
36,000  in  the  Capital  and  the  Provinces ; 
in  19 19  when  the  Catholics  of  Argen- 
tina formed  the  Union  Popular  Catolica 
to  further  the  interests  of  the  lower 
classes   and  to  combat   Anarchism  and

International  Socialism,  Dr.  Anadon 
was  made  President  and  directed  a 
noteworthy  National  Collection  which 
realized  14,000,000  pesos  in  several  days. 

Though  he  has  not  written  any  books, 
he  has  had  a  part  also  in  journalism; 
in  1874  he  was  contributing  to  the  pa- 
pers of  Parana  and  in  1885  published 
the  important  daily  paper  La  Provincia 
of  Corda^d.:. 

Anadon  is  a  member 
of  the  Acadehiy  of  the  Faculty  of  Let- 
ters in  the  University  of  Buenos  Aires 
and  also  of  the  Catholic  University. 
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BEAZLEY 


FRANCISCO  BEAZLEY 

Public  official. 

Francisco  Beazley,  the  son  of  Fran- 
cisco Beazley  and  Otilia  Lynch,  was 
born  in  1864  in  Buenos  Aires  where  he 
was  educated  in  the  schools  of  the  citv 
and  the  University  which  granted  him 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1885. 

In  the  same  year  he  began  to  teach 
in  the  Colegio  Nacional  where  he  was 
Professor  of  Argentine  History  until 
1888  and  from  that  date  until  1892,  vice- 
Rector. 

In  1892  began  his  career  as  public 
official;  he  served  for  four  years  as 
sub-Secretary  of  the  Ministry  of  the 
Interior  and  then  was  appointed  to  the 
post  in  which  he  won  his  reputation — 
that  of  Chief  of  Police  of  Buenos  Aires. 
This   position  he  held   for  eight  years 
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during  which  period  he  put  into  effect 
many  important  reforms;  he  gave  spe- 
cial attention  to  education,  setting  up  a 
school  for  primary  education,  a  Police 
Museum  and  a  system  of  weekly  lectures 
on  penal,  civil  and  commercial  law;  he 
also  established  the  system  of  promo- 
tion by   examination;   he   modified  the 
regulations  affecting  public  begging  and 
games  of  chance,  devised  special  dress 
uniforms  for  the  police  and  greatly  im- 
proved/the discipline  of  the  force. 
.    When  he  resigned  as  Chief  of  Police 
in   1904  he  was  appointed   Provisional 
Federal  Governor  (Interventor)  in  the 
Province   of   San  Luis,  where  he  suc- 
ceeded in  restoring  the  normal  forms  of 
government. 

Dr.  Beazley  has  been  a  candidate  for 
National   Deputy   on   several   occasions 
atid  has  twice  served  as  President  of 
the  Jockey  Club.

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TABANERA 


EZEQUIEL  TABANERA 

Man  of  affairs. 

EzEQUiEL  Tabanera,  the  son  of  Eze- 
quiel  Tabanera,  a  wealthy  wine-grower, 
was  born  in  1864  in  the  city  of  Mendoza 
and  educated  there  in  the  Colegio  Na- 
cional. 

Public  life  and  political  activity  pos- 
sessed so  strong  an  attraction  for  him 
that  he  opposed  the  wishes  of  his  elders, 
rejected ^he  opportunities  of  a  Univer- 
sity course  and  plunged  into  the  strenu- 
ous contests  of  the  period.  He  was 
scarcely  twenty-two  when  he  founded 
a  newspaper,  La  Opinion  Publica,  of 
Mendoza,  in  which  he  opened  a  cam- 
paign of  trenchant  criticism  against  the 
government.  Finding  the  opposition  too 
strong,  he  desisted  for  a  time,  but  in 
1889,    founded    another    newspaper,    El 
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Debate,  in  which  he  resumed  his  policy 
of  severe  criticism  and  maintained  it 
until  the  Revolution  of  1890. 

After  the  Revolution  he  was  elected 
Deputy  in  the  Provincial  Legislature 
and  re-elected  several  times;  in  1897  he 
was  a  candidate  for  the  governorship, 
but  was  defeated  bv  his  rival  F.milio 
Civit.  In  1900  he  founded  his  third 
newspaper,  La  Libertad,  and  continued 
to  contest  thaf'^&tions,  being  elected  to 
the  Provincial  ^Legislature  until  1910 
when  he  waV  chosen  Senator  for  the 
term  1910-1915. 

Sr.  Tabanera  is  the  owner  of  exten- 
sive properties  in  the  Department  of 
San  Rafael  and  his  sons  are  qfominent 
in  the  wine-growing  industry  of  the 
province. 
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CANTILO 


JOSfi  LUIS  CANTILO 

Mayor  of  Buenos  Aires. 

TosE  Luis  Cantilo  was  born  on  the 
sixth  of  February,  1871,  in  Buenos  Ai- 
res and  was  educated  in  the  schools  of 
his  native  city,  in  the  £cole  Monge  of 
Paris  and  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires. 

At  an  early  age  he  began  to  combine 
his  studies  with  the  duties  of  a  business 
position;  when  he  was  sixteen  he  had 
won  a  post  in  the  Provincial  Bank  of 
Buenos  Aires  and  when  he  was  twenty 
the  South-American  Bank  made  him 
Secretary. 

In  1892  he  began  to  teach;  in  that 
year  he  was  Instructor  in  History  and 
Geography  at  the  Free  Institute;  he 
taught  the  same  subjects  in  1893  at  the 
Colcgio  Naciofial  and  in  1894  at  the  Na- 
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tional  School  of  Commerce,  in  1890  he 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Third  School 
Board  of  Bu6nos  Aires  and  in  1902  held 
a  similar  position  in  the  First  Board. 

His  political  career  began  in  1908  with 
his  election  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Radical  Party  for  Buenos 
Aires;  in  1912  he  was  elected  National 
Deputy  and  made  a  creditable  record  as 
a  legislator,  introducing  among  other 
bills  one  for  the  organization  of  a  Na- 
tional Labor  Department  which  became 
law  and  has  been  generally  approved; 
re-elected  to  Congress  in  1916,  he  was 
unable  to  complete  the  term,  for  in  19 17 
President  Yrigoyen  appointed  him  Pro- 
visional Federal  Governor  (Interventor) 
of  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires  and 
he  was  later  appointed  Mayor  of  Bue- 
nos Aires,  which  office  he  still  holds. 

Sr.  Cantilo  has  served  also  in  the 
ranks  of  journalism,  having  been  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  El  Diario,  El 
Argcntino,  Buenos  Aires  ilustrado.  Re- 
vista  moderna,  and  was  the  founder  and 
one  of  the  editors  in  its  earlier  period 
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of  La  Spoca.   He  has  written  many  ar- 
ticles, pamphlets  and  brief  studies,  and 
since   1909  has  been  a  member  of  the 
History  and  Numiimatics  Club. 
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SAtJL  TABORDA 

Author. 

SAtjL  Taborda,  the  son  of  Rosario 
Tabbrda  and  Ramona  Pereyra,  was  born 
in  a  remote  part  of  the  Trovince  of 
Cordoba,  in  1885.  Left  an  orphan  at  the 
age  of  eight  he  had  an  undisciplined 
boyhood,  following  the  occupations  usual 
in  a  cattle-raising  district. 

He  learned  to  read,  however,  in  the 
district  school  and  his  ambition  was 
fired:  in  1900  he  entered  the  Normal 
School  of  Cordoba;  in  1903  he  went  to 
Buenos  Aires  and  studied  in  the  Colegio 
Nacional  whence  in  1907  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  University  of  La  Plata ;  he 
finally  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  in  the  University  of  Santa  Fe 
in  1913. 
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He   has    never   sought   nor    accepted 
public  office,  having  no  taste  for  poli- 
tical  struggle   and   on   the   other   hand 
considering  it  a  waste  of  time  to  occupy 
an  appointive  post.    He  has  gained  his 
livelihood    as    a    journalist:    for    some 
years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  staff 
of  El  Nacional  of  Rosario ;  from  1907  to 
1909  he  served  on  La  Reforma  of  La 
Plata   and   has   contributed   to   various 
newspapers   and   magazines   of   Buenos 
Aires,  including  the  Revista  de  Filosofia 
and  Nosotros, 

In  1920,  in  response  to  a  petition  made 
by  the   students,   the   President   of   the 
Republic  appointed  Sr.  Taborda  Profes- 
sor of   Sociology  in  the  new  National 
University   of   the   Coast    (Universidad 
del  Litoral)  in  which  he  was  also  of-, 
fered  the  post  of  Librarian. 

He    is   the   author   of   the    following 
books:  Verho  profano,  prose  and  verse, 
T-a  Plata,    1909;  La  sombra  de  Satan, 
Cordoba,  19 16;  Julidn  Vargas,  a  novel, 
1918;  Reflexiones  sobre  el  ideal  politico 
de   America,    Cordoba,    1920.     He   has 
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written  plays  also,  among  which  are :  El 
mendrugo,  2l  drama,    1916;    El  dilema, 
2l  comedy  in  three  acts,  1917;  La  obra 
dc  Dios,  a  drama  in  three  acts,  1917. 
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ENRIQUE  M.  HERMITTE 

Public  official;  teacher. 

Enrique  M.  Hermitte  was  born  on 
the  twenty- fourth  of  April,  1871,  in 
Buenos  Aires  and  went  to  school  there 
in  the  Colegio  Nacional,  but  for  his  pro- 
fessional studies  went  to  France  where 
he  entered  the  Upper  School  of  Mines 
and  in  1895  graduated  with  the  degree 
of  Civil  Engineer,  which  in  1901  was 
validated  by  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires. 

On  his  return  to  Argentina  he  ful- 
filled a  variety  of  duties  in  the  field  of 
his  profession;  he  turned  his  attention 
first  to  the  development  of  the  oil  fields 
then  recently  discovered  in  Cacheuta, 
Province  of  Mendoza;  two  years  later, 
in  1897,  he  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the    Commission    on    Boundaries    with 
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Chile;  in  1899  ^e  was  occupied  with 
studies  for  the  railroad  from  San  Juan 
to  Serrezuela;  he  next  served  on  the 
Commission  to  map  the  coal  and  petro- 
liferous resources  of  the  Republic;  in 
1904  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  the 
Section  of  Mines,  Geology  and  Hydro- 
logy in  which  post  he  directed  the  ex- 
ploration ofthe  peroleum  deposits  in 
Comodbro^Syadavia  which  have  be- 
come onefol  tlie  chief  mineral  resources 
of  Argentina'.  In  addition  to  this  post 
which  he  still  occupies,  Sr.  Hermitte  is 
Professor  in  the  University,  Professor 
in  the  Agricultural  School  and  an  Ho- 
norary Member  of  the  Museum  of  Na- 
tural History. 

He  is  the  author  of:  Coal,  Petroleum 
and  Water  in  Argentina,  a  report  pre- 
sented at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition, 
Buenos  Aires,  1904;  Consideraciones 
generates  sobre  los  combustibles  argen- 
tinos  con  relacion  a  sus  poderes  calori- 
fcros  y  a  la  situacion  de  sus  yacimientos, 
Buenos  Aires,  1904;  La  geologia  y  mi- 
neria  argentinas  en  1914,  Buenos  Aires.

CARLOS  J.   SALAS 

Bibliographer. 

Carlos  J.  Sal  as,  the  son  of  *Inocencio 
C.  Salas  and  Maria  Cipriana  Molina, 
was  born  on  the  fourth  of  November, 
1864,  i*^  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  and 
educated  there  at  the  Colegio  Nacional 
and  the  University  where  he  studied 
Medicine. 

In  1889  he  was  appointed  Surgeon  in 
the  Navy,  but  did  not  complete  his  me- 
dical course;  instead  he  turned  to  the 
teaching  profession;  in  1892  was  ap- 
pointed Professor  of  Natural  History 
and  in  1893  Professor  of  Mathematics 
in  the  School  of  Commerce. 

In  1897  he  was  elected  Deputy  in  the 
Provincial  Legislature  to  which  he  was 
re-elected  in  1900  and  1903,  but  neither 
in  public   life   nor   in  teaching  did  he 
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find  his  vocation ;  this  lay  rather  in  writ- 
ing and  in  bibliography  in  which  he  has 
won  a  reputation  and  gained  recognition 
both  at  home  and  abroad.    He  has  been 
elected  a  member  of  learned  societies, 
including  the  History  and  Numismatics

Journalut. 

EzEQUiEL  P.  Paz,  the  son  of  the  dis- 
tinguished journalist  Jose  C.  Paz,  who 
founded  La  Prensa  of  Buenos  Aires, 
and  Zelmira  Diaz,  was  born  on  the 
twenty-first  of  April,  1871,  in  San  Fer- 
nando, a  suburb  of  Buenos  Aires,  and 
had  his  early  education  in  the  Capital. 
Later  he  went  to  Paris  to  continue  his 
studies  and  attended  various  schools 
until  he  obtained  the  Bachelor's  degree. 
Then  returning  to  Buenos  Aires  he  en- 
tered the  Coiegio  Nacional,  validated  his 
degree  and  read  Law  in  the  University, 

The  attraction  of  journalism  was  too 
strong  to  permit  him  to  finish  the 
course  and  he  left  his  books  to  join  the 
staff  of  his  father's  paper  in  which  he 
passed  through  the  successive  stages  of 
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editorial  training  to  fit  him  for  the  post 
of  Editor-in-Chief  and  owner  which  he 
has  filled  since  1900.    Devoting  himself 
wholly  to  the  journalistic  career,  he  has 
taken  no  part  in  politics  and  is  not  en- 
rolled in  any  party,  but  presides  daily 
at    the    editorial    conferences    and    has 
made  himself  conversant  with  the  af- 
fairs, personalities  and  problems  of  his 
own  and  other  countries  to  enable  hira 
to  deal  adequately  with  the  march  of 
events.    To  the  same  end  he  has  made 
several  visits  to  Europe  and  the  United 
States,  to  keep  abreast  of  progress   in 

other  countries.

Writer;  lawyer;  pub- 
lic man. 

Hernan  Felix  G6mez,  the  son  of 
Felix  Maria  Gomez  and  Juana  Avalos 
Billinghurst,  was  born  on  the  twenty- 
sixth  of  December,  1888,  in  the  city  of 
Corrientes  where  he  began  his  education 
which  he  completed  in  the  Law  School 
of  the  University  of  Buenos  Aires  and 
received  the  degree  of  Advocate  in  19 10. 

In  1910  he  began  to  practice  the  two 
professions  of  authorship  and  the  law 
and  the  same  year  obtained  the  posts  of 
Professor  in  the  Colegio  Nacional, 
Secretary  to  the  Commission  on  the 
Centenary  and  District  Attorney  of  Co- 
rrientes. 

As  author  he  published  that  year  El

OcTAVio  Gonzalez  Roura  was  born

Magistrate;  teacher. 

OcTAVio  Gonzalez  Roura  was  born 
on  the  fourth  of  February,  1869,  in  the 
town  of  Mercedes,  Province  of  Co- 
rrientes,  but  had  his  early  education  at 
the  Immaculate  Conception  School  in 
Santa  Fe. 

In  1885,  having  returned  to  his  native 
place,  he  taught  in  the  public  schools 
until  1888  when  he  accepted  a  post  in 
the  Provincial  Government  and  rose  to 
be  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Statistical  Depart- 
ment.

Commercial  Court  of  La  Plata  and  in 
T910  he  became  Judge  of  the  Criminal 
Court  of  Buenos  Aires. 

In  1906  he  was  appointed  substitute- 
Professor  of  Penal  Law  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  La  Plata  and  in  1915  became  ti- 
tular Professor  of  the  Chair. 

He  has  been  honored  by  various  gov- 
ernment appointments,  including  that  to 
the  Committee  on  Revising  the  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure  in  1903  and  that  of 
Member  of  the  similar  Committee  on 
revising  the  Codes  of  Procedures  for 
the  Province  of  Corrientes  in  191 5. 
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SOFIA  SUAREZ 

Teacher;  writer, 

Sofia  Suarez  was  born  in  Buenos 
Aires  on  the  thirteenth  of  September, 
1893,  of  Spanish  parents,  her  father 
being  Jose  Suarez  and  her  mother  Jua- 
na  Campos.  She  was  educated  in  the 
Capital,  at  the  Colegio  Nacionalj  at  the 
Yotmg  Ladies  Lyceum  and  the  Univer- 
sity where  in  1918  she  was  granted  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  and 
Letters. 

In  the  same  year  she  won  the  degree 
of  Professor  in  Secondary  Education 
and  began  at  once  to  teach  Psychology 
in  the  Normal  School.  Soon  afterwards 
she  was  appointed  Teacher  in  Primary 
School  Number  Six  and  retains  that  po- 
sition. 

Sta.   Suarez  displayed  literary  talent 
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from  an  early  age:  in  191 1   she  wrote 
an    extensive    study    and    criticism    of 
Socialism  entitled  La  doctrina  marxis- 
ta;  she  has  contributed  competent  ar- 
ticles on  philosophical  and  educational 
themes  to  the  reviews  of  Buenos  Aires, 
and  in   1920  published  her  Thesis   for 
the  Doctorate  entitled  El  fenomeno  so- 
ciologico   del  frabajo  industrial  en  las 
Misiones  jesiiiticas,  a  substantial  volume 
in  which  the  famous  missions  are  stu- 
died from  a  fresh  point  of  view.

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ENRIQUE  RICHARD  LAVALLE 

Author. 

Enrique  Richard  Lavalle,  the  son 
of  Arturo  Richard  and  Rosa  Lavalle, 
was  born  in  1884  in  the  city  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  was  educated  there  at  the 
Pastor  Academy. 

From  his  early  youth  journalism  and 
authorship  filled  his  mind  and  he  turned 
aside  from  academic  studies  to  give 
himself  to  writing.  Apart  from  author- 
ship he  has  had  few  interests:  for  a 
time  he  was  Secretary  of  the  Manuel 
Belgrano  Colegio  Nacional  and  he  has 
served  as  managing  editor  of  the  perio- 
dicals La  Novela  Semanal  and  El  Su- 
Plemento. 

He  has  written  both  prose  and  verse, 
and  has  essayed  fiction,  biography  and 
drama.     His    earliest    work,    published 
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when  he  was  eighteen,  was  a  novelette 
entitled  Pdginas  Juveniles;  this  was 
followed  by  two  slender  volumes  of 
poems  —  Mis  canciones,  1905,  and  Poe- 
mas  sentimentales,  1908.  In  the  field 
of  biography  he  has  written  Lavalle, 
1910,  Sarmiento,  191 1,  and  San  Martin, 
19 12.  He  has  written  a  number  of  light 
comedies  including  En  el  otono,  1913; 
Claror  de  hma,^  1914;  PetroniOy  1914, 
and  La  cantj/riQ,^'i^i^,  Recently  he  has 
written  no^^elettes  of  an  imaginative 
type,  such  as  El  crimen  de  la  mosca 
azul,  1919;  Marialma,  1920,  and  Flor 
del  aire,  IQ20. 
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SALVADOR  MACIA 


Physician;  public  man. 

Salvador  MaciA,  the  son  of  Salva- 
dor Macia  and  Maria  C.  Arroyo,  was 
born  in  1855  in  the  city  of  Parana  and 
went  to  school  there  in  the  Colegio  of 
the  Jesuits,  but  for  his  professional 
course  entered  the  University  of  Bue- 
nos Aires,  which  granted  him  his  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1877. 

He  returned  with  his  degree  to  Pa- 
rana to  practise  his  profession  and  po- 
litics; as  a  physician  he  served  with 
honor  in  the  Hospital  of  Parana,  but 
his  action  in  this  field  was  soon  inter- 
rupted by  the  demands  of  his  political 
career.  In  1882  he  was  chosen  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Provincial  Convention  for 
the  Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  in 
the  same  year  was  elected  Deputy  to 
the  Provincial  Legislature;  in  1888  he

became   Deputy   in  the   National   Con- 
gress and  served  until  1892;  in  1893  he 
was  appointed  Minister  of  Government 
in  the  Provincial  Cabinet,   and  in  the 
same  year  was  chosen  to  represent  his 
province  in  the  National  Senate,  a  post 
which  he  resigned  a  year  later  to  accept 
the  Governorship  of  the  Province  where 
he  presided  very  acceptably  until  1899; 
in  this  yeai^'R^^^vas  again  elected  to  the 
National  ^eriate  and  re-elected  in  1907. 
During  his -seventeen  years  in  the  Upper 
House  he  presented  many  projects  of 
legislation    and    held    a    place    on    im- 
portant committees:  he  introduced  the 
bill  for  constructing  the  railroad  from 
Serrezuela  to  Mendoza,  that  for  medical 
regulations  in  the   army  and  that   for 
a  National  Vacation  Colony  for  School 
Children;    among    the    Committees    on 
which   he    served   was   that   of   Public 
Works    of    which    he   was    four    times 
elected  Chairman. 

At  the  expiration  of  his  term  in  1916 
he  retired  to  private  life  and  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession. 
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ENRIQUE  GARCIA  VELLOSO 

Dramatist;  journalist. 

Enrique  Garcia  Velloso,  the  son  of 
Juan  J.  Garcia  Velloso  and  Ines  Reta, 
was  born  on  the  second  of  September, 
1880,  in  the  city  of  Rosario,  where  he 
went  to  school  and  obtained  his  Ba- 
chelor's degree  in  1895.  Thence  he  en- 
tered the  University  of  Buenos  Aires 
and  read  Law,  but  did  not  finish  the 
course. 

In  1900  he  sailed  for  Europe  where 
he  travelled  through  France,  Spain  and 
Italy,  writing  articles  for  El  Tiempo 
and  making  those  observations  of  men 
and  customs  which  give  so  much  color 
to  his  books. 

On  his  return  to  Buenos  Aires  he 
continued  his  journalistic  labors,  and 
also  served  as  a  teacher:  until  1904  he 
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was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  El  Tiem- 
po,  afterwards  until  1900  he  was  one 
of  the  editors  of  La  Nacion;  in  1904  he 
was  appointed  Professor  of  Grammar 
and  Literature  in  the  Colegio  Nacional; 
from  1903  to  1905  he  gave  courses  in 
Literature,  History  and  the  Drama  in 
the  Normal  School  and  the  Saavedra 
Conservatory. 

In  191 1  he  founded  the  Argentine 
Authors  Club  of  which  he  was  the  first 
President  and  which  he  served  in  the 
same '  capacity  on  two  subsequent  oc- 
casions. 

Sr.  Garcia  Velloso  is  a  voluminous 
author:  in  the  field  of  fiction  his  works 
are  numerous,  of  which  the  best  known 
nre:  A^eiirosis  sentimental^  Buenos  Ai- 
res, 1900,  and  Teloncs  y  bambalinas, 
Buenos  Aires,  1901.  In  the  educational 
field  he  has  produced  Prosas  selectas, 
3  vols.,  1908,  and  La  hisforia  de  la  lite- 
ratura  argentina,  Buenos  Aires,  1913. 
It  is,  however,  in  the  drama  that  he 
has  won  his  chief  success.  Here  he  has 
associated  himself  with  the  aspirations 
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for  a  national  drama  and  has  won  po- 
pularity with  his  interpretations  of 
Argentine  life  and  character.  His  prin- 
cipal plays  are:  El  tango  en  Paris; 
Eclipse  de  sol;  Fruta^  picada,  and  La 
victoria  de  Samotracia,  which  were  first 
produced  in  Madrid,  La  sonibra.  El 
mascoton,  and  La  loca  del  A^ziil.  Be- 
sides these  he  has  translated  a  number 
of  plays,  including  Los  amores  de  la  vi- 
rreina  from  the  English. 
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MANUEL  GALVKZ 

Novelist, 

Manuel  Galvez,  the  son  of  Manuel 
Galvez  and  Angela  Baluzera,  was  born 
in  1882  in  the  city  of  Parana,  but  was 
educated  in  Santa  Fe,  where  he  attended 
the  public  schools  and  the  Colegio  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception  and  in  Buenos 
Aires  where  he  studied  at  the  Colegio 
Nacional  and  the  University  in  which 
he  obtained  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  in  1905. 

He  married  Delfina  Bunge. 

His  absorbing  interest  and  ambition 
has  always  been  in  literature  and  though 
he  has  had  other  occupations,  as  for 
example,  Inspector  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion and  Delegate  to  the  Conference 
Against  the  Collection  of  Debts  by 
Armed  Force,  held  in  Paris  in  1910,  he 
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has  not  been  diverted  from  his  purpose. 
On  the  contrary  he  has  made  his  other 
activities  subsidiary:  he  gave  several 
years  to  journalism  and  editorship, 
founding  and  editing  the  magazine  Ideas 
(1903-1905),  editing  the  section  Letras 
Argentinas  in  the  Revista  de  America 
and  contributing  to  other  reviews  both 
in  Argentina  and  in  Spain;  in  1910  and 
191 1  he  made  an  extended  tour  in  Eu- 
rope and  Africa  to  i^id^itrhis  horizon 
and  give  him  fresh,  material  for  his 
books.                                 '       : 

The  work  of  Dr.  Galvez  as  a  novel- 
ist is  highly  popular,  partly  because  of 
its  realism  and  its  lack  of  psychological 
analysis  and  description.  His  method  is 
direct,  photographic  and  episodic;  his 
characters  are  seen  in  action  not  in  con- 
templation, and  nature  appears  as  a 
background,  sketched  vividly  and  in  few 
strokes.  His  novels  are  transcripts  from 
life — for  the  most  part  from  the  current 
life  of  Argentina — which  they  illustrate 
with  a  harsh  realism. 

He   has   written   a  great   number   of 
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articles,  sketches  and  short  stories,  but 
his  principal  works  are:  El  enigma  in- 
terior, verses,  Buenos  Aires,  1907;  Sen- 
dero  de  humildad,  verses,  Buenos  Aires, 
1909;  El  diario  de  Gabriel  Qtiiroga,  a 
novel,  Buenos  Aires,  1910;  El  solar  de 
la  ra2a,  a  novel,  1913;  La  maestra  nor- 
mal, a  novel,  1914;  El  mal  metafisico, 
a  novel,  1916;  La  vida  multiple,  essays, 
T917;  La  sombra  deLconvento,  a  novel, 
1917;  Nacha  Regules,  a  novel,  1919. 
Many  of  these  have  been  translated  into 
English,  French,  Danish  and  other  lan- 
guages. 
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FRANCISCO  ANTONIO 
BARROETAVENA 

Lawyer;  public  man. 

Francisco  Antonio  Barroetavena, 
the  son  of  Francisco  Barroetavefia  and 
Manuela  Cepeda,  was  born  in  1856  in 
Gualeguay,  Province  of  Entre  Rios. 
There  in  his  native  town  he  went  to 
school,  going  on  to  the  Colegio  Nacio- 
nal  of  Concepcion  del  Uruguay  and 
thence  to  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires. 

He  read  Law,  obtained  his  degree  of 
Doctor  in  1884  and  settled  in  the  Ca- 
pital to  practise  his  profession.  His  po- 
litical affiliations  were  with  the  Radical 
groups  with  which  he  participated  in 
the  Revolution  of  1890.  Elected  Na- 
tional Deputy  in  1894  and  re-elected  in 
1900,  he  held  a  prominent  place  and  did 
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active  service  in  the  Chamber:  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion and  Religion  and  brought  in  a 
number  of  bills  among  which  was  one 
to  prevent  members  of  Congress  engag- 
ing in  occupations  incompatible  with 
their  public  duties.  He  introduced  a  bill 
for  establishing  Industrial  Schools  and 
another  for  limiting  the  size  of  the  re- 
gular army. 

Retiring  in  ,1904  from  public  life  he 
has  since  devoted  himself  to  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession. 

In  1 9 14,  soon  after  the  outbreak  of 
the  European  War,  Dr.-  Barroetavena 
published  a  pamphlet  which  had  a  great 
success,  entitled  Alemania  contra  el 
mundo,  in  which  he  arraigned  Germany 
for  overweening  ambition. 

He  has  written  many  other  pamphlets 
on  such  subjects  as  Clericalism  and 
Divorce,  and  the  Naturalization  of  For- 
eigners and  a  more  substantial  work  of 
a  biographical  nature,  entitled  Dr,  Ber- 
nardo de  I  rig  oy  en. 
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JOS£  A.  CORTEJ  ARENA 

Journalist. 

Jose  A.  Cortejarena,  the  son  of  Jose 
Cortej arena  and  Natividad  Silva,  was 
born  in  January,  1877,  in  Buenos  Aires 
where  also  he  was  educated  in  the 
schools  of  the  city  and  the  University 
which  granted  him  the  degree  of  Advo- 
cate in  1904. 

While  he  was  a  student  he  taught  for 
some  years  in  the  Colegio  Nacional,  but 
journalism  was  his  predominant  interest 
to  which  he  has  given  his  energies, 
serving  on  the  staffs  of  El  Tiempo,  La 
Prensa,  El  Pais  and  La  Razon,  of  which 
he  became  Managing  Editor  in  1907  and 
later  Editor-in-Chief,  a  post  which  he 
still  occupies. 

In  1912  he  was  elected  Deputy  in  the 
Provincial  Legislature  of  Buenos  Aires 
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and  re-elected  in  1 916.  He  has  also  been 
vice-President    of    the    Mar    del    Plata 
Club   and   President   of   the   Argentine 
Touring  Club.

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ALFONSINA  STORNI 

Poetess. 

Alfonsina  Storni  was  born  of  Swiss 
parents  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  May, 
1892,  at  Coronda,  Province  of  Santa 
Fe,  and  was  educated  there  in  the  Nor- 
mal School  which  gave  her  the  title  of 
Normal  Teacher  in  1910. 

A  year  later  she  was  appointed 
Teacher  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Bue- 
nos Aires;  in  1916  she  became  teacher 
of  Literature;  in  1917  she  was  ap- 
pointed Head  of  the  Marcos  Paz  Correc- 
tional School  and  in  1918  she  gave  up 
teaching  for  authorship. 

She  is  a  contributor  to  La  Nacion  as 
well  as  to  the  magazines  where  she  is 
resognized  as  one  of  the  most  facile 
and  popular  of  Argentine  writers  and 
poets.    She  has  produced  three  books  of 
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verse  which  have  been  welcomed  by  the 
public  and  greeted  with  praise  by  the 
critics  who  recognize  in  Sta.  Storni 
exceptoinal  talents  of  poetic  intuition 
and  rare  powers  of  portraying  the  en- 
chantments, anxieties  and  preoccupa- 
tions of  romantic  love.  The  first  of  her 
books,  La  inquietud  del  rosal,  was  pub- 
lished in  1916;  the  second,  El  dulce 
dano,  in  19 18,  and  the  third,  Irremedia- 
blemente,  in  1919,  all  in  Buenos  Aires. 
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MARTIN  .GIL 

Meteorologist;  astro- 
nomer. 

Martin  Gil,  the  son  of  Isaias  Gil 
and  Secundina  Martinez,  was  born  on 
the  twenty-third  of  October,  1868,  in 
the  city  of  Cordoba,  and  there  was  edu- 
cated  in  the  schools  of  the  city  and  the 
University  where  he  read  Law,  but 
abandoned  it  after  one  year  to  devote 
himself  to  natural  science. 

He  has  pursued  his  interests  in  me- 
teorology and  astronomy  without  at- 
taching himself  to  any  university  or  ac- 
cepting any  governmental  or  academic 
post  of  a  scientific  nature.  Though  Pre- 
sident de  la  Plaza  (1914-1916)  ap- 
pointed him  Director  of  the  Meteoro- 
logical Service  and  Professor  of  Meteo- 
rology in  the  University  of  Cordoba,  he 
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declined  both  posts,  but  having  private 
means,  preferred  to  carry  on  his  studies 
independently.  He  has,  however,  served 
as  Deputy  in  the  Provincial  Legislature 
and  was  Provincial  Minister  of  Public 
Works  in  the  administration  of  Dr. 
Carcano. 

His  attainments  have  been  recognized 
by  his  election  as  member  of  the  Cor- 
doba Academy  of  Sciences  and  the  Ar- 
gentine Society  of  Natural  Sciences. 

He  is  the  author  of  the  following 
books:  Prosa  rural;  Modos  de  ver; 
Agtia  mansa;  Cosas  de  arriha;  Celestes 
y  cosmicas. 
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GONZALO    BOSCH 

Physician;  writer. 

GoNZALO  Bosch,  the  son  of  General 
Francisco  Bosch  and  Laura  Saenz  Va- 
liente,  was  born  in  Buenos  Aires  in 
1885,  and  was  educated  in  the  Cqlegio 
Nacional  and  the  Medical  School  of  the 
University.  Before  finishing  his  courses 
in  that  institution,  however,  it  was  his 
privilege  to  spend  some  time  in  Ger- 
many where  he  gave  special  attention 
to  the  study  of  the  treatment  of  nervous 
diseases.  On  his  return  to  Buenos  Ai- 
res he  continued  his  courses  in  the  Me- 
dical School  and  on  completing  them 
presented  as  his  thesis  an  Examen  mor- 
fologicp  del  alienato,  a  dissertation 
which  received  favorable  comment  in 
medical  circles. 
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Immediately  after  leaving  the  Uni- 
versity he  became  owner  and  director 
of  the  "  Sanatorio  Flores,"  an  important 
institution  for  nervous  and  insane  pa- 
tients. In  this  sanitarium  Dr.  Bosch 
founded  a  school  for  the  education  of 
backward  children,  the  first  school  of  its 
kind  in  Buenos  Aires.  A  few  years 
later  he  made  another  visit  to  Europe 
in  the  interest  of  his  specialty  and  on 
his  arrival  in  Hamburg  was  especially 
invited  to  visit  the  Friedrichsberg  Insane 
Asylum.  Later  he  made  observations  in 
the  sanitariums  and  insane  asylums  of 
Berlin,  made  similar  studies  in  France, 
and  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Neuro- 
logical Society  of  Paris. 

D*'  Bosch  has  always  had  a  keen  in- 
terest in  literature  and  at  the  age  of 
twenty-three,  -  published  his  first  novel, 
Nieve,  whose  theme  is  the  psychology 
of  a  neurotic.  He  has  written  works  of 
a  dramatic  nature  in  both  prose  and 
verse,  the  latest  of  which  is  entitled 
Vision  Futura  and  its  advanced  ideas 
have  aroused  attention  both  in  Argen- 
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tina  and  abroad.    Dr.  Bosch  is  also  a 
frequent   contributor   to   the   important 
magazines  and  daily  papers  of  Buenos 
Aires. 
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ROSENDO  M.  FRAGA 

Soldier. 

RosENDo  Maria  Fraga,  the  son  of 
Colonel  Rosendo  M.  Fraga,  one  time 
Governor  of  the  Province  of  Santa  Fe, 
and  Ines  Lopez,  was  born  on  the  thir- 
teenth of  October,  1856,  in  the  city  of 
Santa  Fe.  He  was  taken  to  Buenos  Ai- 
res as  a  boy  and  there  was  educated  in 
the  primary  schools,  the  Colegio  Nacio- 
nal,  which  granted  him  his  Bachelor's 
degree,  and  the  University  where  he 
read  Law  but  after  four  years  (1875) 
abandoned  his  legal  studies  to  embrace 
the  military  career  in  which  he  has 
reached  the  highest  rank  possible  for  an 
Argentine    soldier — Lieutenant-General. 

Itl  the  first  year  of  his  service  he 
took  part  in  the  campaign  of  1875 
against   the   Indians,   acting  under   the 
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orders  of  Col.  Marcelino  Freyre  and 
the  famous  General  Hilario  Lagos 
(1875- 1 879);  he  took  part  also,  under 
the  command  of  General  Julio  A.  Roca, 
in  the  expedition  of  1879  against  the 
Indians  of  the  River  Negro  which  was 
notably  successful,  and,  still  eager  for 
active  service,  won  assignment  to  the 
campaign  of  the  Chaco  (1883 'to  1888) 
under  General  Fotheringham. 

He  was  promoted  to  be  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  ia  1885;  'Colonel  in  1895;  Bri- 
gadier-General in  1906;  Major-General 
in  1910,  and,  finally.  Lieutenant- General 
in  1919.  General  Fraga  has,  therefore, 
occupied  every  rank  in  the  Army,  giving 
proofs  of  sound  military  training  and 
devotion  to  the- army. 

In  addition  to  his  military  rank  he 
has  held  many  official  posts:  he  was 
sub-Secretary  in  the  Ministry  of  War 
from  1898  to  1900;  acting  Minister  of 
War  in  1890;  Head  of  the  National 
Penitentiary  (1900-1904);  Chief  of  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Bue- 
nos Aires  (1904-1906)  ;  in  1906-1907  he

formed  part  of  the  Cabinet  as  Minister 
of  War;  in  1910  he  was  elected  Deputy 
to  the  National  Congress  for  the  Pro- 
vince of  Santa  Fe,  and  from  1912  to 

19 14  was  President  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies.  Upon  ending  his  term  as  De- 
puty he  was  appointed  President  of  the 
Board  of  Promotions  in  the  Army;  in 

19 1 5  he  was  sent  as  Ambassador  Extra- 
ordinary on  a  special  mission  to  the 
Republic  of  Uruguay;  from  1915  to  1916 
he  was  Chief  of  Staff  in  the  Ministry 
of  War;  and  is  now  vice-President  of 
the  Argentine  Boy-Scouts. 

General  Rosendo  M.  Fraga  has  the 
right  to  wear  the  Argentine  badges  and 
medals  for  the  campaigns  of  the  River 
Negro  (1875-1880)  and  El  Chaco  (1883- 
1888),  the  Order  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  of  France,  the  Grand  Cross  of 
the  Military  Merit  of  Spain,  and  the 
Order  of  Merit  of  Chile.

PINEDO 


FEDERICO  PINEDO 

Public  man;  lawyer. 

Federico  Pinedo  was  born  in  1855  in 
the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  and  educated 
there  at  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the 
University  where,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
two,  he  obtained  the  degree  of  Doctor 
in  Jurisprudence. 

A  few  years  later  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  the  Capital,  which  until  then 
had  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Buenos 
Aires,  came  to  be  an  independent  body 
and  Doctor  Pinedo  was  appointed  its 
Counsel,  serving  at  the  same  time  as 
Judge  of  the  Lower  Courts  in  the  city. 

In  1882  he  received  his  appointment 
as  sub-Secretary  in  the  Ministry  of  the 
Interior  where  he  acted  until  1886  and 
during  his  period  of  office  strove  ener- 
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getically  to  bring  about  reforms  in  ad- 
ministration among  which  were:  the 
organization  of  the  Federal  Territories 
by  which  El  Chaco,  Formosa,  Chubut, 
La  Pampa  and  others  were  separated 
from  the  surrounding  provinces  and 
were  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Federal  authorities;  provisions  for  the 
sale  of  public  lands;  the  so-called 
"  Homestead  Law,"  giving  title  to  small 
holdings  to  occupants  who  shall  have 
cultivated  the  land  for  a  certain  number 
of  years ;  he  had  part  also  in  the  exten- 
sion of  the  Central-Northern  Railroad 
to  Santiago  del  Estero  and  Catamarca. 
The  political  excitement  of  the  year 
1886  led  him  to  abandon  his  post  in 
order  to  participate  in  the  campaign  in 
favor  of  Dr.  Bernardo  de  Irigoyen  for 
the  office  of  Governor  of  the  Province 
of  Buenos  Aires;  three  years  later 
(1889)  he  went  to  Europe  as  Secretary 
to  Dr.  Saenz  Pena  and  also  Delegate 
of  the  Argentine  Republic  to  the  Pan- 
American  Congress  held  in  Washington. 
Having    fulfilled   these   duties    he   had 
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PINEDO 


returned  to  Paris,  but  on  hearing  that 
the  Revolution  of  1890  had  broken  out, 
took  ship  for  Buenos  Aires. 

From  1890  to  .1891  he  was  Minister 
of  Government  in  the  Province  of  Bue- 
nos Aires,  and  served  at  the  same  time 
as  Minister  of  Finance  for  a  brief 
period;  in  1891  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment appointed 'him,  together  with  Doc- 
tor Benito  Villanueva,  Director  of  the 
National  Bank ;  in  1894  President  Saenz 
Peiia  chose  him  to  be  Minister  of  Jus- 
tice, Worship  and  Education,  but  Dr. 
Pinedo  declined,  preferring  the  post  of 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires; 
from  1902  to  1904  he  was  Deputy  in  the 
National  Congress  during  which  term 
he  served  on  the  Legislative  Committee 
and  made  his  famous  speech  in  favour 
of  a  Divorce  Law  in  Argentina;  from 
March,  1906,  to  July,  1907,  he  was 
Minister  of  Justice  and  Education,  and 
in  19 10  was  again  elected  Deputy  and 
re-elected  for  the  period  1914-1918, 
being  in  19 15  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education,  and  in  19 16,  Pre- 
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sident  of  the  same  Committee  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Investigation 
of  Armaments,  holding  both  posts  until 
191 7,  when  he  retired  to  private  life.

SEGOVIA 


LISANDRO  SEGOVIA 

Philologist;  magistrate. 

LiSANDRO  Segovia,  the  son  of  Anto- 
nio Segovia  and  Gabina  de  la  Torre, 
was  born  on  the  eleventh  of  December, 
1842,  in  the  city  of  Corrientes,  but  was 
educated  at  the  famous  Colegio  of  Con- 
cepcion  del  Uruguay  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cordoba,  which  granted  him  the 
degree  of  Licenciate  in  Law  in  1863  and 
a  year  later  that  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

On  receiving  his  degree  he  returned 
to  his  native  place  and  there,  for  eight 
years,  fulfilled  the  duties  of  Judge  in 
the  local  courts.  Then  he  removed  to 
Buenos  Aires  where  for  twenty-five 
years  he  continued  on  the  bench  until 
he  won  a  well-earned  retirement. 

He  has  found  his  avocation  during 
much  of  his  life  in  philological  studies, 
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in  which  he  has  won  reputation  at  home 
^nd  abroad.    His  attainments  in  this  as 
well  as  in  the  law  have  brought  him 
election   as   Honorary   Member   of   the 
Academy  of  Law  in  the  University  of 
Cordoba,     Honorary    Member    of    the 
Club  of  Judicial  and  Social  Sciences  of 
Buenos  Aires,  Life-Member  of  the  So- 
ciety   of    Comparative    Law    of    Paris, 
Charter  Member  of  the  Society  of  Com- 
parative Law  of  Berlin,  Honorary  Mem- 
ber of  the  Academy  of  Jurisprudence 
of   Madrid,   Honorary   Member   of   the 
Bar  Association  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  etc. 
Dr.    Segovia's    published    works    are 
chiefly  in  the  field  of  law  and  include: 
Explicacion  y  critica  del  Codigo  Civil 
argentine ;  Proyecto  de  Codigo  de  Pro- 
cedimiento   internacional   privado   y   el 
Congreso  Sudamericano  de  Montevideo, 
the  work  which  the  author  counts  among 
his  most  important  books;  Codigo  Civil 
anotado;  Primer os  principios  de  socio- 
logia  criminal;  Diccionario  de  argenti- 
nismos,  neologismos  y  barbarismos.

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CARLES 


MANUEL  CARLfiS 


Public  man. 

Manuel  Carles,  the  son  of  Manuel 
Carles  and  Margarita  Massa,  was  born 
in  May,  1870,  in  Rosario  and  went  to 
school  there,  but  had  his  professional 
trailing  in  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires  where  he  won  his  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  in  the  year  1892. 

Almost  simultaneously  he  began  to 
write  and  to  teach  and  also  entered  the 
field  of  politics,  making  in  all  three  pur- 
suits a  creditable  record:  in  his  political 
career  he  won  election  in  1898  to  the 
National  Chamber  of  Deputies  and  was 
re-elected  until  1912.  He  introduced, 
either  solely  or  jointly  with  his  brother 
Carlos,  who  was  his  colleague  in  the 
House,  bills  for  the  reorganization  of 
I  the    Justices   of   the   Peace   in   Buenos 
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Aires;  for  the  return  of  the  Battle- 
flags  taken  in  the  War  with  Paraguay 
(1865- 1 870),  and  for  the  removal  or  re- 
duction of  the  taxes  on  petroleum,  tim- 
ber and  machinery  imported  from  the 
United  States. 

In  191 8  President  Irigoyen  appointed 
him  Provisional-Governor  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Salta  where  he  remained  in 
charge  until  the  new  Government  was 
organized  and  in  operation. 

He  is  President  of  the  Patriotic 
League  of  Argentina;  in  the  academic 
career  he  has  risen  to  the  position  of 
Professor  in  the  University  and  also  in 
the  Military  Academy,  and  as  a  writer 
has  published  the  following  works:  Li- 
teratura  preceptiva;  Nociones  de  dere- 
cho  argentino;  Nociones  de  econotnia 
politica  argentina;  Geografia  economi- 
ca;  Porvenir  de  la  democracia.

FRANCO 


RODOLFO  FRANCO 

Painter;  etcher. 

RoDOLFO  Franco,  the  son  of  Juan 
Franco,  was  born  on  the  fifteenth  of 
February,  1889,  in  Buenos  Aires,  where 
he  had  his  early  education  in  the  schools 
of  the  city  and  the  University. 

He  began  at  an  early  age  to  draw  and 
to  paint.  When  he  was  twenty  his  work 
was  already  sufficiently  well  known  to 
warrant  a  special  exhibition  in  Buenos 
Aires  and  soon  afterwards  he  began  to 
exhibit  in  the  salons  of  Paris,  Madrid 
and  London;  during  the  past  five  years 
his  convases  have  appeared  in  the  Na- 
tional Salon  of  Fine  Arts  in  Paris;  for 
four  years  he  has  had  pitcures  in  the 
autumn  Salon;  for  two  years  his  work 
has  been  seen  in  the  Allied  Artists  As- 
sociation of   London  and  he  had  can- 
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vases  in  the  National  Exhibition  of 
Madrid  in  1918. 

He  has  held  special  exhibitions  of  fifty 
or  more  of  his  paintings  or  etchings  in 
Madrid,  Barcelona  and  Buenos  Aires 
and  his  works  have  begun  to  be  collected 
for  private  galleries:  many  of  them  are 
to  be  found  in  London,  New  York, 
Madrid,  Paris  and  Barcelona;  in  Bue- 
nos Aires  more  than  a  hundred  of  his 
etchings  and  thirty  canvases  are  found 
in  private  collections  and  in  Holland 
Baron  von  Aerssen  Beyeren  has  a  col- 
lection of  more  than  forty  of  his  plates. 

Of  Franco's  more  important  works 
one,  an  etching  entitled  A  Woman  of 
Seville  (Una  maja  de  SeviUa),  is  in  the 
Museum  of  Madrid,  and  in  the  Museum 
of  Buenos  Aires  there  are  three — Enla- 
lia,  a  painting,  La  iglesia  de  San  Her- 
menegildo,  a  painting,  and  Una  maja  de 
Sevilla,  an  etching  of  the  same  title  as 
that  in  the  Madrid  Museum.

ARGERICH 


JUAN  ANTONIO  ARGERICH 

Lawyer;  teacher. 

luAN  Antonio  Argerich,  the  son  of 
Juan  Antonio  Argerich  and  Ig^acia 
Echeverria,  was  born  on  the  twenty- 
sixth  of  August,  1862,  in  Buenos  Aires. 
There  he  was  educated  in  the  San  Jose 
Jesuits'  school,  in  the  Colegio  Nacional 
and  in  the  University.  He  obtained  his 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1886  on 
presenting  a  thesis  upon  Comer cialidad 
de  los  inmuebles. 

His  narrow  means  obliged  Argerich  to 
seek  occupation  while  he  was  still  a 
student  and  he  then  revealed  his  vigor 
of  mind  and  strength  of  character.  As 
an  undergraduate  he  took  a  post  in  the 
National  Library  and  served  also  as  a 
!  teacher ;  he  continued  to  teach  and  to 
write  for  the  papers  during  ten  years 
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while  he  established  himself  in  his  pro- 
fession. 

His  energy  and  capacity  led  to  his 
election  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  of 
Buenos  Aires  and  later  to  the  National 
Congress  where  he  served  from  1898 
until  19 10,  leaving  a  creditable  record  as 
a  legislator. 

Dr.  Argerich  has  also  devoted  atten- 
tion with  notable  success  to  agriculture. 
He  has  written  many  articles  some  of 
which  have  been  collected  and  issued 
in  book  form,  as :  Constituciones  y  par- 
tidos  argentinos;  Articulos  y  discursos, 
both  published  in  Buenos  Aires.

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LEVILLIER 


ROBERTO  LEVILLIER 

Author;  diplomat. 

Roberto  Levillier,  the  son  of  En- 
rique Levillier  and  Ida  Andremont,  was 
born  on  the  first  of  October,  1881,  in 
France,  but  his  parents  emigrating  to 
Argentina,  he  became  a  citizen  of  the 
Republic  in  1902.  Meantime  he  had 
beg^m  his  education  in  the  Colegio  Na- 
cional  and  the  Free  Institute  from  which 
he  passed  to  the  University  and  read 
Law.  /• 

Journalism  and  authorship  drew  him 
away,  from  the  courts  and  he  soon  began 
to  win  a  place  among  popularizers  of 
Argentine  history.  In  1912  he  published 
his  Origenes  argentinos  which  he  fol- 
lowed by  various  translations  from  the 
French  and  in  19 17  issued  his  Re  cons- 
truccion  del  pasado  colonial  which,  like 
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of  the  late  Don  Francisco  Uriburu,  and 
in  1908  he  was  again  elected  to  the 
local  legislature  where,  during  the  years 
1908- 1909,  he  served  as  President  of  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies.  In  1920  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  National  Con- 
gress, an  office  he  resigned  in  191 3  to 
return  to  his  native  province  whose  wel- 
fare had  always  been  his  chief  interest, 
and  where,  until  recently,  he  has  served 
as  legal  adviser  to  the  local  branches 
of  the  Banco  de  la  Union,  the  Banco 
Hipotecario  and  the  Banco  Espanol  del 
Rio  de  la  Plata.

SCHIAFFINO 


EDUARDO  SCHIAFFINO 

Painter. 

Eduardo  Sciiiaffino  was  born  on  the 
twentieth  of  May,  1858,  in  Buenos  Ai- 
res where  he  began  to  study  drawing 
under  the  direction  of  Agujari;  and  in 
1884  won  a  scholarship  offered  by  the 
Argentine  Government  and  went  to  Eu- 
rope. There  he  made  a  tour  of  the  mu- 
seums to  write  his  impressions  for  El 
Diario  of  Buenos  Aires  and,  settling  in 
Venice,  studied  with  Egisto  Lancerotto. 
In  1885  he  went  to  Paris  to  study  under 
the  famous  painters  Puvis  de  Chavan- 
nes  and  Colin,  pursuing  at  the  same 
time  the  free  courses  at  the  £cole  des 
Beaux  Arts, 

He  won  recognition  and  exhibited  his 
work  in  the  French  Salon  and  also  in 
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the  Universal  Exposition  of  Paris  in 
1889,  where  his  painting  ReJ>oso  was 
awarded  a  bronze  medal. 

Having  returned  to  Buenos  Aires  in 
1891,  he  organized  the  Exposition  of 
Fine  Arts  at  the  Hume  Palace  and  al- 
most simultaneously  joined  the  staff  of 
the  daily  newspaper  La  Nacion  as  critic 
— a  position  which  he  held  for  many 
years. 

Sr.  Schiaffino  organized  the  first 
annual  exhibition  of  the  Ateneo  and 
also  participated  in  all  the  others;  he 
was  the  first  Director  of  the  National 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  of  Buenos  Aires 
(1895),  and  as  President  of  the  National 
Committee  of  Fine  Arts  proposed  and 
obtained  the  establishment  of  scholar- 
ships abroad.  In  1915  the  then  Minister 
of  Foreign  Affairs,  Dr.  Drago,  asked 
him  to  organize  the  Argentine  section  at 
the  St.  Louis  Exposition  which  is  the 
first  and  only  formal  exhibition  of  Ar- 
gentine paintings  carried  out  abroad. 

In  1906  he  was  sent  as  official  com- 
misioner  to  Europe  to  acquire  sculptures

and  paintings  of  ancient  and  modern 
masters. 

In  1909  and  191 1  he  participated  in 
the  Paris  local  exhibitions  where  his 
pictures  entitled:  El  sueno,  Pensativa, 
Delante  del  espejo,  and  Muchacha  ves- 
tida  de  bianco,  won  him  much  praise. 
The  Museum  of  Buenos  Aires  owns 
three  of  his  paintings:  Margot,  Retrato 
del  General  Giiemes  and  Reposo. 

Sr.  Schiaffino  is  Professor  in  the  Na- 
tional Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  but  is  at 
present  holding  the  position  of  Consul 
at  Seville,  Spain.  He  has  written  much 
in  newspapers  and  periodical  publica- 
tions, such  as  La  Nacion  and  La  Biblio- 
teca,  and  is  author  of  La  evolucion  del 
gusto  artistico  en  Buenos  Aires,  a  mo- 
nograph published  in  La  Nacion,  May 
25th,  1910,  which  is  considered  to  be  the 
best  source  of  information  on  art  in 
Argentina.

DAVID  SPERONI 

Physician. 

David  Speroni  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Goya,  Province  of  Corrientes,  in 
the  year  1876,  but  went  to  the  Capital 
of  his  Province  for  his  education.  After 
gaining  his  Bachelor's  degree  in  the 
Colegio  Nacional  of  Corrientes,  he  went 
on  to  Buenos  Aires,  entered  the  Medical 
School  in  1895,  and  graduated  in  1901, 
summa  cum  latide,  receiving  on  that  oc- 
casion the  gold  medal  awarded  to  the 
student  who  attains  the  highest  average 
rank  during  the  seven  years  of  the  me- 
dical course. 

While  he  was  an  undergradute  he  won 
several  posts  in  open  competition  and 
soon  after  finishing  his  studies  was  ap- 
pointed Assistant  in  Pathological  Ana- 
tomy   in    the    Medical    School — a    post 
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which  he  occupied  until  1904  when  he 
abandoned  it  to  go  to  Europe  to  study 
in  the  clinics  of  Italy,  France  and  Ger- 
many.   In    1906  he  was   selected   Cor- 
responding   Member    of    the    "  Societe 
Anatomique  de  Paris." 

In  1907  Dr.  Speroni  gave  the  course 
in  Semeiology  in  the  Medical  School  and 
in  1909  and  1910  gave  that  in  Clinical 
Medicine  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine; 
during  four  years  (1907-1910)  he  taught 
free  courses  in  Clinical  Medicine  in  the 
Medical   School  and  in    191 1   won   the 
appointment  as  titular  Professor  of  Se- 
meiolog}'  and   Clinical   Practice,  chairs 
which  he  still  occupies;  in  1907  he  was 
Official  Delegate  to  the  Fourth  Latin- 
American  Medical  Congress  held  in  Rio' 
de  Janeiro  and  in  1913  he  was  appointed 
to    represent    Argentina    at    the    Fifth 
Latin-American  Medical  Congress  held 
in  Lima. 

Though  Dr.  Speroni  has  not  published 
any  books,  his  works  published  in  pam- 
phlet form  are  very  numerous  and  have 
won  him  reputation  not  only  among  his 
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fellow-countrymen  but   also   in  France 
and  Germany  where  he  contributes  to 
medical   journals   such   as   the  Medizi- 
nische    Wochenschrift   of   Munich    and 
the  Annales  de  la  Societe  Anatomique 
de  Paris.

MIGUEL  L.  JANTUS 

Judge;  teacher, 

Miguel  L.  Jantus  was  born  in  Bue- 
nos Aires  in  1870,  but  received  his  early 
education  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  of 
Corrientes.  Returning  to  his  native  city, 
he  enrolled  as  a  student  in  the  Faculty 
of  Law  from  which,  after  a  series  of 
brilliant  examinations,  he  was  graduated 
in  1896  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws. 

On  leaving  the  University  Dr.  Jantus 
accepted  an  appointment  as  Attorney 
for  Minors  in  Corrientes,  an  office 
which  he  resigned  in  the  following  year 
to  becom.e  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court 
of  that  city,  inaugurating  thereby  the 
brilliant  Judicial  career  which  still  con- 
tinues. In  1901  he  passed  to  the  office 
of  Judge  of  the  Civil  Court  of  Corrien- 
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tes;  the  following  year  found  him  a 
Federal  Judge  of  the  same  city,  a  post 
which  he  held  until  his  resignation  in 
191 1  to  take  up  his  residence  in  Buenos 
Aires;  here,  in  1912,  he  was  made  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  followed  in  the  same  year 
by  the  appointment  as  Federal  Judge, 
while  he  was  also  occupying  the  post 
of  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Crimes  and 
Correction,  which  he  continues  to  hold 
with  steadily  increasing  credit  to  his 
ability. 

Aside  from  his  judicial  activities  Sr. 
Jantus  has  always  been  interested  in 
educational  matters,  and  since  1914  has 
held  an  appointment  as  substitute-Pro- 
fessor of  Notarial  Practice  in  the  Fa- 
culty of  Law  and  Social  Sciences  of  the 
University  of  Buenos  Aires.

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ANTONIO  ALICE 

Portrait  painter, 

Antonio  Alice  was  born  of  Italian 
parentage  in  the  year  1886,  in  Buenos 
Aires,    and   went   to   school   there,   but 
stronger  than  his  will  to  learn  was  the 
impulse  of  his  artistic  temperament,  so 
that  he  was  expelled- as  incorrigible  be- 
cause  he   was   always   drawing   in   his 
books  and  copy-books.    Whereupon  his 
father,  a  poor,  almost  illiterate  Italian 
immigrant,  made  him  go  to  work   for 
his    living    as    a    shoe-black.     He    was 
eleven  years  old,  still  sketching  portraits 
between   *'  shines,"   when  Cupertino  del 
Campo,  then  a  student  of  Medicine,  and 
later  Director  of  the  National  Museum 
of   Fine   Arts  of   Buenos   Aires   disco- 
vered his  ability  at  portraying  "gaucho" 
types.    Del  Campo  immediately  recom-

mended  him  to  the  Professor  of  Paint- 
ing, Decoroso  Bonifanti,  who  gave  the 
boy  his  first  lessons  (1897)  and  almost 
adopted  him  as  a  son.  Seven  years  later, 
in  1904,  Alice  won  the  scholarship  which 
enabled  him  to  study  in  Europe.  He 
went  to  Italy,  entered  the  Royal  Aca- 
demy of  Painting  under  the  direction 
of  the  famous  master  Giacomo  Grosso, 
and  during  the  four  years'  period  of  his 
scholarship  won  three  Gold  Medals. 

In  1908  he  entered  the  Turin"  "  Qua- 
driennale "  Exhibition  with  a  portrait 
of  his  former  master  Bonifanti  which 
met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
critics;  later  he  exhibited  in  Munich 
his  picture  Consuelo  and  still  later  had 
a  portrait  in  the  Salon  de  Paris. 

Having  returned  to  Buenos  Aires  in 
1910,  he  exhibited  a  painting  of  historic 
motive  and  vast  proportions.  La  muerte 
de  Giiemes,  which  won  him  renown  in 
Argentina,  was  awarded  a  Gold  Medal 
in  the  Centenary  Exposition  and  was 
bought  by  the  Provincial  Government 
of  Salta;  in  191 1  the  National  Exhibi- 
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tion  of  Buenos  Aires  was  inaugurated 
and  Alice  won  the  first  prize  of  three 
thousand  pesos.  At  this  time  also  he 
painted  the  portraits  of  many  prominent 
persons,  among  whom  were  General 
Roca,  Dr.  Joaquin  V.  Gonzalez,  Gover- 
nor Ugarte,  General  Frag^  and  Doctor 
Rivarola. 

In  1913  he  returned  to  Turin  from 
whence  he  went  to  Paris  and  painted 
his  famous  San  Martin  en  el  destierro, 
unanimously  considered  one  of  his  best 
pictures;  in  1914  his  painting  Confesion 
was  awarded  the  Silver  Medal  at  the 
Exhibition  of  French  Artists  (the  Gold 
Medal  can  only  be  awarded  to  French 
citizens)  a  prize  which  gives  its  owner 
the  right  to  exhibit  annually  a  painting 
hors  concours. 

In  1918  he  held  a  special  exhibition 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro  of  Brazilian  pictures 
in  which  he  showed  sixty  canvases  and 
in  the  following  year  gave  a  similar  ex- 
Hibition  in  Buenos  Aires  of  Brazilian 
and  Argentine  scenes  which  disclosed 
not  only  high  artistic  power  but   also 
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a  rare  capacity  for  sustained  toil  at  his 
art.     It    formed    the    most    convincing 
demonstration  hitherto  of  the  possibili- 
ties of  an  Argentine  school  of  painting.

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ANGEL  MARIA  ZULOAGA 

Military  aviator. 

Angel  Maria  Zuloaga,  the  son  of 
Santiago  Zuloaga  and  Primitiva  Argu- 
medo,  was  born  on  the  twenty-first  of 
May,  1887,  in  the  city  of  Mendoza. 
There  he  attended  the  Colegio  Nacional 
but  left  it  in  1904  in  order  to  enter  the 
Buenos  Aires  Military  School  where  he 
graduated  in  1907  with  the  rank  of 
Ensign. 

In  1908  he  entered  the  so-called  Es- 
cuela  de  Tire,  the  academy  for  small- 
arms  practise;  in  191 1  he  passed  on  to 
the  Cavalry  School  and  remained  there 
until  1 914  when,  fired  by  the  exploits 
of  the  "  flying  men ''  he  entered  the 
Military  School  for  Aviators  and  in  due 
time  received  his  certificate  as  "  avia- 
tor/' The  wonderful  deeds  of  the  Allied 
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"  aces  "  in  the  European  War  filled  him 
with  emulation,  but  his  duties  as  an 
Argentine  soldier  kept  him  bound  to 
his  country  until  the  year  1919  when  he 
was  authorized  to  go  to  France  to  attend 
the  aviation  school  at  Avord.  A  year 
later  he  returned  to  Buenos  Aires  and 
entered  the  Upper  School  of  War  where 
he  is  studying  at  present. 

His  promotions  have  been  as  follows: 
Ensign  of  the  Artillery  Corps;  Second- 
Lieutenant;  First-Lieutenant  and  Cap- 
tain. 

Most  of  the  posts  he  has  held  have 
been  in  the  field  of  aviation,  for  it  is  as 
a  pilot  of  the  air  that  he  has  won  re- 
putation: in  1915  he  was  appointed 
Teacher  of  Aviation;  in  1916  he  was 
sent  as  Argentine  Delegate  to  the  Pan- 
american  Aviation  Congress  held  in 
Santiago  de  Chile  and  in  the  same  year 
received  his  appointment  as  military 
attache  to  the  Argentine  Legation  in 
Paris. 

His  love  for  mechanic  flight  finds  its 
explanation  in  his  fondness  for  all  kinds 
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of  sport:  he  won  the  broad- jump  Cham- 
pionship Cup  and  the  second  prize  for 
the  high  jump  offered  by  the  Cavalry 
Academy;  he  holds  the  world's  records 
for  duration,  distance  and  height  in 
balloon-flight,  besides  having  the  honor 
of  being — together  with  Seiior  Bradley 
— ^the  first  man  to  cross  the  Andes  in  a 
balloon. 

Captain  Zuloaga  has  been  the  reci- 
pient of  many  decorations,  among  which 
are  the  Medal  of  Merit  of  the  First 
Class  of  Chile,  the  Cross  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  of  France,  a  gold  medal  bes- 
towed by  the  Argentine  Congress,  and 
the  Medal  of  San  Martin  granted  by 
the  Argentine  Government. 
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MARIA  SUSANA  WHITE 

Teacher, 

Maria  Susan  a  White,  the  daughter 
of  Julio  White  and  Maria  Cristina  de  la 
Riestra,  was  born  in  1887  in  the  town 
of  Arrecifes,  Province  of  Buenos  Aires, 
and  was  educated  in  the  Capital  where 
she  obtained  the  title  of  Normal  Teacher 
in  1907  and  entered  the  •  University 
to  study   Science. 

She  has  taught  most  of  the  scientific 
subjects  offered  in  the  public  schools, 
including  Physics,  Chemistry,  .Mathema- 
tics, Mineralogy  and  Geology;  in  1918 
she  was  elected  Principal  of  the  Teach- 
ers' Normal  School,  and  in  1920,  in  ad- 
dition to  her  duties  as  Principal,  was 
also  teaching  Chemistry. 

She  is  a  member  of  the  Academy  of 
Education  of  Buenos  Aires. 
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CESAREO  BERNALDO  DE 
QUIR6S 

Painter. 

Cesareo  Bernaldo  DE  Quir6s,  the 
son  of  Julio  B.  Quiros,  was  born  in 
Gualeguay,  Province  of  Entre  Rios,  on 
the  twenty-seventh  of  May,  1878. 

In  his  early  youth  he  was  possessed 
by  the  desire  to  draw  and  paint,  which 
drew  him  to  the  Capital.  There  he  found 
work  on  the  staff  of  El  Qiiijote,  an 
illustrated  weekly  journal  of  humor  and 
satire,  where  he  gained  much  instruc- 
tion from  two  competent  draughtsmen, 
Mayol  and  Sojo.  In  1896  he  had  begun 
to  study  painting  in  the  School  of  Fine 
Arts  under  the  Spanish  artist  Nicolas 
Cutanda  and  in  1899,  having  completed 
the  six  yearsV  course  in  three  years,  he 
entered  the  competition  of  that  year  and 
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won  the  government  scholarship  which 
enabled  him  to  study  abroad. 

He  spent  seven  years  in  Europe, 
making  occasional  visits  to  Paris  and 
Madrid,  but  devoting  himself  chiefly  to 
study  in  Rome,  where  he  won  his  first 
notable  successes  and  where  in  1905  he 
had  several  pictures  in  the  International 
Exposition. 

On  hi^  return  to  Argentina  he  was 
accepted  -as  one  of  the  foremost  artists 
of  the  country  and  made  a  growing  re- 
putation in  the  exhibitions.  In  the  Cen- 
tenary Exposition  of  19 10  in  Buenos 
Aires  he  won  the  first  prize  and  in  sub- 
sequent expositions  his  canvases  have 
deserved  general  praise. 

Quiros  is  among  the  most  versatile 
of  Argentine  painters:  he  has  produced 
landscapes,  portraits,  groups,  interiors, 
studies  from  the  nude  and  from  still 
life — a  baffling  variety  that  seems  to 
spring  from  a  union  in  him  of  fantasy 
and  realism.  In  some  of  his  recent  work 
there  are  excellent  interpretations  of 
Argentine    scenery   and   types   of   cha- 
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racter,  as,  for  example,  El  no  de  mi 
pueblo,  a  landscape  of  Entre  Rios,  and 
El  Moraju  and  El  Privao,  gaucho  types, 
all  of  which  were  shown  in  the  exhibi- 
tion of  T919.

MANUEL  S.  OCAMPO 

Public  official;  teacher. 

Manuel  S.  Ocampo,  the  son  of  Ma- 
nuel A.  Ocampo  and  Angelica  Ocampo, 
was  born  on  the  third  of  November, 
i860,  in  Buenos  Aires  and  was  educated 
there  in  the  public  schools,  the  Colegio 
Nacional  and  the  University  which 
granted  him  the  degree  of  Civil  En- 
gineer in  1882. 

On  leaving  the  University  he  began 
to  practise  his  profession  and  soon 
thereafter  began  also  to  teach:  he  was 
appointed  Instructor  in  Algebra  and 
Trigonometry  in  the  Colegio  Nacional 
and  served  also  as  National  Inspector 
of  Railwavs  from  which  he  secured 
advancement  to  Member  of  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Health  where  he  served 
as  Chairman  from  1902  until  191 5. 
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JORGE  H.  FRIAS 

Magistrate. 

Jorge  H.  Frias,  the  son  of  Domingo 
Frias  and  Emilia  Molina,  was  born  on 
the  thirtieth  of  January,  1879,  in  Bue- 
nos Aires  where  he  was  educated  at  the 
Colegio  Lacordaire  and  the  University 
which  granted  him  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  in  1902. 

He  began  at  once  to  practise  law  and 
to  teach:  for  ten  years  he  was  Pro- 
fessor of  Civil  Government  in  the  Co- 
legio Lacordaire  and.  served  during  part 
of  the  period  as  Counsel  for  the  Na- 
tional Bank  which  was  in  process  of 
liquidation. 

Meantime  he  began  his  career  as  Ma- 
gistrate, being  first  appointed  Prose- 
cutor in  the  Criminal  and  Correctional 
Courts,  later  Judge  in  the  lower  courts 
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and  in  19 13  Justice  of  the  Appellate 
Criminal  Court  where  he  rose  to  be 
Presiding  Judge  in  1918. 

Dr.  Frias  is  the  founder  of  the  So- 
ciety for  Aiding  Released  Prisoners 
(Patronato  de  Liberados), 

He  has  written  many  articles  and 
pamphlets  on  legal  subjects,  especially 
on  questions  of  copyright,  and  has  pub- 
lished the  following  books:  El  ejercito, 
a  study  in  administrative  law,  1902; 
Derecho  procesal,  a  study  in  criminal 
law,  19 10;  Exposicion  de  reformas  en 
materia  penal  y  sistema  de  procedimien- 
tos  en  materia  criminal,  1912. 
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ERNESTINA   L6PEZ   DE  NELSON 

Teacher;  writer. 

Ernestina  L6pez  de  Nelson,  the 
daughter  of  Don  Candido  Lopez  and 
Dona  Adriana  Wilson,  was  born  on 
the  twentieth  of  January,  1879,  i^  the 
city  of  Buenos  Aires,  where  she  was 
educated  at  the  Normal  School  and  the 
University.  She  won  the  degree  of 
Doctor  ill  Philosophy  and  Letters  in 
190 1,  presenting  for  her  thesis  jExiste 
una  literatura  argentinaf 

Immediately  upon  leaving  the  Uni- 
versity she  was  appointed  Principal  of 
the  Sarmiento  School  of  Buenos  Aires 
and  in  1907  she  was  made  Head  of  the 
National  Lyceum  for  Girls.  She  has 
also  occupied  elective  posts :  in  1904  the 
National  Council  of  Education  chose 
her  to  represent  the  Teachers  of  Argen- 
tina at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  and  in 
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19 18  she  was  elected  to  the  Council  of 
the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  and  Letters. 

She  has  had  a  wide  experience:  at 
various  times  she  has  been  teacher  in 
the  primary  grades,  Principal  of  Pri- 
mary Schools,  Principal  of  Grammai 
Schools,  Head  of  the  Lyceum  for  Girls 
and  Professor  of  Philosophy,  Pedagog> 
and  Spanish  Literature  in  the  National 
Lyceum  for  Girls.  But  it  is  as  a  peda- 
gogical writer  that  she  has  won  hei 
chief  reputation.  Her  books  for  child- 
ren, written  in  a  style  admirably  suited 
to  its  purpose  and  based  evidently  upon 
great  knowledge  of  the  mental  capacity 
of  the  young  readers,  are  so  excellent 
that  it  can  safely  be  said  they  have  no 
rivals  in  Argentina. 

Sra.  Lopez  de  Nelson  has  contributed 
many  articles  and  poems  to  the  peda- 
gogical and  general  periodicals  of  Ar- 
gentina. The  titles  of  her  books  are: 
Veo  y  Ico;  En  torno  mio;  Nosotros;  La 
senorita  Raqiiel;  Nuestra  Tierra;  La 
escuela  y  la  vida;  Botanic  a  experi- 
mental; all  published  in  Buenos  Aires. 
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JULIO  DIAZ  USANDIVARAS 

-   Poet;  journalist. 

Julio  Diaz  Usandivaras,  the  son  of 
Carlos  Diaz  and  Dolores  Usandivaras, 
was  born  on  the  eleventh  of  September, 
1888,  in  the  city  of  Cordoba  and  there 
\yas  educated  in  the  Colegio  NacionaL 

Enamoured  of  authorship  and  devoted 
to  poetry,  he  began  to  write  both  verse 
and  prose  and  was.  drawn  to  Buenos  Ai- 
res where  he  found  employment  in  the 
daily  press  and  the  magazines:  in  1913 
he  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  La 
Manana  and  in  1919  became  Managing 
Editor  of  the  magazine  P.  B.  T. 

He  has  contributed  great  numbers  of 
articles  and  poems  to  the  press  and  has 
collected  some  of  his  verses  for  publica- 
tion in  book  form.  While  meditating 
further  works,  especially  in  celebration 
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of  the  free,  open  life  of  the  country,  he 
has    issued   Por    el   camino,    poems    of 
Argentina,     Buenos    Aires,     1915;    La 
musa  triste,  intimate  verses,  Buenos  Ai- 
res,   1917;   Agreste,   poems   of  country 
life,    Buenos   Aires,    1917,   and   has    in 
press  Espejos  nativos,  more  poems  of 
the  open  air.

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EUFEMIO  UBALLES 

Rector  of  the  University. 

EuFEMio  Uballes  was  born  in  1850 
in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  and  edu- 
cated in  her  schools  and  University 
which  conferred  upon  him  in  1880  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

While  he  was  a  student  in  the  Me- 
dical School  he  fulfilled  the  usual  term 
of  service  in  the  Men\s  Hospital;  there 
he  became  Head  of  the  Clinic  and  was 
soon  called  upon  to  teach,  first  as  substi- 
tute and  in  1888  as  titular,  Professor.  He 
won  advancement  within  the  Faculty 
also,  being  chosen  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil, member  of  the  Academy  and  in  1902 
Dean  of  the  Faculty.  Finally,  in  1906, 
he  was  elected  Rector  of  the  University 
and  retains  the  post  by  successive  re- 
elections  until  the  present  time. 
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In  addition  to  his  professional  duties 
he   served  in    1892  as  Member  of  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  and  has  on  several 
occasions  been  called  in  counsel  by  the 
Government  and  designated  as  Delegate 
to  scientific  congresses. 
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FRANCISCO  JAVIER  GARCIA 

Labor  leader. 

Francisco  Javikr  Garcia,  the  son  of 
Miguel  Garcia  and  Dorotea  Chena,  was 
born  on  the  twelfth  of  September,  1884,. 
in  the  city  of  Santa  Fe  where  he  was 
educated  in  the  Normal  School.. 

He  did  not  finish  the  course  in  the 
Normal  School  but  began  to  earn  his 
living  as  a  mechanic ;  in  1908  he  became 
interested  in  the  labor  union  movement, 
and  soon  made  himself  felt  in  the  orga- 
nization.   In   191 1   he  had  risen  to  be 
General     Secretary    of    the     Seamen's 
Union    (Federacidn   Ohrera  Maritima) 
and  has  held  that  post  ever  since.  Mean- 
time he  has  been  chosen  on  several  oc- 
casions to  represent  organized  labor:  in 
19 18  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
Tenth  Congress  of  the  Regional  Federa- 
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tion  of  Argentine  .Workmen  (Federa- 
cion  Obrera  Regional  Argentina)  and 
is  Secretary  of  the  Delegation  of  his 
union  in  that  organization. 
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ZOILO  CANT6N 

Lawyer;  public  man 

ZoiLO  Canton,  the  son  of  EHseo  Can- 
ton and  Isabel  Dominguez,  was  born  in 
1867  in  the  city  of  Tucuman  and  had 
his  early  education  there,  but  for  his 
University  course  went  to  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  read  Law  and  won  his  degree 
as  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1891. 

Several  years  earlier  than  this  he  had 
begun  to  hold  office  and  to  teach:  in 
1888  he  as  appointed  National  Account- 
ant, an  office  which  he  held  until 
1902,  and  in  1889  he  became  Professoi 
of  History  in  the  Normal  School  and 
retained  the  post  until  1910;  in  1895  he 
obtained  the  further  appointment  of 
Professor  of  Political  Economy  in  the 
National  School  of  Commerce  and  sub- 
Secretary  in  the  War  Department. 
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In  1906  he  was  elected  National  De- 
puty and  served  until  1910  in  the  Cham- 
ber where  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  as  well 
as  of  that  on  the  Budget  and  introduced 
a  bill  for  the  revision  of  mining  code. 

Since  the  close  of  his  term  he  has 
devoted  himself  to  the  practice  of  his 
profession.

CARBALLIDO 


JUAN  R.  CARBALLIDO 

Lawyer;  public  mdu. 

Juan  R.  Carballido,  the  son  of  Juan 
A.  Carballido,  was  born  in  November, 
1852,  in  Buenos  Aires  where  he  was 
educated  in  the  schools  of  the  city  and 
the  University  which  granted  him  the 
dejrree  of  Advocate  in  1876. 

He  entered  at  once  on  the  practice 
of  his  profession  and  at  the  same  time 
upon  the  political  career  which  occupied 
so  large  a  part  of  his  life.  Joining  the 
party  of  General  Mitr6,  his  vigorous 
polemics  in  the  press  soon  drew  atten- 
tion to  his  political  acumen.  He  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  Revolution  of 
1880,  which  had  for  its  object  the 
separation  of  the  Capital  from  the 
Province  of  Buenos  Aires,  placing  it 
within   a  Federal   District,   which   was 
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accomplished;  in  1886,  Dr.  Carballido 
was  elected  National  Deputy  and  com- 
pleted his  term  with  credit;  in  1890  he 
again  took  part  in  a  revolution  directed 
against  President  Juarez  Celman  and 
although  the  revolt  was  suppressed,  at 
the  reorganization  of  the  Cabinet  in  the 
following  year  he  was  appointed  Min- 
ister of  Justice  and  Education;  in  1896 
he  was  elected  a  second  time  to  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  where  he  served 
on  the  Con^mitt^e  of  Education  and  in 
1912  gained; hrs- Ml ird  election  as  De- 
puty. 

Meantime  he  had  held  other  im- 
portant posts:  in  1891  he  was  appointed 
to  teach  Finance  in  the  Law  School  of 
the  University,  and  in  1895  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Bank  of  the  Nation. 

In  1914  he  joined  with  others  in  estab- 
lishing the  Bar  Association  of  which, 
since  his  retirement  from  public  life,  he 
has  been  an  active  member  as  well  as 
a  faithful  practitioner  of  the  law.

JULIO  PEfJ-A 

Land-owner;    public 
man. 

Julio  Pena,  the  son  of  Juan  Grego- 
rio  Pena  and  Adela  Blaye,  was  born  in 
i860  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires,  where 
he  was  educated  and  obtained  his  de- 
gree at  the  University  as  Doctor  of 
Laws  with  a  thesis  on  Patria  potestad, 
in  1883. 

Possessed  of  ample  means,  he  did  not 
practise  his  profession,  but  pursued 
distinction  in  public  life:  in  1891,  during 
the  period  of  the  Revolution  of  that 
year,  he  was  elected  Provincial  Deputy 
in  Buenos  Aires,  but  withdrew  the  same 
year  without  completing  his  term  of 
office;  in  1894  he  was  elected  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Senate,  but  again  retired  before 
finishing    the    term;    in    1898    he    was 
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elected  National  Deputy;  in  1899  he 
was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Sanitary  Convention  with 
.Uruguay;  his  term  ended  in  1900  and 
he  has  occupied  no  other  elective  x)f  fice. 
In  1909  he  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Con- 
version Fund;  in  1919  he  was  chosen 
v ice-President  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce; he  is  a  director  in  various  cor- 
porations;-he  is  a  member  of  the  Ar- 
gentine-American Commercial  Arbitra- 
tion Board  and  a  land-owner  with  ex- 
tensive properties  including  La  Merced 
in  Tantil,  La  For  tuna  in  Balcarce,  La 
Adela  in  Tapalque  and  La  Luisa  in 
General  Belgrano,  all  within  the  Pro- 
vince of  Buenos  Aires.

Musician;  composer. 

Fklipe  Boero  was  born  in  May,  1885, 
in  the  citv  of  Buenos  Aires  where  he 
was  educated,  obtaining-  the  titles  of 
Normal  Teacher  in  190 1  and  Professor 
in  1906  and  in  1912  a  fellowship  which 
allowed  him  to  continue  his  studies 
abroad. 

He  gave  early  promise  of  ability  as  a 
composer  and  wrote  many  pieces  for 
the  piano,  including  Danzas  argentinas, 
Cinco  canciones  (de  la  Sierra),  etc 
After  his  visit  to  Europe  he  wrote  Som- 
bras  de  Hellas,  a  poem  for  voice  and 
piano,  1913;  Misa  Solemne,  for  voice 
and  orchestra,  1914;  Jesus  caminando 
sobre  las  ohs  (Jesus  Walking  on  the

RICARDO  C.  ALDAO 

Lawyer;  public  man. 

RiCARDO  C.  A1.DA0,  the  son  of  Camilo 
Aldao  and  Ines  Nicolovich,  was  born  on 
the  twenty-first  of  April,  1863,  in  the 
city  of  Buenos  Aires.  He  had  his  pre- 
paratory education  in  Santa  Fe,  but 
returned  to  Buenos  Aires  for  his  later 
studies  and  won  his  degree  as  Doctor 
of  Laws  in  1883  at  the  age  of  twenty. 

He  entered  early  on  the  practice  of 
his  profession  in  which  he  is  said  to 
have  shown  himself  an  indefatigable 
worker  and  in  which  he  has  won  a  high 
reputation  for  legal  acumen,  technical 
knowledge  and  sagacity.  So  successful 
has  he  been  that  branches  of  his  law 
offices  have  been  established  in  Lima, 
Montevideo,  Santiago  de  Chile,  Rio  de 
Janeiro  and  Asuncion. 

_ 
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Dr.  Aldao  has  had  a  creditable  part 
also  m  public  life:  in  1888  he  was 
elected  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  of 
Buenos  Aires,  in  1889  he  was  chosen 
President  of  the  Provincial  Bank,  and 
in  1890  he  was  appointed  Provincial 
Minister  of  Finance. 

In  1915  he  was  appointed,  in  company 
with  Samuel  Hale  Pearson,  on  a  special 
governmental  mission  to  the  United 
States,  and  in  19 16  he  served  as  Ar- 
gentine Delegate  to  the  Conference  on 
Uniform  Legislation,  Member  of  the 
sub- Committee  on  Finance  for  the  Na- 
tional Centenary  and  Candidate  of  the 
Progressive  Democratic  Party  for  Con- 
gress. 

The  writings  of  Dr.  Aldao  have  been 
confined  to  articles  and  studies  on  pro- 
fessional topics.

FfiLIX  AGUILAR 

Scientist;  teacher. 

FiLix  Aguilar,  the  son  of  Felix 
Aguilar  and  Maria  Rojo,  was  born  on 
the  second  of  May,  1884,  in  the  city 
of  San  Juan  and  there  had  his  early 
education  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  of 
San  Juan  whence  he  went  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  La  Plata,  which  granted  him 
the  degree  of  Geographer- Engineer  in 
1910,  and  continued  to  France  where  he 
studied  Astronomy  in  the  University  of 
Paris. 

On  his  return  to  Argentina  he  was 
appointed  Astronomer  to  the  Observa- 
tory of  La  Plata  in  1913,  Professor  of 
Mathematical  Analysis  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  La  Plata  in  1916  and  in  1918 
Professor  of  Theoretical  Astronomy.

Alberto  B.  Martinez,  the  son  of 
Jose  Martinez  and  Felisa  Macias,  was 
born  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  August 
1868,  in  Buenos  Aires,  and  was  edu- 
cated there  in  the  public  schools. 

From  a  very  early  age  Sr.  Martinez 
was  drawn  to  statistical  studies  for 
which  he  showed  a  special  aptitude  and 
in  which  he  won  so  much  reputation  that 
he  was  appointed  to  direct  the  Municipal 
Census  of  1887,  19^4  and  1910,  the  Na- 
tional Census  of  1895  and  1914,  the 
Agricultural  Census  of  1908  and  the 
National  Census  of  Education  of  191 0. 

He  has  served  also  as  sub-Secretary 
in  the  Ministry  of  Finance  and  is  at 
present  Chief  of  the  Municipal  Census.

Santiago  Baque  was  born  of  French 
parents  on  the  eighteenth  of  July,  1889, 
in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  and  was 
educated  there  m  the  Colegio  Nacional 
and  the  University  which  granted  him 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence 
in  1915. 

His  literary  tastes  made  him  Manager 
and  Editor  of  the  Law  School  Magazine 
in  1912;  Editor  of  the  Legal  and  Social 
Science  Review  from  1915  to  1918;

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CARLOS  SAAVEDRA  LAMAS 

Lawyer;  public  man, 

Carlos  Saavedra  Lamas  was  born 
in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  in  1880  of 
distinguished  ancestry,  being  the  grand- 
son of  the  head  of  the  first  Argentine 
Committee  of  Government  (1810),  Gen- 
eral Cornelio  Saavedra.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  Capital,  at  the  Colegio  La- 
cordaire  and  the  University  where  he 
graduated  in  1903  with  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  summa  cum  laude. 

He  had  hardly  ceased  being  a  student 
before  he  was  appointed  Professor  and 
given  the  chair  of  Political  Economy 
which  he  has  occupied  ever  since,  and 
has  held  also  during  part  of  the  time 
the  same  chair  in  the  Univer§ity  of  La 
Plata. 

His  career  as  public  man  began   in 
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1906. with  the  appointment  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  the  Commission  on  the 
Public  Debt;  in  1907  he  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  the  Municipality;  in  1908 
he  was  elected  National  Deputy  and  re- 
elected in  1912;  in  1915  he  was  called 
into    the    Cabinet    of    President    de    la 
Plaza  to  serve  as  Minister  of  Justice 
and  Education,  a  post  which  he  retained 
until  the  close  of  the  presidential  term; 
in    the    succeeding    administration    he 
held  aloof  ffpra  public  office  because  he 
had  married  the  daughter  of  the  Presi- 
dent-elect, Rosa  Saenz  Pena. 

Dr.     Saavedra    Lamas    has    written 
many  articles  and  pamphlets  on  educa- 
tional and  administrative  problems  and 
is  the  author  of  the  following  books:

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CARLOS  VEGA  BELGRANO 

Journalist;  public  man. 

Carlos  Vega  Belgrano,  the  son  of 
Manuel  Vega  Belgrano  and  Maria  Mo- 
nica Belgrano,  daughter  of  General  Ma- 
nuel Belgrano,  was  born  on  the  second 
of  December,  1858.  He  was  taken 
abroad  in  his  infancy  and  educated  in 
Paris,  Heidelberg  and  Bonn  where  he 
attended  the  Universities  but  took  no 
degree. 

While  he  was  abroad  he  represented 
his  government  as  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Legation  in  Berlin  in  1885 
and  as  Consul-General  from  1886  to 
1891.  On  his  return  he  devoted  himself 
to  journalism  and  politics:  he  was 
editor,  owner  and  manager  of  El  Tiem- 
po  from  1893  to  19 13  and  was  on  several 
occasions  candidate  for  the  post  of  Na- 
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tional  Deputy  without  being  elected.  He 
was,  however,  appointed  to  positions  of 
dignity:  in  1907  he  was  designated 
Librarian  of  the  University  of  La  Plata, 
a  post  which  he  still  occupies,  and 
from  igo7  to  1915  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Province 
of  Buenos  Aires. 

He  has  been  honored  by  election  as 
President  of  the  Press  Qub,  President 
of  the  Municipal  Library,  President  of 
the  Athenaeum,  vice-President  of  the 
Pedagogical  Conference  of  Cordoba  and 
vice-President  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
of  Education. 

He  has  written  constantly  in  reviews 
and  periodicah  and  is  the  author  of 
Pcnsamientos,  2  vols.,  Hamburg,  1890, 
which  drew  favorable  comment  from 
such  notable  critics  as  Hipolito  Taine, 
Edmundo  D'Amicis  and  L.  Claretie. 
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ROBERTO  GACHE 

Novelist;  lawyer. 

Roberto  Gache  was  born  in  1891  in 
Buenos  Aires  and  was  educated  there 
in  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the  Univer- 
sity where  he  obtained  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  in  191 5. 

His  thesis  on  La  delincuencia  precos 
was  so  well  received  as  to  lead  to  other 
leg^l  studies  including  the  Codigo  de 
Menores  prepared  in  collaboration  with 
Dr.  E.  Bullrich. 

He  has  also  done  work  of  marked 
promise  in  the  field  of  literature:  he 
has  produced  four  comedies:  El  error 
de  San  Antonio,  1915;  Nuestras  due- 
nas,  1916;  Elecciones  en  la  Puna,  1919.. 
and  iTe  quiero,  te  adoro!,  1920,  all  of 
which  were  produced  in  Buenos  Aires; 
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he  has  also  written  a  work  of  social 
satire,  Glosario  de  la  farsa  urbana,  Bue- 
nos Aires,  19 19,  which  was  greeted  with 
general  applause. 
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C6SAR  REYES 


Author;  lawyer. 

Cesar  Reyes,  the  son  of  Marcelino 
Reyes,  Commander  in  the  Argentine 
Navy,  and-  Mercedes  Vallejos,  was  born 
on  the  twenty- fifth  of  October,  1885,  i^ 
the  city  of  La  Rioja.  '-There  he  began 
his  education,  but  for  his  University 
studies  went  to  Cordoba  where  he  read 
Law  and  completed  the  course,  yet  the 
authorities  refused  him  his  degree  on 
the  ground  that  the  opinions  expressed 
in  his  thesis  were  unduly  liberal  and 
advanced.  He  refused  to  recant  or  to 
modify  the  opinions  there  expressed  and 
had  to  wait  for  six  years  until  new  and 
more  liberal  men  came  into  control  of 
the  University.  Then,  in  19 19,  he  was 
made  Doctor  of  Laws. 

His  life  has  been  a  constant  battle 
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against    the    spirit   of   obstruction   and 
ultra-conservatism:   he   founded   in  La 
Rioja  a  Free-thinkers'  Club  which  pro- 
claimed that  it  did  not  belong  to  the 
Masons,  but  to  the  school  of  individual- 
istic  liberalism   opposed   to   anarchism. 
For   a  brief  period  he   held  office   as 
District    Attorney,    but    was    disgusted 
with  the  "  mania  for  public  office  "  with 
which  he  found  himself  surrounded  and 
withdrew  t(ytfclfole  himself  to  literature. 
His  output  ag  a  writer  has  been  very 
large:    it    includes    many    articles    and 
pamphlets  besides  the  following  books: 
La   sociedad  argentina — ^his   thesis   for 
the   Doctorate,   a  book   of   642  pages; 
Vistas  fiscales,  a  study  in  criminology, 
2  vols.;  La  moral  de  los  tipos;  Funda- 
ment 0  de  las  democracias. 
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ROBERTO  CASAUX 

Actor. 

Roberto  Casaux,  the  son  of  Enrique 
Carambros  and  Ana  Serein,  was  born 
on  the  ninth  of  August,  1885,  in  Buenos 
Aires  and  was  educated  there  in  the 
Colegio  Nacional  and  the  School  of 
Commerce.  The  over-mastering  attrac- 
tion of  the  theatre  drew  him  away  from 
school  before  he  had  finished  the  course 
and  he  began  to  study  parts  some  con- 
siderable time  before  he  was  given  op- 
portunity to  appear.  It  was  in  1910 
that  he.  made  his  debut  and  from  that 
time  his  reputation  as  a  comic  actor  has 
continued  to  grow  until  he  has  reached 
the  first  rank  on  the  Argentine  stage. 

He  is  the  leading  man  in  the  com- 
pany which  he  manages  and  has  won 
triumphs    in    many    parts:    among   the 
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plays  in  which  he  has  been  notably  suc- 
cessful are:  Las  cur  as  milagrosas,  191 5  ; 
El  distinguido  ciudadano,  1916;  El  mo- 
vimiento  continuo,  1917;  El  pariente  po- 
litico,   1918,    and   El   profesor   MUller,

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HERIBERTO  MENDOZA 

Public  man;  lawyer. 

Heriberto  Mendoza,  the  son  of  La- 
dislao  Mendoza  and  Serviliana  Lucero, 
was  born  on  the  fifteenth  of  May,  1855, 
in  San  Luis,  the  Capital  of  the  Province 
of  San  Luis,  and  began  his  education 
there,  but  when  he  was  eleven  he  was 
sent  to  Buenos  Aires  to  study  in  the 
Colegio  Nacional  and  the  University. 

There,  in  1873,  at  the  age  of  eigh- 
teen, he  obtained  his  degree  as  Advo- 
cate, with  which  he  returned  to  his 
province  to  practise  his  profession,  but 
almost  at  once  began  that  career  of 
public  service  which  has  occupied  his 
life:  in  1874  he  was  appointed  District 
Attorney;  in  1875  Counsel  for  Minors, 
and  in  1876  Government  Attorney;  in 
the  same  year  he  was  elected  Deputy  in 
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the   National   Congress   and  re-elected 
until   1884  when  he  was  chosen  Gov- 
ernor; on  the  completion  of  his  term 
as  Governor  he  was  again  elected  De- 
puty  and   passed   from  the   House  to 
the  Senate  where  he  611ed  three  conse- 
cutive terms  of  nine  years  each,  a  period 
that  made  him  the  Dean  of  the  Senate 
and  gave  him  great  influence  among  his 
colleagues. 

He  retired  in  1919,  although  he  might 
have  been  re-elected  had  he  chosen  to 
return.

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SEGUNDO  R.  STORNI 

Naval  Officer. 

Segundo  R.  Storni,  the  son  of  Julio 
Storni,  was  born  on  the  sixteenth  of 
July,  1876,  in  the  city  of  Tucuman,  and 
began  his  education  there  in  the  Cole- 
gio  Nacional,  but  when  he  chose  the 
naval  career  he  went  to  Buenos  Aires 
and  studied  in  the  Naval  School  and  the 
Upper  School  for  Officers  where  he 
graduated  with  the  degree  of  Marine 
Guard  in  1897.                                        ^ 

He  has  served  as  an  officer  on  most 
of  the  ships  in  the  Argentine  navy  and 
has  won  promotion  in  active  service: 
in  19 13  he  was  appointed  Lieut.-Com- 
mander;  in  1916,  Commander  and  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Iron-clad  Belgrano, 
and  in  1919  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Captain;  he  is  also   a  member  of  the 
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General  Staff  and  Secretary  tp  the 
Minister  of  the  Navy.  At  present  he  is 
Head  of  the  School  for  Naval  Officers 
and  President  of  the  Argentine  Navy 
Club. 

Captain  Storni  has  lectured  and 
written  occasional  articles  on  naval 
questions  and  is  the  author  of  Curso  de 
balistica,  Buenos  Aires,  1908,  and  Tra- 
bajos  hidrogrdficos,  Buenos  Aires,  1905, 
1913  and  1914.

MANUEL  LAINEZ

Journalist, 

Manuel  Lainez,  the  son  of  Pedro 
Lainez  and  Bernabela  Cane,  was  born 
on  the  twenty-second  of  March,  1852, 
in  Buenos  Aires,  and  was  educated  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional, 

His  predilection  for  politics  and  pub- 
lic life  drew  him  into  the  strenuous 
electoral  contests  of  1874  and  subse- 
quent years,  in  which  he  is  said  to  have 
played  a  vigorous  part.  In  1878  he  re- 
ceived his  first  appointment,  when  he 
was  named  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
the  Legation  at  Washington,  but  found 
the  atmosphere  of  Buenos  Aires  more 
congenial.  In  1880  he  took  part  in  the 
Civil  War  on  the  side  of  the  Govern- 
ment forces,  and  when  the  struggle 
was  over  was  made  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Provincial  Legislature. 
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It  was  in  the  year  1880  also  that 
he  began  to  appear  prominently  in  jour- 
nalism :  in  that  year  he  joined  the  staff 
of  La  Tribuna  Nacional  and  in  1881 
founded  the  daily  paper  El  Diario  of 
which  he  has  been  the  owner  and  editor 
for  nearly  forty  years. 

In  1884  he  was  elected  National  De- 
puty and  served  one  term,  returning 
thereafter  to  his  labors  as  a  journalist. 
In  1904  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
which  he  found  a  more  congenial 
theatre  for  his  talents  and  there  made 
a  reputation  as  a  legislator.  Refusing 
all  appointments  to  committees,  ht  de- 
voted himself  to  public  discussions,  in- 
troducing many  measures  for  improve- 
ments in  railways,  bridges,  canals,  tele- 
graph and  telephone  communication,  as 
well  as  for  schools.  The  law  in  which 
he  took  most  satisfaction  was  that 
known  as  the  Ley  lAinez,  providing  for 
new  National  Schools. 

At  the  end  of  his  term  in  1913  he  re- 
sumed his  work  as  journalist  to  which 
he  has  continued  to  devote  himself.

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ERNESTO  DE  LA*  CARCOVA 

Painter, 

Ernesto  de  la  CArcova  was  born  on 
the  thrid  of  March,  1867,  in  Buenos 
Aires,  where  he  began  to  study  paint- 
ing in  the  Sociedad  Estimulo  de  Bellas 
Artes,  but  he  felt  that  there  was  only 
one  shrine  of  art  —  Italy,  the  birth- 
place of  great  artists,  and  he  went 
to  Rome  where  he  studied  in  the 
Royal  Institute  of  Fine  Arts  and  took 
lessons  from  the  famous  master  Gia- 
como  Grosso. 

In  1894,  after  spending  some  time  in 
Paris,  he  returned  to  Buenos  Aires  and 
exhibited  some  canvases  in  the  Second 
Annual  Exhibition  of  The  Atheneum. 
There  his  paintings  were  much  ap- 
plauded by  the  critics  and  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  acquired  his  Sin  pan  y  sin 
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trabajOj  which  some  time  later,  in  the 
International-  Exposition  of  St.  Louis, 
won  the  Highest  Award  and  was  the 
object  of  general  praise.  He  has  also 
exhibited  canvases  in  Paris,  Rome  and 
Turin,  where  he  won  a  prize.  In  the 
so-called  Salon  Argentino  of  1914  which 
opened  its  doors  during  the  second  half 
of  1913,  he  was  awarded  the  prize  of 
3,000  pesos  granted  for  "the  best  paint- 
ing of  the  year". 

Senor  de  la  Carcova  was  the  first 
Director  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Fine  Arts  of  Buenos  Aires,  of  which 
he  is  still  a  Professor;  tie  has  been 
Chairman  of  the  National  Committee 
of  Fine  Arts  and  of  the  Sociedad  Esti- 
mulo  de  Bellas  Artes,  and  has  also  held 
the  post  of  acting-Director  of  the  Ar- 
gentine National  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

His  paintings  are  to  be  found  in  some 
of  the  museums  abroad,  including  the 
Museo  Civico  of  Turin  and  the  Galeria 
Quirinale  of  Rome;  the  National  Mu- 
seum of  Buenos  Aires  has  also  acquired 
some  of  his  pictures.

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TEODOLINA  ALVEAR  DE  LKZICA 

Benefactress. 

Teodolina  Alvear  de  Lezica,  the 
daughter  of  Don  Diego  de  Alvear,  son 
of  General  Carlos  de  Alvear  who  par- 
ticipated in  the  campaign  against  the 
tyrant  Rozas,  and  Dona  Teodolina  Fer- 
nandez, was  born  in  Buenos  Aires  on 
the  twentieth  of  February,  1853,  and 
was  educated  there  in  the  Litzman  Aca- 
demy, where   she  remained  until   1867. 

She  married  Don  Ricardo  Lezica,  the 
scion  of  one  of  the  old  Argentine  fami- 
lies which  traces  its  origin  to  the  Span- 
ish nobility. 

Her  great  riches  permit  her  to  do 
charity  work  on  a  generous  scale;  she 
is  the  President  of  the  Patronato  de  la 
Infancia  (Society  for  the  Protection  of 
Infants),  a  post  which  she  has  occupied

for  over  twenty-five  years;  since  1914 
she  has  also  heen  the  President  of  the 
League  of  Catholic  Ladies,  and  all  ef- 
forts to  better  social  conditions  find  in 
her  a  loyal  supporter.

RoDOLFO  Senet,  the  son  of  Honorio 
Senet  and  Ventura  Marquez,  was  born 
in  the  city  of  San  Martin,  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires,  on  the  twenty-ninth  of 
March,  1872,  but  for  his  studies  went 
to  Buenos  Aires  where  he  entered  the 
Normal  School  and  in  1889  gained  the 
title  of  Normal  Teacher. 

He  received  his  first  appointment  in 
1890  as  -Elementary  Teacher  in  the 
Normal  School,  a  post  which  he  held  for 
four  years  until  he  was  appointed  Nor- 
mal Teacher  in  the  city  of  Mercedes; 
five  years  later  he  was  again  trans- 
ferred, this  time  with  the  rank  of  vice- 
Director,  to  the  Normal  School  of  Po- 
lores  where  he  remained  until  1905 
when  he  was  chosen  as  Director  of  the 
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Normal  School  of  Pergamino;  in  1906 
he  received  his  appointment  as  Inspector 
of  Secondary  and  Normal  Education 
in  the  same  year  was  made  Professor

of  Anthropology  and  Abnormal  Psy- 
chology in  the  University  of  La  Plata; 
in  1910  he  was  Professor  pro  tern  in 
the  University  of  Buenos  Aires,  and  in 
191 5  became  Director  of  Public  Educa- 
tion. 

Senor  Senet  has  been  a  member  of 
various  Congresses  of  an  international 
and  scientific  character,  among  which 
are  the  Congress  of  Psychology  of 
Rome,  the  Congress  of  Anthropology  of 
Turin,  the  Latin-American  Scientific 
Congress,  and  the  Scientific  Congfress 
held  on  the  occasion  of  the  Centenary 
of  Argentine  Independence. 

He  is  a  constant  contributor  to  the 
scientific  publications  of  Argentina,  is 
the  author  of  many  monographs  on  psy- 
chological and  anthropological  subjects, 
and  has  published  the  following  books:

Painter. 

Valentin  C.  Thibon  de  Libian  was 
born  on  the  eighteenth  of  December, 
1889,  in  the  city  of  Tucuman,  and  stu- 
died painting  in  the  National  Academy 
of  Fine  Arts  of  Buenos  Aires. 

His  earliest  exhibitions  revealed  a 
rare  gift  for  mixing  colors  and,  especia- 
lly after  the  showing  he  made  in  the  Sa- 
lon Nacidnal  in  191 3  where  his  works  re- 
ceived the  highest  award,  were  great 
hopes  entertained  of  him.  Nor  have 
these  hopes  been  disappointed :  his  work 
has  continued  to  show  high  talent  and 
rich  variety  of  themes  and  treatment. 

He  has  essayed  both  landscape  and 
interiors  and  his  canvases,  such  as  La 
Maseusse  et  VEtoile  have  compelled  at- 
tention for  the  wealth  and  boldness  of 
his  colors.

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ERNESTO  PADILLA 

Public  man;  lawyer. 

Ernesto  Padilla  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Tucuman  in  the  year  1873,  but  went 
for  his  education  to  Buenos  Aires 
where,  after  receiving  his  Bachelor^s 
degree  he  entered  the  University  to 
study  Law,  and  graduated  in  1896  as 
Doctor  in  Jurisprudence,  presenting  on 
that  occasion  a  thesis  entitled  Breve  es- 
tudio  sobre  leyes  de  irrigacion  which 
was  granted  the  Gold  Medal. 

Immediately  upon  leaving  the  Univer- 
sity he  was  appointed  to  a  Professor- 
ship, but  soon  afterwards  returned  to 
his  native  town  and  there  began  to 
practice  his  profession  of  the  law  and 
that  of  politics.  He  was  elected  National 
Deputy  for  Tucuman  in  1902  and  par- 
ticipated actively  in  the  memorable  dis- 
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cussions  upon  the  proposed  bill  for  Di- 
vorce, his  fervid  opposition  contributing 
to  the  defeat  of  the  bill. 

At  the  end  of  his  legislative  term  he 
settled  once  again  in  Tucuman  and  in 
191 1  was  once  more  elected  Deputy  for 
a  period  of  three  years,  but  before  his 
term  had  expired  was  elected  Governor 
of  the  Province.  In  the  elections  for  the 
National  Congress  held  in  1918,  the  Li- 
beral Party  of  the  province  of  Tucu- 
man,  which   is   affiliated  with   the   so- 
called    Progressive    Democratic    Party, 
nominated  him  as  Deputy  and  he  was 
again  elected  for  the  period  ending  in 
1922.

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CAYETANO  DONNIS 

Painter;  decorator. 

Cayetano  Don n is,  the  son  of  Nata- 
lio  Donnis  and  Rosa  Visone,  was  born 
on  the  nineteenth  of  May,  1888,  in  Bue- 
nos Aires,  where  he  studied  in  the  Na- 
tional Academy  of  Fine  Arts  and  won. 
the  title  of  Teacher  of  Drawing  in  1910. 

His  talent  as  a  decorative  painter 
was  discovered  even  before  he  had  re- 
ceived his  title  and  led  to  his  being 
sent  to  Europe  by  the  Argentine  Gov- 
ernment (1911-1914)  to  develop  his 
powers.  During  these  years  abroad  he 
exhibited  paintings  in  Florence  in  19 13 
and  was  invited  to  do  so  in  191 4  in  the 
Seccezionc.di  Roma, 

Since  his  return  to  Buenos  Aires  he 
has  had  pictures  in  all  the  exhibitions 
for  local  artists  in  the  Salones  Nacio-

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nales  and  sent  canvases  to  the  San 
Francisco  Exposition  in  191 5,  where  he 
won  a  Bronze  Medal. 

In  1916  he  was  appointed  Teacher 
of  Art  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  of  Bue- 
nos Aires;  in  1918  he  was  chosen  a 
member  of  the  jury  for  the  National 
Exhibition  of  Decorative  Arts  and  in 
19 19,  in  addition  to  this  honor,  was 
made  a  member  of  the  jury  for  the 
National^xhibition  of  Fine  Arts. 

He  /ft^s' .sorved  as  Professor  in  the 
National  A^idemy  of  Fine  Arts,  Se- 
cretary- of  the  National  Society  of  De- 
corative Arts,  and  Professor  in  the  Sal- 
guero  Industrial  School.

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ERNESTO  NELSON 

Teacher;  publicist. 

Ernesto  Nelson,  the  son  of  Enrique 
Nelson  and  Evelina  Monguillot,  was 
born  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  September, 
1873,  in  Buenos  Aires,  but  was  edu- 
cated in  the  Colegio  and  the  University 
of  La  Plata.  In  1902  he  went  to  the 
United  States  and  followed  the  courses 
on  education  in  the  universities  of  Co- 
lumbia and  Cornell. 

In  the  year  1904  he  was  appointed 
Argentine  Commissioner  at  the  St. 
Louis  Exposition;  a  year  later  he  was 
chosen  to  act  as  Delegate  of  the  Natio- 
nal Council  of  Education  in  the  United 
States  and  was  charged  to  make  studies 
upon  educational  methods  and  condi- 
tions. He  served  also  as  correspondent 
of   La  Nacion  of   Buenos  Aires  until 
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1908  when,  having  returned  to  his  coun- 
try, he  was  appointed  Director  of  the 
Pedagogical    Museum   of   the   National 
Council  of  Education;  in  1910  he  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  resident  students 
of  the  National  University  of  La  Plata ; 
in   1913   he   became  General   Inspector 
of    Secondary    Education   and    also    of 
Industrial  and  Commercial  teaching  in 
Argentina;  in  1915  he  was  chosen  to  go 
abroad  as   Delegate  to  the   San  Fran- 
cisco  Exposition;    in    1918   he   became 
Professor  of  the  Science  of  Education 
at  the  National  University  of  La  Plata, 
and  in  19 19  was  made  Academic  Mem- 
ber of  the  Facultv  of  Sciences  of  the

same  University. 

Seiior    Nelson's    activities    have    not 
been  limited  to  the  field  of  his  official 
duties ;  he  is  well  known  ^for  his  love 
of  investigation  and  for  his  desire  to 
promote  a  better  understanding  between 
the  people  of  his  country  and  the  United 
States.   He  is  Honorary  Correspondent 
of  the   National   Educational   Associa- 
tion  of   the   United   States;    President 
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of  the  Universities  Club  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res; Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
National  League  to  combat  alcoholism; 
President  of  the  League  of  Aesthetic 
Education;  Member  of  the  Academy 
of  Education;  Member  of  the  Academy 
of  History;  Director  of  the  social 
branch  of  the  Y.M.C.A. ;  Member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Argen- 
tine Social  Museum  and  of  the  Argen- 
tine Boy- Scouts.

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CARLOS  .\MEGHINO 

Paleontologist. 

Carlos  Ameghino,  the  son  of  Anto- 
nio Ameghino  and  Maria  D.  Armanino, 
natives  of  Italy,  was  born  on  the  nine- 
teenth of  June,  1865,  in  the  provincial 
city  of  Lujan,  where  he  attended  the 
primary  schools,  but  for  his  later  edu- 
cation went  to  Buenos  Aires  and  stu- 
died in  the  Colegio  NacionaU  His  pro- 
fessional preparation  he  obtained  with 
the  sole  aid  of  books,  in  the  practical 
work  of  exploration,  and  in  association 
with  his  distinguished  brother. 

During  his  long  scientific  career  he 
has  held  the  following  posts :  Travelling 
Naturalist  of  the  La  Plata  Museum, 
1886-1889;  Travelling  Naturalist  of  the 
Museum  of  Natural  History  of  Buenos 
Aires,  1903-1913;  Chief  of  the  Depart- 

• 
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ment  of  Paleontology  of  the  same  Mu- 
seum, 191 3- 19 19,  and  Honorary  Director 
of  the  National  Museum  of  Natural 
History  of  Buenos  Aires,  which  posi- 
tion he  now  occupies. 

His  activities  in  the  field  of  paleonto- 
logy and  geology  began  in  his  youth 
when  he  accompanied  his  brother,  the 
famous  Florentino  Ameghino,  in  his  ex- 
cursions of  exploration  in  the  surround- 
ings of  Lujan  and  in  certain  regions  of 
El  Chaco  and  Paraguay.  His  enthu- 
siasm and  decided  vocation  for  geb- 
paleontological  investigations  induced 
him  to  extend  his  explorations  into  the 
wild  regions  of  Southern  Patagonia 
where  the  nature  of  the  country  and 
the  lack  of  roads  made  his  work  enor- 
mously difficult. 

During  his  first  expedition  (January 
to  September,  1887),  he  explored  both 
banks  of  the  Santa  Cruz  river  up  to 
T.ake  Argentino,  and  upon  his  return 
to  Buenos  Aires  brought  back  more  than 
a  hundred  fossil  specimens  of  extinct 
mammals,  until  then  absolutely  unknown 
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which  revealed  the  immense  paleonto- 
logical  riches  of  Patagonia.  In  the  fol- 
lowing- year  (1888)  he  explored  the 
bed  of  the  Chubut  River,  where  he  ob- 
tained new  geological  information  and 
fresh  collections. 

In  1889  and  1890-  he  carried  out  his 
third  expedition  in  which  he  explored 
various  areas  of  Chubut  up  to  Santa 
Cruz,  and  crossed  the  Deseado  river  in 
its  upper  course.  In  thr«e  later  jour- 
neys (1890- 1 893)  he  traversed  the  Santa 
Cruz  territory  in  various  directions, 
gathering  a  splendid  collection  of  fos- 
sils; again,  between  1893  until  1897,  he 
carried  out  three  new  expeditions  in 
which  he  explored  the  Atlantic  coast., 
the  interior  of  Chubut  and  the  region 
of  the  Deseado,  discovering  the  famous 
Fauna  Pyrotherium;  he  also  formed  a 
systematic  collection  of  more  than  500 
different  specimens  of  fossil  molluscs. 

After  a  considerable  interval  devoted 
to  the  classification  and  arrangement  of 
his  extensive  collections,  Seiior  Ame- 
ghino  carried  out  a  new  series  of  ex- 
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plorations  from  1904  to  1907,  under  the 
patronage  of  the  National  Museum,  of 
the   famous   deposits   of   Mt.   Hermoso 
where  he  succeeded  in  completing  the 
collection  of  fossil  fauna  necessary  for 
the  study  of  this  geological  district. 

His   written   work,    like   the   greater 
part  of  the  production  of  scientists,  has 
appeared  in  periodicals  or  in  pamphlet 
form.    The  ^jiost  important  of  his  pub- 
lications 'are :  Exploraciones  geologicas 
en   Patagonia,    1890;    Le   Pyrotherium, 
1914;  El  femur  de  Miramar,  1916;  Los 
yacimientos    fosiliferos    del    valle     de 
Santa  Maria  en  Catamarca  y  Tucumdn; 
Sohre   olgtinos  restos  humanos  fosiles 
descnhiertos  por  el  Dr.  Carlos  Diaz  en 
Rio  Hondo  y  sohre  el  arma  de  piedra 
que  los  acompanaha;   La   cuestion  del 
homhre  terciario  en  la  Argentina,  the 
latter  being  presented  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Argentine  Society  of  Natural 
Sciences  of  Tucuman  in  1916.

PABLO  A.  PIZZURNO 

Teacher. 

Pablo  A.  Pizzurno,  the  son  of  Pablo 
Pizzurno  and  Angela  Sasso,  was  born 
on  the  eleventh  of  July,  1865,  in  the 
city  of  Buenos  Aires,  and  studied  there 
in  viarious  national  and  private  acade- 
mies until  he  obtained  his  degree  of 
Normal  Teacher  in  1882. 

During  nearly  thirty-eight  years  of 
active  life,  he  has  taught  in  all  positions, 
from  that  of  primary  teacher  in  the 
Normal  School  of  Buenos  Aires  to  Pro- 
fessor in  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  has 
held  numerous  administrative  offices  in- 
cluding that  of  General  Inspector  and 
Qiief  of  Secondary  Education  in  the 
Argentine  Republic  —  the  highest  tech- 
nical post  excepting  that  of  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction.    He  has  been  Head 

• 
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of  an  Elementary  School  (1884);  of  a 
Superior  School  (1887);  Secretary  and 
District  Inspector  (1889);  Professor  of 
Spanish  Language  and  Reading,  of 
Pedagogy  and  of  History  of  Education 
in  the  Colegios  Nacionales,  in  the  Nor- 
mal School  and  in  the  Institute  of  Se- 
condary Education;  founder  and  Di- 
rector of  the  National  Institute  of  Pri- 
mary and  Secondary  Education  and 
District  Councillor  of  Education  from 
1S90  to  1898. 

He  was  raised  to  the  rank  of  General 
Inspector  in  1900  but  in  1903  presented 
his  resignation  because  he  was  not  in 
conformity  with  the  ideas  of  the  then 
Minister  of  Education,  Dr.  Fernandez; 
from  1904  to  1908  he  was  Technical 
Inspector  of  Schools  in  Buenos  Aires 
and  in  1909,  having  again  found  that 
he  was  not  in  agreement  with  the  Min- 
istry, he  resigned  to  accept  the  post  of 
Director  of  the  Normal  School,  which 
he  held  until  1912  when,  after  twenty- 
nine  years  of  active  service,  he  was 
included  in  the  retired  list. 
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The  Government  of  the  Province  of 
Cordoba  appointed  him  Honorary  Gen- 
eral Inspector  and  Technical  Counsellor 
of  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  later 
President  of  the  General  Council  of 
Education,  1915-1916;  in  1918  he  was 
President  of  the  General  Educational 
Council  of  Salta  during  the  Federal 
Provisional  Government. 

Professor  Pizzurno  has  visited  almost 
every  country  in  Europe  and  also  the 
United  States  of  America  searching  for 
new  methods  of  education  which  might 
be  applied  in  his  own  country  and  has 
introduced  manual  training,  open  air 
clubs  and  other  modern  devices. 

He  has  been  the  representative  of 
Argentina  at  various  scientific  Con- 
gresses not  only  in  Argentina  but  also 
abroad.  For  his  participation  in  the 
International  Congress  held  in  Paris  in 
1889  the  French  Government  honored 
him  by  making  him  an  academic  official. 

He  has  written  much  in  the  press  and 
has  been  the  founder  and  editor  of 
important  periodicals,  including  the  Rc-

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MARTINTANO  LEGUIZAM6N 

Lawyer;  teacher. 

Martiniano  Leguizamon,  the  son  of 
Colonel  Don  Martiniano  Leguizamon 
and  Dona  Paula  Rodriguez,  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Rosario  Tala,  Province 
of  Entre  Rios  on  the  twenty-eighth  of 
April,  1858.  He  began  his  education  in 
the  historic  Colegio  Nacional  oi  Con- 
cepcion  del  Uruguay,  Province  of  Entre 
Rios,  but  upon  receiving  his  Bachelor's 
degree  in  1879,  went  to  Buenos  Aires 
to  study  Law  and  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  Doctor  in  Jurisprudence  in 
1885,  presenting  on  that  occasion  a 
thesis  on  Estafa,  which  was  much 
praised. 

In  the  following  year  he  began  to 
teach :  since  1886  he  has  been  Professor 
of  Literature  in  the  Normal  School  for 
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Women,  and  in  1916  he  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Argentine  History  in  the 
Normal  School   for  Men. 

He  has  served  as  Legal  Adviser  in 
the  Ministry  of  Finance  of  the  Provin- 
cial Government  of  Buenos  Aires  and 
also  as  counsel  of  the  National  Mort- 
gage Bank.  He  is  vice-President  of  the 
History  and  Numismatics  Club  of  Bue- 
nos Aires. 

He  has  written  much,  both  in  perio- 
dicals and  in  books :  under  his  direction 
and  containing  notes  written  by  him 
was  published  Concolorcorvo.  El  lazari- 
llo  de  ciegos  caminantes;  y  Arattjo, 
giiia  de  forasteros  del  virreinato  de 
Buenos  Aires,  17'/ ^-180$,  Buenos  Aires, 
1908;  he  is  the  author  of  important  mo- 
nographs and  the  following  works:  Las

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CLEMENTE  L.   FREGEIRO 

Author;  teacher. 

Clemente  L.  Fregeiro,  the  son  of 
Juan  Eduardo  Fregeiro,  a  wealthy  land- 
owner and  man  of  affairs,  was  born 
on  the  twelfth  of  September,  1853,  in 
the  town  of  Mercedes,  Province  of  Bue- 
nos Aires,  but  for  his  education  went 
to  Buenos  Aires  and  there  attended  the 
San  Martin  and  British  Academies,  the 
Colegio  NaciotiUly  which  granted  him 
the  Bachelor's  degree,  and  the  Univer- 
sity. Many  years  later,  in  1910,  he  was 
given  the  Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  and  Letters. 

As  early  as  1884  he  was  teaching 
Argentine  History  in  the  Colegio  A^a- 
cional  of  Buenos  Aires,  the  Normal 
School  and  the  Military  Academy;  from 
1893  to  1896  he  was  Inspector  of  Nor- 
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mal  Schools  and  the  Military  Academy ; 
from    1893   to    1^6   he   was   Inspector 
of   Normal   Schools  and   Colegios  Na- 
cionales  and  on  the  latter  date  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  post  of  Director  of  the 
Normal  School  which  he  retained  until 
1909;    from    1896    until    1914    he    was 
Professor  of  Geography  in  the  Faculty 
of  Philosophy  and  Letters  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Buenos  Aires. 

In  1 9 10  he  was  elected  MtmiBei^  of  the 
Academy  of  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy 
and  Letters  of  the  University  of  Bue- 
nos   Aires;    in    1912    he    was    fleeted 
Councillor  of  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy 
and  Letters  and  was  re-elected  when  his 
period   of    office    expired;   he    is    Cor- 
responding Member  of  the  Royal  Aca- 
demy   of    History    of    Spain     (1888); 
Charter    Member   of   the    History   and 
Numismatics    Club    of    Buenos    Aires: 
Corresponding  Member  of  the  Geogra- 
phical and  Archaeological  Institute  of 
Pernambuco   (Brazil)   and  of  the  His- 
torical   and    Geographical    Institute    of 
Uruguay,  and  Honorary  Member  of  the 
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pedagogy,  notwithstanding  that  she  has 
no  university  or  professional  degree  and 
is  not  even  a  normal  school  graduate. 

She  began  her  career  as  teacher  in 
Santiago  del  Estero  in  the  provincial 
"  Belgrano  "  School ;  in  1881  when  the 
Normal  School  was  founded  in  that 
province,  she  was  appointed  teacher  of 
Geography  and  History,  and  later  also 
of  Spanish. 

In  1884,  as  a  result  of  a  report  made 
by  Paul  Groussac,  the  distinguished 
man  of  letters  and  head  of  the  National 
Library,  after  an  inspection  during 
which  he  attended  her  classes,  she  was 
made  Head  of  the  Normal  School  and 
for  twenty-five  years  held  this  post  in 
Santiago  del  Estero. 

Transferred  to  Buenos  Aires  at  her 
own  request,  she  was  the  first  woman 
to  teach  classes  for  men,  for  she  took 
charge  of  the  lectures  on  History  and 
Pedagogy  in  the  Normal  School.  She 
performed  this  duty  till  1893,  when  she 
was  again  offered  the  charge  of  the 
Normal  School  in  Santiago  del  Estero, 
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a  post  which  she  accepted  after  repeated 
requests. 

In  1900,  Dr.  Osvaldo  Magnasco,  at 
that  time  Minister  of  Education  charged 
her  with  the  reorganization  of  the 
Normal  School  of  Corrientes.  In  1902 
she  was  retired  with  a  pension. 

During  her  long  and  busy  life  as  a 
teacher  she  has  been  given  mjiny  signs 
of  the  high  esteem  in  which  her  pupils 
held  her  and  in  March,  1910,  she  was 
presented  by  them  with  a  gold  medal 
bearing  a  fitting  inscription.  On  the 
28th  of  September,  1919,  a  great  de- 
monstration was  made  in  her  honor  in 
which  the  Provincial  Governments  of 
Santiago  del  Estero  and  Corrientes  par- 
ticipated officially. 
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EDUARDO  BROQUEN 

Soldier. 

Eduardo  Broquen  was  born  on  the 
sixth  of  December,  1866,  in  the  city  of 
Buenos  Aires,  where  he  received  his 
early  education  as  well  as  his  training 
in  the  Artillery  School  from  which  he 
passed,  in  1888,  to  ,the  Coast  Artillery 
as  a  Second  Lieutenant. 

In  1890  he  received  his  commission 
as  First  Lieutenant  'in  the  National 
Army,  and  thereafter  rose  successively 
to  be  Captain,  in  1892;  Major  in  1897: 
Lieutenant  Colonel  in  1903;  Colonel  in 
1909,  and  Brigadier  General  in  19 17, 
being  continually  in  active  service, 
chiefly  in  the  Artillery. 

In  addition  to  his  active  duties  he 
organized  the  Coast  Artillery  Regiment 
and  the  Third  Mountaineers;  was  Ins- 
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tructing  Captain  of  Cadets  in  the  Na- 
tional Military  School  of  which  institu- 
tion he  was  in  charge  for  three  years 
while  Major,  and  later  held  the  chairs 
of  Artillery  and  Military  Law. 

Among  his  various  commands  have 
been  those  of  Colonel  of  the  3rd  Moun- 
taineers and  the  2nd  and  4th  Field 
Artillery;  Chief  of  the  First  Division 
of  the  Military  Cabinet ;  Inspector  of  Ar- 
tillery; Chief  of  Brigade;  Commander 
of  the  Forces  at  Canipo,  ^e  Mayo ;  Pre- 
sident of  the  Council  of  War  for  Under 
Officers  and  Troops,  and  National  Di- 
rector of  Target  Practice  and  Gym- 
nastics, a  post  which  he  still  retains. 

He  has  held  numerous  important  ap- 
pointments: during  the  period  of  na- 
tional intervention  in  Corrientes  in  1906 
he  served  as  Police  Commissioner  of 
the  province;  in  1907  he  was  in  Com- 
mand of  the  military  forces  in  the  San 
Luis  Intervention;  during  the  years 
1911-1912  he  served  as  Chief  of  Police 
of  the  City  of  Rosario;  and  from  De- 
cember, 1919,  to  May,   1920,  he  held  a 

^ 
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similar  appointment  at  the  special  re- 
quest of  the  Government  of  Santa  Fe, 
where  the  labor  and  political  situations 
at  that  time  endangered  the  city  until 
order  was  once  more  restored  through 
his  efforts. 

As   First   Attache  of   the   Argentine 
Embassy  in  Chile,  President  Montt  con- 
fer red'.upon  him  the  decoration  of  the 
Order  of  Military  Merit,   ist  and  2nd 
Class   for*diplomatic  and  military  ser- 
vices.   He   is   a  member   of   numerous 
organizations,  among  them  the  Argen- 
tine Military  Club  of  which  he  is  Pre- 
sident. 
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FfiLIX  F.  OUTES 

Archaeologist;  anthro- 
pologist. 

Felix  F.  Outes,  the  son  of  Felix 
Outes  and  Ignacia  Ziegler,  was  born  in 
Buenos  Aires  on  the  twenty-ninth  of 
July,  1878,  and  there  was  educated,  in 
the  British  Academy  (1885-1890),  the 
Colegio  Nacional  (1891-1895)  and  the 
University  (1896-1899)  where  he  read 
Law  and  Medicine. 

He  was  a  mere  boy  when  he  published 
his  first  scientific  work  in  the  Revista 
del  Jardm  Zoologico  calling  it  Apuntes 
arqneologicos  (1894),  and  was  but  nine- 
teen years  old  when  his  first  book,  Los 
querandies,  Buenos  Aires,  1897,  ap- 
peared. Since  then  his  production  has 
been   constant   and   important;   he   has 
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published  a  hundred  and  fifty- three 
scientific  studies  and  has  won  a  credit- 
able place  among  the  men  of  science  of 
the  world:  he  has  been  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  many  learned  and  scientific  so- 
cieties of  both  Europe  and  America;  he 
is  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  Geo- 
graphical Society  of  Lima,  of  the  So- 
ciete  des  Americanistes  of  Paris,  and 
of  the  Chilean  Folk-Lore  Association,  a 
Charter  Member  of  the  History  and 
Numismatics  Club  of  Buenos  Aires,  a 
Member  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences  of  Cordoba,  of  the  Society  of 
Anthropology,  Ethnology  and  Psycho- 
logy of  Florence,  of  the  Society  of 
Anthropology  and  Ethnology  of  Berlin, 
of  the  Roman  Society  of  Anthropology, 
of  the  Anthropological  Society  of  Vien- 
na, of  the  Societe  d*antropologie  of 
Paris,  of  the  Royal  Anthropological 
Institute  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the 
American  Anthropological  Society  of 
New  York.  He  is  also  the  only  Cor- 
responding Member  in  South  America 
of  the  ^cole  d' anthropologic  of  Paris. 
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Seiior  Outes  has  held  many  academic 
and  honorific  posts  in  his  native  coun- 
try: he  has  been  Secretary  of  the  La 
Plata  Museum  and  editor  of  its  publica- 
tions; substitute-Professor  of  Anthro- 
pology, and  adjunct-Professor  of  Eth- 
nology and  Archaeology  in  the  same 
Museum ;  Delegate  of  the  National  Uni- 
versity of  La  Plata  to  the  Fourth  Scien- 
tific Congress  (First  Pan-American 
Congress) ;  Delegate  of  the  Argentine 
Government  to  the  XVI  International 
Congress  of  Orientalists  held  in  Athens 
(Greece)  ;  Delegate  of  the  Faculty  of 
Philosophy  and  Letters  to  the  XVI  In- 
ternational Anthropological  and  Pre- 
historic Archaeology  Congress  (Gene- 
va), and  Commissioner  of  the  National 
Council  of  Education  sent  on  a  special 
mission  to  Europe  and  the  United 
States  to  study  the  instruments  and 
methods  employed  in  school  somatology 
and  anthropometrics. 

He  is  at  present  substitute-Professor 
of  Anthropology  and  titular  Professor 
of  Anthropo-geography  in  the  Faculty 
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of  Philosophy  and  Letters  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Buenos  Aires,  where  the 
geographical  section  is  also  under  his 
direction. 

On  different  occasions  he  has  made 
journeys  of  exploration  and  scientific 
investigation  to  various  parts  of  the 
Province  of  Buenos  Aires  and  to  near- 
ly  all  the  territories,  during  which  he 
has  obtained  the  materials  for  many  of 
his  monographs;  in  similar  journeys  of 
exploration  to  the  southern  region  of 
the  Province  of  Entre  Rios,  the  central 
region  of  Cordoba,  and  to  the  Republic 
of  Chile,  he  has  gathered  a  great  quan- 
tity of  anthropological  material,  much 
of  which  still  remains  unpublished. 

Besides  many  monographs,  he  is  the 
author  of  the  following  books :  La  edad 
de  la  piedra  en  Patagonia:  Estudio  de 
arqueologia  comparada,  Buenos  Aires, 
1905;  Las  vie j as  rasas  argentinas,  Bue- 
nos Aires,  1910;  Los  aborigenes  de  la 
Republica  Argentina,  1910;  Los  tiempos 
prehistoricos  y  protohistoricos  en  la 
provincia  de  Cordoba,   191 1;  Variacio- 
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nes  y  anomalias  anatomicas  antropolo- 
gicas  en  los  huesos  del  crdneo  cerebral 
de  los  primitivos  habitantes  del  sur  de 
Entre  Rios,  191 1. 
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IGNACIO  HAMILTON 
FOTHERINGHAM 

Soldier, 

Ignacio  Hamilton  Fotheringham, 
the  son  of  Robert  Hamilton  Fotherin- 
gham,  a  Colonel  of  the  British  Engin- 
eers, and  Ines  Maria  Huddleston  Eng- 
lish, was  born  in  Kingsbridge  House, 
Southampton,  England,  on  the  eleventh 
of  September,  1842,  and  remains  in  all 
probability  the  only  recognized  Argen- 
tine citizen  who  has  not  fulfilled  the 
legal  requirements  for  citizenship.  His 
early  education  was  received  in  his  na- 
tive land;  later  he  spent  three  years  in 
school  in  Belgium,  1853-1856,  and  a 
year  in  France  at  the  College  de  la  Pro- 
vidence at  Amiens. 

In  1858  he  returned  to  England  and, 
following  his  inclination  for  a  military 
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career,  embarked  in  the  same  year  for 
India  as  a  marine  guard.  For  three 
years  he  sailed  in  various  vessels  of  the 
British  navy,  returning  to  England  in 
1861  where  he  remained  until  his  de- 
parture for  Argentina  two  years  later. 
After  his  arrival  in  Buenos  Aires  he 
went  into  the  country  and  remained  at 
various  ranches  until  June,  1865,  when 
his  military  tastes  led  him  to  enlist  in 
the  army  then  forming  fbr  the  Para- 
guayan War  as  a  membej  pf  the  Na- 
tional Guard  in  which  If^/rose  to  be 
Second  Lieutenant  within  a  week.  The 
following  years  were  full  of  military 
activities:  in  January,  1866,  he  took 
part  in  the  Battle  of  Pehuajo  and  later 
in  those  of  the  Paso  de  la  P atria  and 
Curupaity;  in  the  same  year,  as  a  First 
Taeutenant  of  the  Line  attached  to  the 
6th  Battalion,  he  helped  suppress  the 
revolution  started  in  Cordoba  under  the 
leadership  of  Saa;  in  October,  1868,  he 
received  his  commission  as  Captain  of 
the  National  Guard  and  in  the  same 
month    that    of    Major    and    Inspector

General  of  Arms  in  Mendoza;  in  1871 
he  was  made  Major  of  the  Line,  a  posi- 
tion which  he  found  incompatible  with 
his  desire  to  induce  the  National  Guard 
to   take   part   in   the   struggle    for   the 
party  in  power,  and  from  which  he  re- 
signed, retiring  to  San  Juan  only  to  be 
recalled,  his  resignation  not  having  been 
accepted. 

As  an  officer  of  the  7th  Battalion  he 
took    part    in   the   campaign   in   Entre 
Rios,   and  as   Commander   of  the   San 
Luis    Battalion    was    at    the    Cordoba 
frontier.     In    1872    he    was    appointed 
Second  in  Command  of  the  12th  Batta- 
lion of  the  Line  and  in  May  of  that 
year     accompanied    General     Roca    to 
Lenbuco.    He  took  part  in  the  Second 
Entre  Rios  Revolution  in  1873,  and  hi 
1875  General  Roca  appointed  him  Se- 
cretary and  Aid  to  the  Commander  of 
the   Cordoba,    San   Luis   and   Mendoza 
frontier,   which  position  he  held  until 
his  departure  for  San  Juan  at  the  time 
of  the  Insurrection  of  1878.    This  sup- 
pressed,   he   marched   in    1879   to   Rio 
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Negro,    and    soon    afterwards    became 
Chief  of  the  7th  Battalion.    In  1880  he 
intervened  in  the  Buenos  Aires  Revo- 
lution and  was  made  Brevet  Colonel  the 
same  year.    In  1883  he  made  an  expe- 
dition to  the  Territory  of  the  Chaco  of 
which  he  was  Governor  until  1884.  The 
year   1885  he  spent  chiefly  in  Europe 
and  the  United  States  and  in  1886  was 
made   Brigadier   General.    In    1887   he 
undertook   the   expedition  to   the   Ter- 
ritory of  Formosa,  of  which  he  became 
Governor  in  1889,  resigning  in  1890,  in 
which  year  he  was  made  Cavalheiro  da 
Ordem  do  Cruzeiro  by  Marshal  Teodoro 
da  Fonseca,   President  of   Brazil,  who 
visited  the  territory  in  April. 

He  took  part  as  Chief  of   Staff  in 
the   suppression   of  the   Revolution   of 
1893;  in  the  following  year  he  accom- 
panied the  Minister  of  Marine  during 
the  naval  manoeuvres;  in  1895  he  was 
in  command  of  the  Arsenal  of  War  and 
in   1896  assumed  the  command  of  the 
Cordoba  Division.   In  1904  he  was  made 
General  of  Division  and,  although  he 
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took  part  in  the  fighting  which  oc- 
curred in  connection  with  the  Revolu- 
tion of  that  year,  presented  his  resigna- 
tion, which  was  accepted  in  February, 

1905- 
In  addition  to  the  decoration  already 

mentioned,  General  Fotheringhan  holds 
the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Paraguayan 
War ;  the  ribbon  and  medal  of  the  Bue- 
nos Aires  Division;  the  Chaco  medal, 
and  the  Rio  Negro  medal. 

His  Historia  de  un  soldado  is  an  ac- 
count of  his  own  career,  and  like  the 
Excursion  a  los  indios  ranqueles  is 
written  in  a  simple,  pleasing  style  with 
admirable  descriptive  passages.

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EMILIO  CENTURION 

Painter. 

Emilio  Centurion,  the  son  of  Gre- 
gorio  Centurion  and  Carolina  Ortega, 
was  born  on  the  fourteenth  of  July, 
1894,  in  Buenos  Aires,  and  was  edu- 
cated there  in  the  primary  schools  and 
the  Colegio  Nacional  which  he  left  in 
1910  to  devote  himself  to  painting. 

He  has  had  pictures  in  all  the  Salones 
Nacionales  of  Fine  Arts  held  under 
the  patronage  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee of  Fine  Arts  and  the  Society 
of  Pastel-painters  where  his  paintings 
have  won  several  awards:  in  1914  his 
portrait  Retrato  de  mi  hermano  was 
awarded  the  Stimulus  Prize  which  he 
won  again  in  19 17  with  his  Autorre- 
trato;  a  third  prize  was  awarded  to 
his   Retrato  de  la  senorita  A.  P.,  ac- 
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quired   by   the   Jockey    Qub   and   pre- 
sented in  1 9 19  to  the  National  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  art- 
ists of  the  well  known  Argentine  maga- 
zines Caras  y  caretas  and  Plus  ultra.

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MARIANO  DE  LA  RIESTRA 

Journalist;  public  man. 

Mariano  de  la  Riestra,  the  son  of 
Norberto  de  la  Riestra  and  Monserrat 
Agrelo  y  Tejada,  was  born  on  the 
twenty-second  of  September,  1866,  In 
the  Argentine  Legation  in  London,  but 
was  taken  to  Buenos  Aires  while  still  a 
child  and  there  attended  the  Saviour's 
Academy  and  the  Colegio  Nacional 
where  he  graduated  as  Bachelor. 

Having  a  liking  for  the  soldier's 
career  he  entered  the  Military  School 
and  in  1884  became  an  Ensign;  in  1891 
he  rose  to  thie  rank  of  First  Lieutenant 
of  the  Volunteer  Regiment ;  in  1894  he 
became  Captain  and  was  assigned  to 
the  fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry  as  Ad- 
jutant to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Manuel 
Dantas;  in  the  same  year  he  won  the 
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competition  for  the  rank  of  Captain 
in  the  Artillery  Academy,  v being  as- 
signed to  the  first  regiment  which  was 
sent  to  Villa  Mercedes;  in  1898  he  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  of  Ar- 
tillery. 

During  the  Revolution  of  1890,  Senor 
de  la  Riestra  was  appointed  by  the  Pro- 
visional Government,  Captain  of  the 
first  company  of  the  Park  Battalion  and 
transferred  later  to  the  southern  wing 
of  the  Revolutionary  forces.  Having 
been  wounded,  he  was  promoted  on  the 
field  of  battle  to  the  rank  of  Major  for 
his  victory  over  the  governmental 
troops  commanded  by  General  Molina. 
In  1893,  on  the  occasion  of  the  second 
revolutionary  movement  directed  by 
Leandro  N.  Alera,  he  was  arrested  and 
imprisoned  in  the  National  Penitentia- 
ry; in  1903  he  was  Adjuta,pt  to  Colonel 
Julio  Dantas  in  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment at  La  Plata. 

His  first  elective  post  was  that  of 
Provincial  Elector  in  the  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires,  1897;  ^ind  since  then  he 
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has  occupied  various  important  offices: 
in  1898  he  was  chosen  National  Deputy 
for  Buenos  Aires,  serving  as  President 
of  the  Chamber  from  1899  to  1901 ;  in 
1900    he    was    President   of    the    Civic 
, Union  for  the  Province  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res, which,  in  1901,  elected  him  Deputy 
for  a  new  period,  and  in  1903  he  was 
once  more  re-elected  President  of  the 
Chamber    at    the    historic    meeting    of 
February  4th;   in   1914  he  was  chosen 
a  member  of  the  War  Committee,  a  post 
which  he  abandoned  in  1905  to  become 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  Pergamino,  where 

- 

he   founded   the   local   Normal   School. 
Again,  in  1904,  he  was  honored  by  his 
party,  this  time  by  election  to  the  post 
of  Senator,  and  was  re-elected  in  1912 
and    in    1916.     In    1917    he    became    a 
membjer  of  the  Governing  Board  of  the 
Conservative  Party. 

His  career  as  a  journalist  —  his  pre- 
sent   profession  —  began    in    the    daily 
newspaper  El  Diario  and  was  continued 
on    the    staff    of    La    Correspondencia 
which  he  abandoned  in   1916  when  he 

• 
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founded  El  Nacional,  a  paper  which  is 
published  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires, 
but  which  has  for  its  chief  motive  the 
defence  of  the  interests  of  the  Province 
of  Buenos  Aires. 
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MARCO   AURELTO   AVELLANEDA 

Public  man. 

Marco  Aurelio  Avellaneda  was 
born  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  on 
the  twentieth  of  January,  1882, .  his 
parents  being  Don  Marco  Avellaneda, 
brother  of  the  ex-President  of  the  Re- 
public, and  Dona  Clorinda  Garmendia. 
He  studied  at  the  School  of  the  Saviour, 
and  after  finishing  the  prescribed  course 
at  this  institution,  entered  the  Law 
School  of  the  University  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1903  with  the  degree 
of  Advocate.  The  subject  of  his  dis- 
sertation was  La  unidad  monetaria,  a 
subject  of  general  interest  at  that  time. 

Immediately  after  his  graduation  he 
became  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  Colegio  Nacional  and  of  the  High 
School  of  Commerce.   As  a  member  of 
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the  Conservative  party,  he  was  elected 
Deputy  to  the  Provincial  Congress  of 
Buenos  Aires  in  1907  and  was  imme- 
diately elected  President  of  this  body. 
When  he  had  finished  his  term  of  office 
in  the  provincial  assembly  in  19 10,  his 
party  elected  him  a  member  of  the 
National  Congress  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  During  this  first  term  which 
ended  in  1914,  and  in  the  following 
which  ended  in  1918,  for  which  he 
was  re-elected,  he  became  vice-Presi- 
dent  and  later  President  of  this  body. 
While  a  member  of  the  National  Con- 
gress, he  took  an  active  part  in  debates 
on  questions  which  at  that  time  were 
occupying  the  attention  of  Congress, 
such  as  the  naturalization  of  public 
employees,  modification  of  the  commer- 
cial laws,  nationalization  of  the  civil 
registry,  breaking  off  relations  with 
Germany,  the  black  list,  coastwise  navi- 
gation and  commerce,  the  fusion  of 
stock  corporations,  etc.  In  1918  he  was 
again  elected  a  national  deputy  for  a 
period  of  four  years. 
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LUIS  LAUZET 

Labor  leader;  syndi- 
calist. 

Luis  Lauzet  was  born  in  France  in 
the  year  1885,  but  when  he  was  only 
two  years  old  his  parents  emigrated 
to  Argentina  where  he  was  sent  to 
primary  school,  remained  there  long 
enough  to  learn  his  letters  and  forth- 
with abandoned  education  in  order  to 
learn  something  with  which  he  might 
earn  his  living  without  spending  years 
in  what  to  him  was  the  useless  occupa- 
tion of  the  students'  life  in  schools  and 
universities.  He  then  tried  various  oc- 
cupations and  finally  chose  the  print- 
ing trade,  became  a  typographer  and  a 
linotypist  and  ultimately  an  editor.  At 
present  he  has  charge  of  the  official 
organ    of    the    Argentine    Workmen's 
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Federation  —  La    organizacion     ohrera 
—  a  weekly  publication. 

He  has  written  many  articles  on  ques- 
tions related  to  the  labor  union  to  which 
he  belongs,  and,  in  collaboration  with 
his  fellow-worker  S.  Marotta,  prepared 
the  preface  to  a  book  by  Doctor  Bosio, 
entitled  El  imperialismo  capitalista  y  las 
gtterras. 
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VALENTIN  VIRASORO 

Civil   engineer;   pub- 
lic official. 

Valentin  Virasoro,  the  son  of  Dr. 
Miguel  Virasoro  and  Encarnacion  Fe- 
rre,  was  born  in  1846  in  the  city  of 
Corrientes.  His  education  was  received 
in  the  Colegio  Nacional  del  Uruguay 
and  later  at  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires  as  a  student  in  the  School  of 
Exact  Sciences  from  which  he  obtained 
his  degree. 

Dr.  Virasoro  has  held  many  public 
offices :  in  April,  1880,  he  was  appointed 
Minister  under  Governor  Cabral  of  the 
Province  of  Corrientes;  later,  he  suc- 
ceeded Dr.  Octavio  Pico  as  a  member 
of  the  Boundary  Commission;  for  a 
brief  period  he  held  the  post  of  Minister 
of    Foreign    Affairs    under    President 
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Saenz  Pena;  in  1898,  he  was  elected 
National  Senator  from  the  Province  of 
|Corrientes  and  during  his  two  terms  of 
office  won  recognition  through  the  bills 
he  presented,  among  them  being  those 
for  the  construction  of  the  railroad 
from  the  Brazilian  frontier  to  the  Pa- 
rana River,  the  creation  of  the  National 
Park,  and  the  construction  of  the  Ro- 
sario  port  works. 

He  has  served  on  many  important 
commissions:  from  1910  to  1915  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Agricultural  Commis- 
sion, acting  as  Chairman  for  the  last 
four  years  of  that  period;  in  1910  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Commission  which 
accompanied  the  President  of  the  Re- 
public to  Chile  for  the  centennial  cele- 
bration; in  191 1  he  served  on  the  com- 
mission appointed  to  determine  the 
boundary  line  between  the  Province  of 
Santiago  del  Estero,  Catamarca  and 
Cordoba;  in  1912-1913  he  was  President 
ad  hoc  of  the  Senate,  and  in  1913, 
President  of  the  Commission  on  Public 
Works.    He  has  also  held  the  office  of 
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President  of  the  Argentine  Red  Cross. 
Dr.    Virasoro's    published   works    in- 
clude the  Memorias  de  la  comision  de 
limites  de  la  frontera  argentino-chilena, 
Buenos  Aires,  1888,  and  Memorias  des- 
criptivas  de  la  provincia  de  Corrientes, 
Buenos  Aires,  1888. 
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FRANCISCO  ANIBAL  Rltr 

Public  man. 

Francisco  Anibal  Riu  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Veinticinco  de  Mayo,  Pro- 
vince of  Buenos  Aires,  in  1881,  his  pa- 
rents being  Don  Antonio  Riu  and  Dona 
Rosa  Torres.  He  received  his  prepara- 
tory education  in  the  Qolegio  Nacional 
of  La  Plata  and  after  graduation  en- 
tered the  Law  School  of  the  University 
of  Buenos  Aires  from  which  he  gra- 
duated in  1904.  His  thesis  on  Ley  del 
Trabajo  commanded  much  attention 
because  the  problems  of  the  working 
classes  were  becoming  serious  at  this 
time. 

While  practising  law  in  his  native 
city,  he  retained  his  interest  in  litera- 
ture and  the  fine  arts  and  wrote  poetry 
which  has  met  with  much  popular  ap- 
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proval.  In  1905  he  published  a  book  of 
verses,  Silex,  and  in  191 1,  La  musa 
errante,  in  both  of  which  he  celebrates 
the  customs  and  manners  of  the  coun- 
try, her  national  traditions  and  legends. 

From  his  youth  he  has  been  an  en- 
thusiastic supporter  of  the  Radical 
Party  whose  ideals  he  has  defended  in 
speeches  and  articles  throughout  the 
Province  of  Buenos  Aires. 

In  the  elections  of  1914  he  was  chosen 
National  Deputy  for  the  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires  and  in  the  elections  of 
19 1 8  was  re-elected,  by  the  great  vote  of 
114,199.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Laws  and  Public  Lands  and 
among  the  parliamentary  activities  in 
which  he  has  taken  part  are:  Establish- 
ment of  a  National  Printing  Office; 
Revision  of  the  Customs-house  regula- 
tions; Formation  of  a.  National  Council 
for  Physica>  Education;  Establishment 
of  Normal  Schools  in  National  Territo- 
ries; Supervision  of  the  Importation 
and  Sale  of  Oils;  Formation  of  a  Le- 
gislature   in    La    Pampa;    Raising    of 
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Funds  for  the  Support  and  Assistance 
of  Students,  and  the  Establishment  of 
Manual  Training  Schools  in  the  various 
parts  of  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires. 
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MANUEL  M.  DE  IRIONDO 

Public  official. 

Manuel  M.  de  Iriondo,  the  son  of 
Dr.  Simon  de  Iriondo,  Governor  of 
Santa  Fe,  was  born  in  the  city  of  Santa 
Fe  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  December, 
1874.  His  early  education  was  received 
at  the  Colegio  de  la  Inmaculada  Con- 
cepcion  in  his  native  city  from  which 
he  passed  to  the  School  of  Law  and 
Social  Sciences  of  the  University  of 
Buenos  Aires,  and  gained  his  Doctorate 
in  1897  with  a  thesis  on  Nacionalisacion 
de  extranjeros. 

His  political  career  began  in  the  year 
of  his  graduation  with  an  appointment 
as  a  member  of  the  National  Conven- 
tion to  Revise  the  Constitution.  From 
1898  he  held  the  joint  offices  of  Pri- 
vate   and     Official     Secretary    to    the

Governor   of   the   Province   of   Buenos 
Aires,    until    he    was    elected    National 
Deputy  from  that  Province  in  1900;  on 
the   seventh   of   May   of   that   year  he 
was  appointed  a  Member  of  the  Per- 
manent    Committee     on     Commissions 
and  Powers  of  that  body,  becoming  Se- 
cretary in  the   following  year;   during 
the  year  1902- 1903  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Budget  Committee  and  served  at  the 
same  time  in  the  Convention  for  Revis- 
ing  the    Constitution   of   the    Province 
of  Buenos  Aires.   In  1904  he  was  again 
elected  National  Deputy,  this  time  from 
the  city  of  Buenos  Aires,  and  served 
for  the  next  two  years  on  the  Budget 
Committee,    which    did   not,    however, 
prevent  him  from  taking  an  active  part 
in  many  other  debates,  until  he  resigned 
in  1907  to  fill  the  position  of  Inspector 
of  the  Province  of  San  Luis. 

In  1907  he  was  appointed  Minister  of 
Finance,  an  office  which  he  held  until 
1910  when  he  resigned   to   accept   the 
Presidency  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Banco  de  la  Nacion.  As  Minister 
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of   Finance   he   was   influential   in   the 
final  arrangements  for  a  loan  to  Argen- 
tina by  bankers  of  the  United  States, 
represented  by  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  The 
First  National  Bailk  and  The  National 
City  Rank  of  New  York. 

Dr.  Iriondo  is  an  Academician  of  the 
Faculty  of  Economic  Sciences  of  Bue- 
nos Aires  of  which  body  he  has  been  a 
Counsellor   in  addition  to  representing 
it  in  the  University  Council. 
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JULIAN  AGUIRRE 

Musician. 

Julian  Aguirre  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Buenos  Aires  in  the  vear  1896,  but 
while  still  a  child  his  parents  sent  him 
to  Madrid  to  study  music.  There  he 
entered  the  Royal  Conservatory  and 
took  the  courses  in  Piano  under  Karl 
Beck,  the  famous  disciple  of  Tausig 
and  Mathias,  and  also  studied  Harmony 
and  Composition  under  the  prolific  sar- 
stielista  Emilio  Arrieta. 

From  the  very  first  moment  young 
Aguirre  gave  signs  of  unusual  capacity 
and  throughout  his  course  as  a  student 
made  a  creditable  record:  in  1886  he 
obtained  the  first  prize  as  a  pianist,  in 
1887,  the  first  prize  in  the  course  of 
Harmony  and  in  the  next  year  the  first 
prize  in  the  course  in  Counterpoint. 
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As  soon  as  he  had  finished  his  studies 
in  the  Conservatory,  in  1889,  he  re- 
turned to  Argentina  and  spent  the  fol- 
lowing year  in  Rosario;  then  settled  in 
Buenos  Aires  where  he  lives  at  present, 
teaching  music  and  acting  as  Secretary 
of  the  Conservatory  of  Music.  This 
post  he  has  occupied  ever  since  its 
foundation ;  he  is  also  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  section  of  music  in  the 
Atheneum  and  has  served  on  several  oc- 
casions as  a  member  of  the  National 
Fine  Arts  Commission. 

Sr.  Aguirre  is  not  only  a  pianist  of 
note,  but  also  a  composer:  his  earlier 
compositions,  such  as  his  Barcarola, 
Idilio  and  the  Rapsodia  espanola  showed 
plainly  the  influence  of  Arrieta's  teach- 
ing; but  at  present  he  composes  in 
two  manners  —  the  one  unmistakably 
Argentine,  the  other  French;  in  the 
former  he  has  published  very  pretty 
collections  entitled  Aires  criollos.  Aires 
populares,  Tristes  argentinos  and  Aires 
nacionales;  in  the  latter  vein  his  best 
known     pieces     are     Loifij     Soubrette^ 
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Danse  de  Belkiss,  Leyenda,  Romanza, 
five   masurkas,   a  study   in   B-flat,   and 
Intimas,   two   pieces   in   A-flat   and   F- 
sharp  respectively. 

He  has  also  essayed  choir  music,  and 
his    polyphonic    sonatas    and    "  poems," 
such  as  the  Guar te to  in  A-flat,  the  Ser^- 
nata   for    "cello"    and   orchestra   and 
the    orchestral    Suite,    have    won    him 
much   reputation  in  Argentina.

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MARCELINO   HERRERA  VEGAS 

Surgeon;  teacher. 

Marcelino  Herrera  Vegas,  the  son 
of  Rafael  Herrera  Vegas,  was  born  in 
Caracas,   Venezuela,    in    1870   and  was 
brought  in  his  childhood  to  Buenos  Ai- 
res where  he  was  educated  in  the  Cole- 
gio  Nacional  and  the  University  which 
granted  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  in   1893,  accepting  his  thesis 
on  Quisles  hidatidicos.   In  1896  he  was 
awarded  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Medical 
School. 

While  he  was  a  student  in  the  Medical 
School,  he  filled  the  usual  hospital  posts : 
in  1890,   1 89 1  and  1892  he  had  a  post 
in   the    Clinical   Hospital;    in    1896,   he 
was   assistant-Surgeon    in   the    Spanish 
Hospital;  from  1898  to  1901,  assistant- 
Surgeon   in  the   Rawson   Hospital   and 
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from  1899  to  1909,  Surgeon  in  the  Pe- 
diatrics Ward  of  the  Clinics  Hospital. 
In  1904  he  was  appointed  assistant- 
Professor  of  External  Pathology;  -in 
1905,  assistant-Professor  of  Clinical 
Surgery;  in  1913,  temporary- Professor 
of  Surgical  Pathology;  in  1915,  Profes- 
sor Extraordinary  of  Clinical  Surgery 
from  which  he  resigned  in  19 19;  in 
19 16,  member  of  the  National  Council 
of  Education,  and  in  1918,  Chief  Sur- 
geon of  the  Parmenio  Pifiero  Hospital, 
a  post  which  he  still  holds. 

His  attainments  have  won  him  many 
honors:  in  1901  he  was  made  Cor- 
responding Member  of  the  Society  of 
Medicine  of  Montevideo  and  the  same 
year  he  was  Honorary  Member  of  the 
Second  Latin-American  Scientific  Con- 
gress held  in  Montevideo;  from  1901  to 
19 10  he  served  as  editor  af  the  Revista 
of  the  Argentine  Medical  Society;  in 
1904  he  was  "one  of  the  members  of  the 
Jury  for  Medicine  and  Hygiene  in  the 
International  Exposition  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res;   from   1905   to   1918,   President   of 
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various  juries  in  the  contests  for  pro- 
fessorships in  the  School  of  Medicine; 
in    1906,   a  member  of  the   Committee 
appointed  by  the  Government  to  study 
the  profilaxis  for  quisles  hidatidicos ;  in 
1907,  President  of  the  Medical  Society 
of  Argentina;  in  1908,  Member  of  the 
Buenos  Aires  Academy  of  Medicine;  in 
1910,  one  of  the  officials  of  the  Medical 
Congress  of  Medicine  and  Hygiene  held 
in  Buenos  Aires,  and  presided  over  the 
section  on  the  Surgery  of  Infants;  in 
1912,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Sur- 
gical Society  of  Buenos  Aires;  in  19 14, 
editor  of  the  Prensa  Medica  Argentina; 
in  191 5,  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
the  International  Eugenic  Congress  of 
New  York;  in  the  same  year,  elected 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medi- 
cine of  London;  in  1915,  Chairman  of 
the  Argentine  Section  at  the  7th  Pan- 
American  Congress  which  met  in  San 
Francisco,    and    in    1918,    President   of 
the  Academy  of  Medicine. 

He  has  written  many  pamphlets  and 
the   following  books:   Quisles  hidatidi- 
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cos  (thesis),  Buenos  Aires,   1893;  Los 
quisles  hidatidicos  en  la  Republica  Ar- 
gentina, an  extensive  volume  written  in 
collaboration  with  Dr.  Cranwell,  Buenos 
Aires,  1901 ;  Les  kystes  hydatiques  ches 
les  enfants,  published  as  a  part  of  the 
Traite  des  maladies  de  Venfance  under 
the    direction    of    the    French    doctors 
Grancher  and  Comby,  Paris,  1905;  and 
El  tratamiento  del  espasmo  pilorico  en 
la  primera  infancia,  Buenos  Aires,  1910.

DELFOR  DEL  VALLE 

Public  man;  journalist. 

Delfor  del  Valle,  the  son  of  Nar- 
ciso  del  Valle  and  Luisa  Alvarez,  was 
born  in  October,  1862,  in  the  town  of 
Dolores,  Province  of  Buenos  Aires,  but 
was  educated  in  Buenos  Aires  at  the 
San  Jose  Academy,  the  Colegio  Nacio- 
nal,  where  he  obtained  his  Bachelor's 
degree,  at  the  University,  where,  how- 
ever, he  took  no  degree,  and  the  Normal 
School  which  granted  him  the  degree 
of  Normal  Teacher  in  the  year  1881. 

In  1887  he  was  elected  Provincial 
Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res and  occupied  that  post  until  1890;  in 
1912  he  was  elected  National  Deputy 
for  the  same  province  and  re-elected  in 
1916  and  1920.  During  his  term  of 
office  he  has  introduced  important  bills, 
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among  them  that  for  the  reform  of  the 
Penal  Code. 

Senor  Del  Valle  is  Editor-in-Chief  of 
La  £poca,  the  official  organ  of  the  Ra- 
dical  Party,  pi   which  he  has  been  a 
member  nearly  all  his  life.

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JOS£  EUSTAQUIO  ALDERETE 

Teacher;  public  man, 

Jose  Eustaquio  Alderete,  the  son  of 
Jose  Rosario  Alderete  and  Petrona 
Moro  Diaz,  was  born  in  the  provin- 
cial city  of  Salta  on  the  nineteenth  of 
March,  i860,  but  was  educated  in  Tu- 
cuman  where  he  attended  the  Normal 
School  and  obtained  the  title  of  Normal 
Teacher  in  1881. 

Having  returned  to  his  native  town 
be  entered  upon  the  three- fold  activities 
of  his  career  —  as  teacher,  journalist 
and  public  man:  As  teacher  he  became 
head  of  a  Primary  School  in  1882, 
and  soon  afterwards  founded  a  pri- 
vate school  for  primary  instruction;  he 
was  thereafter  teacher  of  Mathematics, 
American  History,  Geography  and  Na- 
tural Sciences  in  the  Colegio  Nacional 
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and  in  the  Normal  School;  General 
Inspector  of  Schools;  Technical  In- 
spector, and  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
School  Statistics.  At  present  he  is  >Pro- 
fessor  of  Science  and  Letters  in  the 
Normal  School  and  National  Inspector 
of  Schools. 

He  began  his  career  as  journalist  in 
1 89 1  when  the  newspaper  El  Civic 0  was 
founded;  he  gave  then  such  proofs  of 
capacity  that  in  January,  1896,  he  was 
called  to  be  its  Editor  and  continued  as 
editor   and  owner. 

In  public  life  he  was  a  member  of  the 
old  Civic  Party  in  1889  and  was  one 
of  the  leaders  of  the  Radical  wing  of 
the  party  when  it  broke;  to-day  he  is 
a  fervent  member  of  the  Union  Civica 
Radical  —  the  Government  party  of  the 
Argentine  Republic.  He  served  as  De- 
puty in  the  Provincial  Legislature  of 
Salta  in  1899. 
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HORACIO  DAMIANOVICH 

Scientist;  teacher. 

HoRACio  DAMIANOVICH,  the  son  of 
Eleodoro  Damianovich  and  Jose  fa  Cu- 
yas,  was  born  on  the  eleventh  of  Jan- 
uary, 1883,  ^^  Buenos  Aires,  and  edu- 
cated there  in  the  primary  schools,  the 
Colegio  Nacional,  which  granted  him 
the  degree  of  Bachelor,  and  the  Univer- 
sity, where  he  graduated  as  Doctor  of 
Qiemistry  in  1907  on  which  occasion 
he  presented  a  thesis  on  Estudio  fisico- 
qtiimico  y  bioquimico  de  las  materias 
colorantes  orgdnicas  artificiales  y  con- 
tribucion  al  estudio  de  la  reaccion  de 
Schiff,  de  las  sales  de  rosanilina  y  de 
las  soluciones  coloidales,  which  was 
awarded  the  University  medal.  In  the 
following  year  he  received  the  Diploma 
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of  Honor  in  recognition  of  his  rank  as 
the  first  student  during  the  six  years' 
course.  In  1909  he  won  the  Carlos  Berg 
prize  and  obtained  his  diploma  as 
Teacher  of  Science. 

Meantime,  from  1902  to  1909  he 
had  been  Assistant  in  the  National 
Chemical  Laboratory;  from  1908  to 
191 1  he  was  Professor  in  the  National 
Industrial  School;  in  1909  he  was  ap- 
pointed Titular  Professor  of  Physics 
and  Chemistry  in  the  University  of 
Buenos  Aires  where  he  has  taught  until 
the  present  time.  He  has  taught  the 
same  subjects  in  the  Pedagogical  Insti- 
tute since  191 1.  Besides  these  posts, 
he  has  held  those  of  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Biological-Chemistry  in 
the  School  of  Medicine,  1911-1913; 
Chief  of  the  similar  Department  in  the 
Model  Institute  of  Clinical  Medicine  in 
1914;  Member  of  the  Societe  de  chimie 
physique  de  France;  and  Honorary  Pro- 
fessor of  the  Sociedad  Lus,  where  he 
has  lectured  on  scientific  subjects  from 
1906  till  the  present.    In  191 8  he  was 
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honored  by  election  to  the  Council  of 
the  Faculty  of  Science. 

Doctor     Horacio     Damianovich     has 
written  much,  on  scientific  topics,   and 
has  published  the  following  works :  Con- 
tribucion  al  e studio  de  los  alhuminoides, 
in  collaboration  with  Doctor  Luis  Gu- 
glialmelli,    a    work    presented    to    the 
Chilean  Scientific  Congress  which  met 
in  1908,  Buenos  Aires,  1909;  Aplicacio- 
nes  experimcntales  a  la  hiologia  de  las 
propiedades  de  las  soluciones  coloida- 
les,    awarded    the    Carlos    Berg    prize, 
Buenos  Aires,  1910. 
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CARLOS  PEDRELL 

Composer. 

Carlos  Pedrell,  the  son  of  Pedro 
Pedrell  and  Albina  Enrich,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Minas,  Uruguay,  on  the 
sixteenth  of  October,  1878,  and  from 
his  early  boyhood  gave  indications  of 
having  inherited  the  musical  gifts  of  his 
father,  a  talented  pianist  and  art  critic 
in  Buenos  Aires.  Young  Pedrell  began 
his  musical  studies  in  Montevideo,  but 
in  1898  went  to  Madrid  where  he  con- 
tinued under  the  direction  of  his  uncle, 
a  celebrated  Spanish  composer  and  mu- 
sician. 

From  Madrid  he  went  in  1900  to 
Paris  and  there  studied  at  the  Schola 
Cantorum  of  Pierre  de  Breville  and  the 
famous  Vincent  DMndy.  On  his  return 
to  South  America  he  settled  in  Buenos 
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Aires,  became  an  Argentine  citizen  in 
1906  and  a  year  later  was  appointed 
Musical  Inspector  of  that  city's  elemen- 
tary schools. 

In  1909  the  National  Council  of  Edu- 
cation appointed  him  to  make  a  study  of 
the  National  Hymn,  which  he  published 
under  the  title  of  La  musica  del  himno 
nacional  argentino;  in  the  same  year 
the  Council  of  Education  honored  him 
also  with  the  task  of  collecting  the  folH 
songs  of  Northern  Argentina;  in  1910, 
by  request  of  the  Minister  of  Public 
Instruction,  he  took  charge  of  the  mu- 
sical programmes  used  in  the  Normal 
Schools  of  the  Republic;  in  1914  he 
gave  in  the  city  of  Tucuman  four  lec- 
tures on  the  history  of  the  Sonata  from 
its  origin  to  the  present  time.  Meantime 
he  continued  to  teach  in  the  Normal 
School,  in  Conservatories,  and  in  pri- 
vate classes  and  served  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Musical  examinations 
and  awards. 

In  19 1 5,  together  with  a  group  of 
composers,    he    founded    the    Soctedad 
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Nacional  de  Musica,  similar  to  that  of 
Paris. 

Pedreirs  works  are:  Incidental  Music 
for  the  tragedy  Judith  of  Francisco  Vi- 
llaespesa,  which  was  played  several 
times  in  191 3  (this  incidental  music 
forms  a  litttle  suite  for  orche.stra)  ;  his 
opera  Ardid  de  amor,  founded  on  a  co- 
medy in  one  act  entitled  Cuento  de 
abril;  various  symphonic  works  and 
songs.  In  addition  to  this  he  has  pub- 
lished more  than  fifty  transcriptions  of 
works  of  classic  authors  and  popular 
songs  for  use  in  the  schools  of  Ar- 
gentina. 
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ARTURO  CANCELA 

Journalist;  critic, 

Arturo  Cancela,  the  son  of  Gabriel 
Cancela  and  Serafina  Cancela,  was  born 
on  the  twenty-fifth  of  February,  1892, 
m  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires,  where  he 
went  to  school  in  the  Colegio  Nacional, 
obtained  the  Bachelor's  degree  and  en- 
tered the  Medical  School,  but  soon 
afterwards  abandoned  his  medical  stu- 
dies to  enter  the  National  Pedagogical 
Institute  where,  in  1910,  he  was  chosen 
to  direct  the  practical  experiments  in 
the  Psychological  Laboratory,  and  in 
19 13  was  granted  his  diploma  as  Tea- 
cher. 

While  still  a  student  he  beg^n  to  con- 
tribute to  La  Nacion,  and  in  1912  beca- 
me a  member  of  the  staff  where  he 
still  continues. 
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In  191 5,  in  collaboration  with  his  col- 
league Senor  Gustavo  Landivar,  he 
produced  a  play,  El  dia  de  la  flor,  which 
was  received  with  praise  by  the  thea- 
trical critics  of  Buenos  Aires. 

He  has  also  written  novelettes  which 
have  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
story-reading  public  and  the  critics:  El 
cocobacik)  de  Herrlin,  Una  semana  de 
holgorio,  '*^vA  Babel,  which  last  is 
writteri 'H5)*''crjl:icize  the  Radical  Party 
and  to  d^vWf 'the  public  by  ridiculing  the 
government.  Cacambo,  a  series  of  short 
stories,  was  also  written  with  a  like 
sarcastic  intent. 
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PIO  COLLIVADINO 

Painter;  etcher. 

Pio  COLLIVADINO,  the  son  of  Luis 
Collivadino  and  Rosa  Nebbia,  was  born 
on  the  twentieth  of  August,  1869,  in 
Buenos  Aires,  but  went  to  Rome  to 
study  painting  in  the  National  Academy 
of  Fine  Arts  where  he  remained  from 
1891  to   1896. 

Of  Collivadino  it  may  be  said  that 
he  is  one  of  the  few  Argentine  artists 
whose  merits  are  well  known  abroad. 
His  work  was  sTiown  in  the  interna- 
tional exhibitions  held  in  Venice  in 
1903,  1905  and  1907;  in  the  Exposition 
of  St.  Louis  and  the  Universal  Expo- 
sition of  Buenos  Aires  in  1910.  In  all 
of  these  expositions  his  works  were 
highly  regarded  and  in  two  of  them 
they  were  awarded  prizes;  at  St.  Louis 
he  was  awarded  a  Gold  Medal  for  his 
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paintings  and  a  Silver  Medal  for  his 
etchings;  in  the  Buenos  Aires  Exposi- 
tion he  was  also  awarded  a  Gold  Medal. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Committee  of  Fine  Arts;  has  been  a 
member  of  the  jury  at  various  exposi- 
tions of  Fine  Arts  carried  out  under 
official  patronage;  since  1908  he  has 
been  Director  of  the  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts  of  Buenos  Aires,  and  he  is  an 
Honorary  member  of  the  Brera  Aca- 
demy of  Fine  Arts  of  Milan. 

The  best  known  paintings  of  Colli- 
vadino  are:  Cain;  Vida  honesta  (ac- 
quired in  1903  for  the  Galeria  Maran- 
goni  of  Udine)  ;  La  hora  del  almuerso; 
Noche  en  los  bastiones;  El  faral;  La 
quinta  abandonada;  El  Riachuelo;  La 
Blanca;  Noche  pampeana;  Futura  ave- 
nida;  La  cant  era;  El  cardal;  El  truco, 
and  La  hora  del  reposo  which  is  in  the 
National  Museum  in  Buenos  Aires.

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DA^IIAN  M.  TORINO 

Public  man;  teacher, 

D  AMI  AN  M.  Torino  is  a  son  of  the 
Province    of    Salta,  in    the  capital    of 
which  was  born  in  the  year  1863.    He 
took  the  Bachelor's  degree  in  his  native 
province  but  went  to  Buenos  Aires  to 
pursue  the  study  of  law.    There  he  re- 
ceived the  Doctor's  degree   in  Law  in 
1885  and  because  of  his  high  scholar- 
ship,   the    Faculty    awarded    him    the 
diploma  without  the  usual  payment  of 
fees.    Immediately  he  began  to  practise 
in  the  courts  and  became  secretary  to 
Judge   Doctor    Virgilio   Tedin,    one   of 
the  most  distinguished  of  magistrates. 
In  1890  he  became  connected  with  the 
Civic  Party  and  some  time  afterwards 
returned  to  his  native  province  where 
he  performed  the  duties  of  District  At- 
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torney.    In  1900  he  was  elected  Deputy 
to  the  National  Congress  for  one  term 
where  he  showed  parliamentary  ability 
of  the  highest  order.    While  a  member 
of  Congress,  he  became  associated  with 
th6   Commission  of   Public  Works  and 
was  influential  in  connecting  the  capi- 
tals of  the  Provinces  by  railways  and 
of  obtaining  the  permit  for  the  Central 
Cordovian  railway  to  enter  the  Federal 
Capital.  He  assisted  materially  in  bring- 
ing about  more  healthful  conditions  in 
the  provinces  and  was  instrumental  in 
constructing  the  Courts  of  Justice. 

The  end  of  his  legislative  period  come 
at  the  time  of  the  election  as  President 
of   Doctor   Manuel   Quintana   who   ap- 
pointed Dr.   Torino  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture.   The   death   of  the   First   Ma- 
gistrate and  the  consequent  resignation 
of    the    entire    cabinet    prevented    Dr. 
Torino  from  carrying  out  the  extensive 
reforms  which  he  had  planned.  Among 
the  achievements  of  his  brief  period  as 
Minister  may  be  named  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  immigrant  station  which 
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is  in  use  to-day.    He  was  a  firm  sup- 
porter of  the  government,  took  no  part 
in.  politics,    but    studied    the    problems 
which  concerned  the  development  of  the 
nation.    The   fruits  of  his   studies   are 
the  books:  FA  problema  del  inmigrante 
y  el  problema  agrario  en  la  Argentina, 
Buenos   Aires,    1912;   Politica  bancaria 
y   financier  a   argentina,    Buenos   Aires, 
1917. 
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which   proposed  the  *  candidacy  of  Dr. 
Saenz  Peiia  (1910).

Soldier. 

Saturnino  E.  GARciA,  the  son  of  Sa- 
turnino  M.  Garcia  and  Fortuna  Salas, 
was  born  on  the  tenth  of  May,  1855,  in 
the  cit)'  of  Parana,  the  capital  of  the 
Province  of  Kntre  Rios,  where  he  spent 
his  youth,  studied  in  the  Colegio  Nacio- 
nal  and  received  his  diploma  as  Ba- 
chelor. Thereupon  he  went  to  Buenos 
Aires  and  entered  the  Military  School. 

In  1875  he  began  his  military .  career 
which  has  been  marked  by  steady  pro- 
motion and  a  succession  of  honors:  in 
August,  1875,  he  was  appointed  Chief 
Adjutant  of  the  General  Staff  of  the 
Army,  being  then  First  Lieutenant;  in 
November,  1876,  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Captain;  in  April,  1880.  Ma- 
jor; in  July,   1888,  Lieutenant-Colonel; 
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in  September,  1904,  Brigadier  General; 
in  May,  1910,  Major  General,  and  on 
the  tenth  of  May,  19 18,  Lieutenant  Ge- 
neral. 

General  Garcia  has  held  many  official 
posts:  he  has  been  Chief-Prosecutor  in 
the  Military  Courts;  Chief  of  Divi- 
sional General  Staff;  Member  of  the 
Council  of  War  for  Officers;  General 
Secretary  of  the  Army  General  Staff; 
Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff; 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Northern 
Division;  Commander  of  the  Central 
Division ;  Member  of  the  Supreme 
Council;  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Promotions,  and  is  now  Chief  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  War,  for  the  Army 
and  Navy. 

General  Garcia  has  never  accepted 
elective  office,  but  was  the  Official  Re- 
presentative of  the  Argentine  Army  at 
the  first  Centenary  of  Chilean  Inde- 
pendence in  Santiago  de  Chile  in  1910. 
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CUPERTINO  DEL  CAMPO 

Painter;  physician. 

Cupertino  del  Campo,  the  son  of 
Cupertino  del  Campo  and  Ana  Gutie- 
rrez, was  born  on  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, 1873,  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires 
and  there  was  educated  in  private 
schools,  in  the  Colegio  Nacional,  which 
conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  in  1891,  and  the  University 
where  he  received  his  degree  as  Doctor 
of  Medicine  in  1899  after  presenting  his 
thesis  on  Importancia  de  la  individuali- 
dad  en  medicina.  In  1906  he  obtained 
the  title  of  Teacher  of  Anatomy,  Phy- 
siology and  Hygiene  in  the  National 
Pedagogical  Institute. 

He  had  begun  to  practise  his  profes- 
sion in  1895  when  he  was  appointed  as- 
sistant medical  inspector  o£  schools;  in 
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1896  he  was  made  Secretary  of  the 
corps  of  school  inspectors;  in  1901, 
Chief  of  ^Ward  in  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital; in  1905,  Inspecting  Physician  of 
the  National  Council  of  Education;  in 
1906,  Secretary  of  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine; in  1908,  Director  in  the  Sanitary 
Administration,  and  in  1909,  Professor 
of  Anatomy  in  the  National  Lyceum  for 
Girls. 

Although  Dr.  del  Campo  has  been  an 
active  physician,  he  has  given  a  great 
part  of  his  time  to  the  study  and  prac- 
tice of  painting  in  which  his  first  master 
was  the  Italian  painter  Decoroso  Bo- 
nifante.  He  has  devoted  himself  to 
landscape. 

His  first  exhibition  took  place  in  1900. 
From  that  time  he  has  had  pictures  in 
all  the  Salones  Nacionales  as  well  as 
at  Santiago  and  San  Francisco.  He  has 
only  won  two  prizes:  a  Bronze  Medal 
at  the  International  Exposition  of  the 
Centenary,  of  Buenos  Aires,  1910,  for 
his  picture  El  rio  Itape,  and  a  Silver 
Medal  at  the  San  Francisco  Exhibition 
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for  his  Hora  de  la  siesta,  for  he  has  not 
sought  medals,  but  since  191 1,  being  an 
official  of  the  Commission,  has  exhi- 
bited hors  concours. 

In  19 10  the  Argentine  Government 
acquired  his  painting  Sol  poniente  for 
the  National  Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  in 
1914  he  held  an  exhibition  in  the  halls 
of  the  National  Committee  of  Fine 
Arts  and  on  this  occasion  his  Cre- 
pusculo  was  bought  by  the  Ministry  of 
Education  for  the  National  Museum. 
The  Town-hall  has  acquired  two  of  his 
paintings  En  el  Tigre  and  La  hora  de 
la  siesta, 

Sefior  del  Campo  has  served  the 
cause  of  art  not  only  as  a  painter  but 
also  in  administrative  posts:  he  was 
General  Secretary  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee of  Fine  Arts;  Member  of  the 
Committee  of  Art  in  the  Ministry  of 
Public  Works  (1912);  Director  and 
organizer  of  the  Argentine  section  of 
artistic  teaching  in  the  International 
Exposition  of  Ghent,  1913;  member  of 
the  jury  of  the  Salon  Nacional,  19 13- 
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19 14;  member  of  the  Argentine  Com- 
mittee at  the  Exposition  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, 1914;  President  of  the  Committee 
of  Fine  Arts,  1919. 

Since  191 1  he  has  been  the  Director 
of  the  National  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
and  is  a  member  'of  the  National  Com- 
mittee of  Fine  Arts  of  Buenos  Aires. 

He  has  written  much  for  the  news- 
papers and  magazines,  especially  for  La 
Nacion,    where    he    uses    the    nqm    de' 
plume  Jose  Bdlsamo.    In  1904  he  pub- 
lished the  novel  El  romance  de  un  me- 
dico, and  in  1908,  Vibraciones  y  reflejos. 
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ENRIQUE  HERRERO  DUCLOUX 

Scientist. 

Enrique  Herrero  Ducloux,  the  son 
of  Andres  Herrero  and  Estefania  Du- 
cloux, was  born  on  the  sixth  of  Jan- 
uary, 1877,  in  the  town  of  Alfaro,  Pro- 
vince of  La  Rioja,  but  at  the  age  of 
twelve  went  to  the  city  of  Santa  Fe  and 
there  studied  in  the  Normal  School 
from  1889  until  1893.  Two  years  later 
he  moved  to  Buenos  Aires,  studied  at 
the  Polytechnic  School,  and  in  1896  en- 
tered the  University  where  five  years 
later  he  was  graduated  as  Doctor  in 
Chemistry,  being  the  first  person  in  Ar- 
gentina to  receive  that  degree. 

He  at  once  set  to  work  in  his  profes- 
sion, and  meantime  taught  in  the  Cole- 
gio  Nacional  and  the  Normal  School; 
in  1902  he  received  his  appointment  as 
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Professor  in  the  Faculty  of  Science  of 
Buenos  Aires ;  in  1906  he  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Anal)rtic  and  Agricultural 
Chemistry  in  the  University  of  La 
Plata;  from  1906  to  1919  he  was  an 
academic  member  of  the  Faculty  of 
Natural  Sciences  in  the  same  Univer- 
sity where,  in  1913,  he  rose  to  be  vice- 
President,  a  post  which  he  held  until 
1916;  in  1919  he  reached  the  highest 
point  of  his  career  upon  being  de- 
signated Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Che- 
mical Science. 

From  1899  ^0  1906  he  occupied  the 
post  of  Chemist  in  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture;  from  1906  to  1919  he  was 
vice-Director  of  the  La  Plata  Museum. 
Important  scientific  institutions  abroad 
have  honored  him  by  electing  him  to 
their  membership:  he  is  a  Correspond- 
ing Member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Sciences  of  Madrid,  and  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  Bar- 
celona, 1910;  a  Member  of  the  Societe 
Chimique  de  France,  of  the  Academic 
de   Sciences   de    Toulouse,   and  of   the 
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Physics  and  Chemistry  Club  of  Madrid; 
he  was  President  of  the  Chemistry  Club 
of  Buenos  Aires  (1912-1913),  and  Ho- 
norary   Member    of    the    Faculty    of 
Sciences  of  Lima  and  also  of  the  Fa- 
culty of  Pharmacy  of  Santa  Fe. 

Senor  Ducloux  has  written  much  in 
magazines,  including  those  published  by 
the  Museum  of  La  Plata,  the  Argentine 
Scientific    Society,    and   the    Chemistry 
Club,  and  is  also  the  author  of  many 
pamphlets  on  scientific  subjects  as  well

Admiral  Blanco  has  the  right  to  wear 
the  following  decorations:  the  Silver 
Medal  of  the  War  with  Paraguay, 
granted  by  the  Argentine  Government; 
the  Bronze  Cross  of  the  same  war, 
granted  by  the  Brazilian  Government; 
the  Iron  Cross  granted  by  the  Uru- 
guayan Government;  the  Gold  Medal 
of  the  Campaign  of  the  River  Negro, 
the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Campaign  of  the 
Andes,  and  that  of  Commander  of  the 
Order  of  St.  Mauritz  and  St.  Lazarus, 
an  honor  bestowed  upon  him  by  King 
Victor  Emmanuel  of  Italy  in  1910. 
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ERNESTO  DRANGOSCH 

Musician. 

Ernesto  Drangosch  was  born  on  the 
twenty-second  of  January,  1882,  in  the 
city  of  Buenos  Aires  where  he  studied 
in  the  Conservatory  under  Professor 
Alberto  Williams  and  later  under  Ju- 
lian Aguirre. 

In  1899  he  went  to  Berlin  with  the 
intention  of  perfecting  his  art,  but 
after  a  very  short  stay  in  that  capital 
returned  to  Buenos  Aires  to  enter  the 
competition  for  the  Gran  premio  Eu- 
ropa,  a  scholarship  offered  by  the  Ar- 
gentine Government  which  was  granted 
him  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  examin- 
ing  board.  Thereupon  he  returned  to 
Berlin  where  he  studied  Piano  under 
Barth  and  Ansorge  and  Composition 
under  Humperdinck,  and  on  his  return 
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to  Buenos  Aires  in  1905  was  appointed 
Professor  in  the  Conservatory. 

Drangosch's  reputation  rests  upon  his 
work  as  a  concertist:  he  began  to  give 
concerts  while  he  was  a  student  in 
Berlin  and  has  continued  with  great 
popularity  until  the  present  time.  He 
has  also  written  some  pieces  of  relative 
importance,  among  which  are  El  sueno 
de  un  bailej  a  suite,  and  Variaciones 
sobre  un  tema  original. 
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ALEJANDRO  KORN 

Teacher. 

Alejandro  Korn  was  born  in  i860  in 
the  town  of  San  Vicente,  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires,  but  was  educated  in  the 
Capital  where  he  obtained  his  degree 
as  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  Univer- 
sity in  1883  when  he  presented  a  thesis 
entitled  Locura  y  crimen. 

Apart  from  his  professional  labors  in 
the  hospitals  and  in  his  private  practice, 
Dr.  Korn  has  held  the  following  posts: 
Head  of  the  General  Hospital  of  the 
Province  of  Buenos  Aires  from  1897  to 
1916;  Professor  of  the  History  of  Phi- 
losophy in  the  University  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res and  also  in  that  of  T^  Plata. 

In  19 1 7  he  was  elected  Member  of 
the  Academy  of  Philosophy  and  Letters 
of  Buenos  Aires;  in  1918  he  was  elected 
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Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  and 
Letters ;  in  the  same  year  he  was  chosen 
vice-Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Science  in 
the  University  of  La  Plata  and  in  1920 
Member  of  the  Upper  Council  of  the 
same  university. 

He    has    contributed    articles    to    the 
magazines,  to  the  Annals  of  the  Law 
School  and  to  the  University  Magazine. 
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FLORENCIO  PARRAVICINI 

Actor;  sportsman, 

Florencio  PARRAVICINI,  the  son  of 
Reginaldo  Parravicini  and  Rafaela  Ro- 
mero, was  born  on  the  twenty- fourth 
of  August,  1876,  in  the  city  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  attended  the  British  Aca- 
deniy  where  he  received  his  diploma  as 
Bachelor  in  1896. 

From  his  youth  he  has  given  evidence 
of  extraordinary  versatility,  boldness 
and  love  of  adventure.  His  reckless 
venturesomeness  once  nearly  cost  him 
his  life,  for  he  embarked  on  a  piratic 
cruise  to  the  coast  of  Patagonia  where 
his  vessel  was  seized  by  an  Argentine 
man-of-war  and  all  on  board  were 
carried  prisoners  to  Buenos  Aires.  He 
was  set  free,  however,  and  later  took 
part  in  two  revolutions. 
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He  has  touched  life  at  many  angles. 
Early  in  the  year  1898  he  was  ap- 
pointed Chief  of  the  Anarchist  divi- 
sion of  the  Harbor  Police;  less  than  a 
year  later  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Captain  of  Cavalry  in  the  corps  of 
National  Guards.  He  is  a  well  known 
aviator  and  holds  a  national  record  for 
having  flown  from  Buenos  Aires  to 
Rosario  in  an  hour  and  forty  minutes; 
he  holds  the  record  for  height  in  balloon 
flight  with  four  passengers  in  Buenos 
Aires  (4,800  metres) ;  he  is  the  Ar- 
gentine champion  of  short  rifle  and 
pistol  shooting;  he  is  an  excellent 
yachtsman  and  boxer,  and  has  won 
various  prizes  in  automobile  and  motor- 
cycle races. 

His  reputation  is,  however,  chiefly 
that  of  the  theatre :  the  Argentine  public 
considers  Parravicini  the  leading  co- 
medy actor  on  the  national  stage.  He 
has  appeared  in  many  parts  and  has  at 
times  written  the  plays  which  he  has 
presented. 

He  is  the  President  of  the  Argentine

Actors'  Society,  and  is  also  the  Mana- 
ger of  the  moving  picture  show  Hasta 
despues  de  muerta  of  which  he  is  the 
author. 

In  1912  he  was  decorated  by  King 
Alfonso  of  Spain  and  in  19 14  was  ho- 
nored with  election  to  the  French  Aca- 
demy. 

Since  1908  he  has  written  a  number 
of  comedies  including,  *Don  Sinfonio;

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LISANDRO  OLMOS 

Soldier;  public  official. 

■ 
LiSANDRO  Olmos  was  born  in  Cata- 

marca  in  1840.    At  the  age  of  nineteen, 
having  completed  his  education  at  the 
schools  of  his  native  city  and  of  Cor- 
doba,  he   joined  the  national   army   in 
which    his    bravery,    at    the    Battle    of 
Pavon  in  1861  as  a  Second-Lieutenant 
of  Artillery,  brought  him  promotion  to 
a    Captaincy.     Numerous    brilliant    ex- 
ploits   followed    in    a    military    career 
which  he  terminated  as  Colonel  of  the 
National    Guard,    a   commission   which 
he  held  for  twenty-five  years. 

His   military    associations   led   to   an 
active  interest  in  political  affairs,  which 
resulted  in  his  election  in  1872  as  De- 
puty to  the  National  Congress  for  the 
Province  of  Catamarca,  which  post  he 
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held  until  1878.  As  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  National 
Unionist  Party  he  was  persuaded  to 
lead  his  aid  to  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment of  February  26,  1880,  whose  de- 
mands, by  his  own  energy  alone,  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  execu- 
tive power.  This  was  followed  by  his 
election  as  Senator  to  the  Legislature 
of  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires,  and 
later,  in  1899,  to  the  Governorship  of 
the  Province  of  Neuquen,  which  he 
held  until  1907.  In  this  latter  office  his 
struggle  against  large  land  concessions 
to  private  individuals  who  made  no  im- 
provements thereon,  and  his  plan  for 
the  leasing  of  public  lands  brought  him 
prominence  well  deserved  inasmuch  as 
his  interest  in  the  public  welfare  was  un- 
questioned. 

Aside  from  positions  of  a  purely 
public  character  he  has  held  at  various 
times  the  positions  of  Director  of  the 
Banco  Hipotecario  Nacional  in  La 
Plata;  vice-President  of  the  Banco 
Hipotecario  de  la  Provincia  de  Buenos 
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Aires;    Member   of   the   Board  of   Di- 
rectors of  the   Buenos  Aires   Railroad 
for  five  years:  Academician  of  the  Fa- 
culty of  Agronomy  and  Veterinary  Me- 
dicine of  La  Plata.

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EMILTO  A.  CARAFFA 

Painter. 

Emilio  a.  Caraffa,  the  son  of  Jose 
Caraffa  and  Delicia  Valdez,  was  born 
in  the  city  of  Cataraarca,  capital  of 
the  Province  of  that  name,  in  the  year 
1867,  but  went  to  Madrid  (Spain)  to 
study  art  under  the  direction  of  the 
well  known  Spanish  painter  Francisco 
Pradilla. 

Since  1893  he  has  been  teacher  of 
painting  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  of 
Cordoba;  since  1900  has  taught  draw- 
ing in  the  University  of  Cordoba;  he 
has  been  Director  for  more  than  twenty 
years  of  the  Cordoba  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts,  and  he  is  painter  and  in  charge 
of  the  decoration  of  the  Cordoba  Ca- 
thedral. 

He  has  participated  with   success  in 
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many  exhibitions:   in  1887  ^^  was  de- 
corated with  the  Cross  of  Carlos  III  at 
the  Grand  Exhibition  of  Fine  Arts  held 
in  Madrid;  his  great  painting  Paso  del 
Diamante  was  awarded  the  Silver  Me- 
dal  at    the    St.    Louis    Exposition   and 
was  later  acquired  for  the  Government 
House  of   Parana;  he  was  awarded  a 
Gold  Medal  at  the  International  Expo- 
sition of  Buenos  Aires,  1910.

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CONSTANTINO  GAITO 

Musician. 

Constantino  Gaito,  the  son  of  the 
well  known  violinist  and  music  teacher 
Cayetano  Gaito,  was  born  on  the  third 
of  August,  1879,  in  Buenos  Aires,  where 
as  a  boy  he  began  his  musical  career 
under  the  instruction  of  his  own  father. 

Having  given  marked  signs  of  art- 
istic promise  he  was  sent  by  the  Argen- 
tine Government  to  study  in  the  Conser- 
vatory at  Naples.  There  he  was  taught 
by  two  of  the  most  distinguished  Italian 
masters  of  that  time  —  Platania  in 
Composition  and  Simonetti  in  Piano. 
He  completed  the  course  with  credit 
and  in  1900  returned  to  Buenos  Aires 
where  from  that  time  he  has  devoted 
himself  to  music  as  teacher,  interpreter 
and  composer. 
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He  is  the  author  of  two  Suites,  two 
Obertures,  four  Tiempos  sinfonicos,  a 
Marcha  triunfal,  an  Fntermesso,  a  vocal 
symphonic-poem  entitled  Perseo,  consi- 
dered as  his  masterpiece,  and  also  two 
operas  —  /  Doria,  in  four  acts,  and 
Shafra,  in  one  act.

BERNARDO  GONZALEZ  ARRILI 

Author, 

Bernardo  Gonzalez  Arrili,  the  son 
of  Bernardo  Gonzalez  and  Maria  Arrili, 
was  born  on  the  eighteenth  of  October, 
1892,  in  Buenos  Aires,  and  was  edu- 
cated in  the  schools  of  the  city. 

From  his  boyhood  he  felt  a  strong 
vocation  for  authorship  and  at  an  early 
age  began  to  write  for  the  papers  and 
magazines.  In  1913  he  produced  his 
first  book,  Roosevelt,  which  was  pub- 
lished in  Buenos  Aires  and  from  that 
time  he  has  continued  to  issue  books 
and  lesser  works.  In  191 7  he  became 
Editor  of  the  Revista  Americana  in 
Buenos  Aires  and  in  1919  and  1920 
edited  the  daily  paper  Norte  in  Salta. 

Sr.  Gonzalez  Arrili  is  a  correspond- 
ing member  of  the  Atheneum  of  Sal- 
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vador   and  of  the  Royal  Academy   of 
Arts  and  Sciences  of  Cadiz,  Spain. 

Among  his  published  works  are  Pro- 
iasio   Lucero   (Un  porteno   en  provin- 
cias),  Salta,  1919,  a  study  of  urban  and 
rural  markers  in  Argentina,  and  La  muy 
amada,  short  stories,  Cordoba,  1920. 
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CARLOS  WAUTERS 

Civil  engineer, 

Carlos  Wauters  was  born  in  Buenos 
Aires  on  the  second  of  November,  1869, 
the  son  of  the  well  known  Belgian  ar- 
chitect Enrique  Wauters  and  Adela 
Bletscher,  an  Argentine.  He  was  taken 
abroad  in  his  childhood  and  studied  in 
Ath  (Belgium)  from  1880  to  1882;  from 
1882  to  1886  he  attended  the  Colegio 
Nacional  of  Buenos  Aires  and  in  1887 
entered  the  University  where  he  gra- 
duated as  an  Engineer  in  1893,  winning 
the  Gold  Medal  of  the  University. 

During  the  time  that  he  was  studying 
for  his  profession  he  gave  a  good  deal 
of  time  to  teaching  and  writing  for  the 
newspapers  and  magazines.  In  1892  he 
was  appointed  Engineer  in  charge  of 
construction  and  Inspector  of  the  Cen- 
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tral  Northern  Railway;  in  1893  he  was 
appointed  Engineer  of  the  Sanitary 
Works  of  the  Capital;  in  1894  he  was 
nominated  Chief  Engineer  of  the  State 
Department  of  Civil  Engineer;  in  1896 
followed  his  nomination  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  to  study  the  means  of 
preventing  the  recurrent  inundations  of 
Salta;  in  1897  he  was  Director  of  the 
extension  of  the  Central  Northern  Rail- 
way from  Salta  to  Zubiria  and  Inspector 
General  ad  interim  of  Railways;  from 
1898  till  1900  he  was  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  during  1900  served  as  Engineer  of 
the  distribution  dam  La  Puntilla  on  the 
river  San  Juan.  From  1901  to  1905  he 
held  the  post  of  Director  General  of 
Public  Works,  and  Administrator  of  the 
Water  W^orks,  Superintendent  of  Irri- 
gation and  President  of  the  Board  of 
Irrigation.  Under  his  supervision  the 
tank  of  re-enforced  concrete,  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  5,55,000  liters  —  up  till  then 
the  biggest  in  the  world — was  built  to 
supply  the  Capital  with  -potable  water. 
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In  1907  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
Provincial  Government  of  Tucuman;  in 
1908  he  was  in  the  service  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Salta  and  in  191 1  he  was 
employed  by  the  Government  of  Co- 
rrientes,  which  wished  him  to  study  the 
projects  for  the  draining  of  the  Lake 
Ibera;  in  1912  he  examined  the  condi- 
tions of  stability  and  potency  of  the 
Hydro-Electric  Works  of  the  Mendoza 
River;  in  1913  and  1914  the  Provincial 
Government  of  Buenos  Aires  appointed 
him  a  member  of  the  Committee  to  study 
the  conditions  of  the  draining  channels 
of  the  inundable  zone,  and  he  then 
made  up  a  report  which  drew  the  at- 
tention of  the  technical  world. 

Sr.  Wauters  has  done  distinguished 
service  also  in  the  field  of  education: 
he  was  Professor  of  Mathematics  in  the 
Colegio  Nacional  of  Buenos  Aires  from 
1893  till  1900;  Director  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Graphic  Statistics,  Road  Cons- 
truction, ,  Hydraulics,  etc.,  from  1892 
till  1898,  and  Professor  of  Graphic  Sta- 
tistics in  the  Faculty  of  Exact  Sciences 
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and  Physics,  to  which  post  he  was  ap- 
pointed in  1895  and  which  he  still  holds. 

He  belongs  to  the  Radical  Party:  he 
took  part  in  the  Revolution  of  1890; 
served  as  President  of  the  Young  Men's 
Civic  Union;  was  Head  of  the  district 
Catedral  al  Sur  in  1899,  and  in  1890 
was  Delegate  of  the  University  on 
the  Committee  of  Reception  to  General 
Mitre  on  his  return  from  Europe. 

He  has  held  many  honorific  posts  and 
received  many  tokens  of  the  esteem  in 
which  he  is  held:  in  1903  he  was  pre- 
sented with  a  Gold  Medal  at  the  Expo- 
sition of  Hygiene ;  in  1905  he  was  Dele- 
gate for  the  National  Government  at 
the  Third  Scientific  Latin-American 
Congress,  which  was  held  at  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  where  he  presided  over  the 
Engineering  and  Mathematics  Section; 
in  1907  he  was  chosen  member  of  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers 
of  New  York;  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposi- 
tion he  was  presented  with  a  Gold 
Medal  for  his  project  for. the  "  Dique 
del    Cadillal";    in    1908    the    National 
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Government  appointed  him  her  repre- 
sentative   at    the    First    Pan-American 
Congress,    which    met    in    Santiago    de 
Chile ;  the  Institution  of  Civil  Engineers 
of  London  made  him  a  member  in  the 
same  year;  in  1914  he  was  elected  Pre- 
sident of  the  Centrq  Nacional  de  Inge- 
nieros  and  member  of  the  Comite  Ar- 
gentino  del  Frio;  in   1915  he  received 
the  Gold  Medal  at  the  San  Francisco 
Exposition  for  his  scientific  works. 

He  has  written  much,   in  the  press, 
in   reviews   and   in   books:   in   1890  he 
founded    the    Revista    de    Matemdticas 
Elementales;    in    1897    he    founded   La 
Ingenieria,  and  in  1900  was  appointed  a 
member    of    the    Committee    to    revise 
mathematical    text-books    for    the    Na- 
tional Council  of  Education.   His  works 
are    scientific    in    nature    and    include: 
Inundaciones    en   la    ciudad    de    Salta, 
1898;  El  cemento  armado  en  la  Argen- 
tina, 1904;  El  riego  en  Tucumdn  a  tra- 
ves  de  los  siglos,  1905 ;  El  Negro  Bamba 
en  el  canon  del  Cadillal,  1908;  his  book 
Estado   actual  del  problema   del  riego 
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en  la  Argentina,  which  was  published  in 
191 5,  was  written  at  the  request  of  the 
Engineering  Congress  at  San  Francisco, 
held  to  celebrate  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal. 
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NORBERTO  PINERO 

Lawyer;  teacher;  pub- 
lic man, 

NoRBERTO  PiNERO  was  bom  in  1862 
in  Buenos  Aires,  and  educated  in  the 
schobls  of  the  city  and  her  University 
which  granted  him  the  degree  of  Ad- 
vocate in  1882. 

Immediately  after  his  graduation  he 
entered  upon  the  public  career  to  which 
he  has  devoted  most  of  his  best  years. 
In  1883  he  was  appointed  Professor  pro 
tempore  of  Penal  and  Commercial  Law, 
Attorney  for  the  Indigent  (Defensor 
de  pobres)  in  the  Appellate  Court  of 
the  Capital  and  elected  member  of  the 
Convention  for  .  the  Revision  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Province  of  Buenos 
Aires;  in  1884  he  was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor  of   Civil   and   Political   Law   in 
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the  Colegio  Nacional;  in  1887  he  was 
appointed  titular  Professor  of  Penal 
Law  in  the  Law  School ;  in  i88i8  he  was 
elected  by  the  Upper  Council  General 
Secretary  of  the  University,  which  post 
he  held  until  1891 ;  in  1893  he  was  Se- 
cretary of  the  Provisional  Federal  Gov- 
ernment of  Corrientes  and  soon  after- 
wards was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Min- 
istries of  Government  and  Finance  of 
the  same  Province;  in  1895  ^^  was 
chosen  Member  of  the  Council  ol  the 
Law  School  and  Charter  Member  of  the 
Faculty  of  Philosophy  and  Letters,  and 
in  1896,  Provisional  Governor  (Inter- 
vent  or)  of  the  Province  of  San  Luis. 

In  1897  he  was  appointed  Minister  to 
Chile  where  he  negotiated  and  signed 
the  Treaty  of  September,  1898,  dealing 
with  the  question  of  boundaries  which 
was  ultimately  taken  before  England 
and  settled  by  arbitration. 

He  resigned  his  post  as  Minister  in 
October,  1898,  and  during  the  two  fol- 
lowing years  he  travelled  extensively 
in  Europe  and  in  the  East  and  on  his 
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return  to  Argentina  founded  the  So- 
ciety of  Industrial  Education,  which  has 
opened  the  following  schools:  that  for 
Mechanics  and  Electricians;  the  Night 
School  of  Drawing  for  Workingmen; 
School  for  Chauffeurs;  Schools  of  Or- 
namental Modelling  and  Industrial  Che- 
mistry, and  the  Drawing  School  for 
Women. 

In  1 90 1  he  was  again  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  and 
Letters  and  in  the  following  year  was 
chosen  Delegate  to  the  Upper  Council. 
In  April,  1904,  he  was  named  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  and  in  this  capacity  founded 
the  Ethnographic  Museum,  placing  at  its 
head  the  archaeologist  Juan  B.  Ambro- 
setti,  and  organized  the  archaeological 
expeditions  into  the  interior  of  the  coun- 
try under  the  leadership  of  Ambrosetti. 

In  July,  1907,  he  was  named  Consult- 
ing Lawyer  and  Chief  of  the  office  of 
legal  affairs  of  the  National  Bank 
(Banco  de  la  Nacion),  which  post  he 
still  occupies.  He  was  Minister  of  Fin- 
ance during  the  first  year  of  the  presi- 
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dency  of  Dr.  Figueroa  Alcorta,  and 
during  his  term  of  office  gave  evidence 
of  his  extensive  knowledge  of  financial 
matters.  In  191 2  he  was,  for  a  second 
time,  elected  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Philosophy  and  Letters,  which  post  he 
resigned  after  a  year  to  become,  also 
for  a  second  time,  Minister  of  Finance. 
In  19 1 3  he  was  one  of  the  founders 
and  organizers  of  the  Bar  Association 
of  the  City  of  Buenos  Aires  and  was 
its  first  President  until  1915;  in  1914,  he 
organized  and  was  President  of  the  Na- 
tional Prison  Congress,  and  the  same 
year  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Fa- 
culty of  Economics;  in  1916  he  was  the 
Argentine  Delegate  to  the  High  Inter- 
national Commission  of  Uniform  Le- 
gislation which  met  in  Buenos  Aires;  in 
191 7  he  was  offered  the  post  of  Min- 
ister to  London,  but  declined  the  offer 
partly  for  personal  reasons,  but  princi- 
pally because  he  was  not  in  accord  with 
the  foreign  policy  of  the  government 
then  in  power.  The  same  year  he  was 
named  Delegate  to  the  Upper  Council 
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of  the  University  by  the  Faculty  of  Phi- 
losophy and  Letters,  which  also  elected 
him  vice-Dean,  and  in  1918  he  was 
unanimously  elected  Dean  for  the  third 
time. 

Dr.  Pificro  has  written  much  on  law, 
finance,  and  public  affairs.  His  chief 
works  are:  La  letra  de  camhio  ante  el 
derecho  internacional  privado;  Proyecto 
de  Codigo  Penal  para  la  Repuhlica  Ar- 
gentina, which  was  preceded  by  Una 
exposicion  de  motivos,  written  in  colla- 
boration with  doctors  Jose  Nicolas  Ma- 
tienzo  and  Rodolfo  Rivarola;  Historia 
de  la  Universidad  de  Buenos  Aires, 
written  in  collaboration  with  Doctor 
Eduardo  L.  Bidau;  Cuestiones  econo- 
micas  (La  cuestion  mpnetaria  y  la  cues- 
tion  bancaria);  Problemas  de  crimina- 
lidad;  El  crimen  y  las  multitudes ;  Base 
de  la  legislccion  penal  argentina;  La 
educacion;  La  escuela;  El  patron  mone- 
tario;  Las  hipotecas  a  oro. 
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ALFREDO  GRAMAJO  GUTIfiRREZ 

Painter. 

Alfredo  Gramajo  Gutierrez,  the 
son  of  Salvador  Gramajo  and  Merce- 
des Gutierrez,  was  born  on  the  twenty- 
ninth  of  March,  1893,  in  the  town  of 
Monteagndo,  Province  of  Tucuman. 
He  went  to  the  city  of  Tucuman  for  his 
primary  education  and  later  attended 
the  Colegio  Nacional;  but  nobody  ever 
taught  him  painting  for,  to  put  it  in  his 
own  words,  "  I  had  no  other  guide 
than  tradition  and  the  customs  of  days 
gone  by."  He  studied  drawing  in  the 
Sociedad  Estimtdo  de  Bellas  Artes  of 
Buenos  Aires  in  1912. 

He  is  a  sincere  painter  of  the  pro- 
vincial life  of  his  country:  the  Argen- 
tine Indian  has  no  better  interpreter  in 
color  than  Gramajo  Gutierrez. 
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• 

JOSfi  LE6N  SUAREZ 

Teacher;  public  official. 

Jos6  Leon  Suarez,  the  son  of  Jose 
Suarez   and   Celia   Perez,   grandson   of 
General    Pantaleon    Perez,    a    notable 
figure  in  Uruguayan  history,  and  great- 
grandson  of  Joaquin  Suarez,  one  of  the 
Presidents    and   grandees   of   Uruguay, 
was   born   on   the   twentieth   of   April, 
1872,  in  Buenos  Aires.    He  studied  in 
the  schools  of  the  city  and  completed 
his  education  in  her  University  which 
conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  in  1897,  on  the  presentation  of 
a  voluminous  thesis  on  Ims  jubilaciones. 

He  was  alreadv  Professor  in  the  Co- 
legio   Nacional   when   he    was    named, 
after  a  competitive  contest,  substitute- 
Professor  of  International  Law  in  the 
University;     somewhat    later    he    was 
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named  titular  Professor  of  Diplomatic 
Law  and  ultimately  Professor  of  Eco- 
nomic Sciences,  in  which  Faculty  he 
has  served  as  vice-Dean. 

Dr.  Suarez  organized  the  Sanitary 
and  Veterinary  Section  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Department,  has  occupied  the  posi- 
tion of  Second  Chief  in  that  Depart- 
ment, and  is  at  present  Director  Gen- 
eral of  the  section  of  Cattle  Breeding. 

Dr.  Suarez  has  been  honored  by  elec- 
tion to  the  following  learned  and  scien- 
tific societies :  Honorary  Member  of  the 
Royal  Academy  of  History  and  Arts  of 
Cadiz;  Corresponding  Member  of  the 
Faculty  of  Law  of  Guatemala;  Hono- 
rary Member  of  the  Sociedad  Colom- 
biana  Orubense  de  Htielva;  Honorary 
President  of  the  Italian  Union  of  La 
Plata  which  contains  8000  members; 
Honorary  member  of  the  Spanish  Re- 
publican Federation;  Honorary  Member 
of  the  Students'  Club  of  the  School  of 
Juridical  and  Social  Sciences  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro. 

He  is  the  possessor  of  various  deco- 
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rations,  but  has  never  solicited  permis- 
sion from  Congress  to  wear  them. 
Among  them  are:  the  Order  of  Isabel 
the  Catholic,  together  with  a  plaque  of 
honor  bestowed  by  King  Alfonso  XIII ; 
Commander  of  the  Military  Order  of 
Villaviciosa,  Portugal,  which  order  has 
been  maintained  notwithstanding  the 
overthrow  of  the  Monarchy  and  the 
coming  of  the  Republic ;  Commander  of 
the  Imperial  Order  of  Francisco  Jose, 
and  Knight  of  the  First  Class  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Wasa,  Sweden. 

He  has  written  much,  in  the  press,  in 
reviews  and  in  magazines  and  is  the 
author  of  the  following  books:  Bases  y 
proyectos  de  ley  sobre  policia  sanitaria 
de  los  animales;  Derecho  publico  ecle- 
sidstico;  Las  guerras  civiles  america- 
nas;  La  carrera  diplomdtica;  Diploma- 
cia  univer  sit  aria,  Buenos  Aires,  191 8. 
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MANUEL  MARIA  OLIVER 

Teacher;  journalist. 

Manuel  Mar! a  Oliver,  the  son  of 
Tomas  Oliver,  a  well  known  author  and 
journalist,  and  Maria  Echeverria,  was 
born  on  the  eighteenth  of  January,  1877, 
in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires.  There  also 
he  was  educated,  in  the  Colegio  Nacio- 
nal  and  the  University  to  which  he  re- 
turned many  years  later  and  in  19 19 
won  his  degree  as  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
and  Letters  on  presenting  a  thesis  upon 
La  ensenada  de  Barragdn  —  a  contribu- 
tion to  the  colonial  history  of  Ar- 
gentina. 

Meantime  he  has  lived  an  active  life 
as  journalist  and  teacher:  his  inherited 
disposition  to  authorship  led  him  to  set 
up  a  school  journal  entitled  El  Escolar 
Argentino    when   he    was    only    twelve 
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years  old ;  when  he  was  fourteen  he  was 
a  reported  on  Siid  America  and  when 
he  was  sixteen  he  was  writing  for  El 
Argentino;  in  1896  he  founded  La  Li- 
ber tad  in  Lomas  de  Zamora  as  the 
organ  of  the  Radical  Party;  from  1897 
to  1903  he  was  a  member  of  the  staff 
of  El  Tifmpo  of  Buenos  Aires;  from 
1904  to  191 0  he  was  editor  of  Sar- 
miento  and  in  19 14  became  a  member  of 
the  staff  of  La  Union,  founded  to 
defend  the  German  cause  during  the 
European  war,  where  he  continues. 

His  career  as  teacher  is  also  a  long 
one:  he  began  to  teach  History  and 
Geography  in  1899  and  has  taught  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional  these  subjects  and 
Philosophy;  in  1913  he  was  appointed 
vice-Rector  of  the  Nicolas  Avellaneda 
School  and  in  19 16  was  made  Rector  of 
the  Pueyrredon  School,  which  position 
he  still  holds. 

Dr.  Oliver  has  held  few  political 
posts:  in  1906  he  was  Secretary  to  the 
Chief  of  Police;  in  1907  he  was  Justice 
of  the  Peace  in  Buenos  Aires,  and  in 
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1913  served  as  Secretary  to  Governor 
Arias  of  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires. 
He  has,  however,  written  much:  in  ad- 
dition to  his  multitudinous  articles  for 
the    daily   press    he    is    the    author    of 
pamphlets,    historical    monographs    and 
novelettes,    some   of   which   have    been 
widely  read.

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DANIEL  ROJAS  TORRES 

Captain  in  the  Navy. 

Daniel  Rojas  Torres,  the  son  of 
Pedro  Rojas,  was  born  in  Buenos  Aires 
and  studied  in  the  Naval  School  where 
he  graduated  in  1883  with  the  rank  of 
Midshipman;  in  1886  he  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Ensign;  in  1888  to  that 
of  Lieutenant,  and  in  1892  to  Lieute- 
nant-Commander; some  years  later  he 
was  made  Commander,  and  in  1906  rose 
to  the  rank  of  Captain  which  he  now 
holds. 

He  has  commanded  many  ships  in  the 
Argentine  Navy  and  has  visited  many 
foreign  countries.  He  has  also  received 
many  decorations  and  honors  from  his 
own  and  foreign  governments:  he  has 
the  right  to  wear  the  Silver  Medal  for 
the  Expedition  to  Santa  Cruz  and  the 
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River    Negro,   that    of   Knight   of    the 
First    Class    of    the    Danish    order    of 
St.    Olaf,    and  that   of   Knight   of   the 
Order  of  Daneborg,  an  honor  granted 
him   by  the   former   Czar   Nicholas   of 
Russia  through   an  "  ukase "  published 
in  1902. 

Besides  these  honors,  he  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  fulfill  important  duties  and 
high    commissions:    he    has    served    as 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  2nd  Naval 
Division  in  1897;  Member  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  revise  the  "  organic 
law  "    of  the  Argentine  Nav/;  member 
of  the  Committee  for  the  construction 
of  the  National  building  for  the  Naval 
Museum  and  Naval  Club,   191 1;   Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Third  Naval  Di- 
vision and  Director  of  the  Naval  Works 
and  Chief  of  the  Military  Zone  of  the 
Northern  Basin  of  the  port  of  Buenos 
Aires.   At  present  he  is  Governor  Gen- 
eral of  Ports.

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JORGE  SOTO  ACEBAL 

Painter. 

Jorge  Soto  Acebal,  the  son  of  Ro- 
berto de  Soto  and  Luciana  Acebal,  was 
born  on  the  twenty-first  of  June,  1891, 
in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  and  had 
his  academic  education  in  the  Lacor- 
daire  Academy,  but  for  his  artistic 
traitiing  went  to  Paris  and  studied  in 
the  Remon  Art  School. 

Soon  after  his  return  to  Argentina  he 
began  to  exhibit  in  the  National  Salon 
at  Buenos  Aires  and  also  in  the  pro- 
vincial exhibitions:  in  191 5  he  won 
awards  at  Buenos  Aires;  in  1919  he 
won  the  Silver  Medal  in  the  Autumn 
Exhibition  at  Rosario  and  in  the  same 
year  he  won  the  third  prize  at  Bue- 
nos Aires  with  La  Jaquette  brique  —  a 
portrait. 
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He  has  never  held  an  official  post  but 
was  one  of  the  founders  and  is  the  vice- 
President  of  the  Society  of  Etchers  and 
Water- Color ists.  He  has  contributed 
drawings  and  sketches  to  the  magazines 
Augusta,  Plus  Ultra  and  Caras  y  Ca- 
retas. 

He  has  essayed  portraits,  landscapes 
and  interiors,  in  addition  to  water  colors 
and  etchings,  and  has  done  creditable 
work  in  seVeral  fields:  his  portraits 
made  a  favorable  impression  in  the 
Salon  of  1909,  and  his  landscape  Atar- 
decer  en  el  Arroyo  is  in  the  National 
Museum  of  Buenos  Aires  for  which  it 
was  acquired  in  1920. 
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JOSfi  DE  APELLANIZ 

Banker;  land-owner, 

Jose  de  Apeixaniz  was  born  in  1869 
in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  and  was 
educated  there  by  tutors  and  in  ,the 
University  where  he  obtained  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  in  1891. 

.  Since  the  year  1892  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  powerful  association  of 
land-owners  called  the  Sociedad  Rural 
of  which  he  has  been  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  and  in  1908  was  President. 
In  1893  ^^  served  as  Minister  in  the 
Provisional  Government  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Buenos  Aires,  having  charge 
of  making  an  agricultural  census,  of 
constructing  a  public  market  and  a 
grain  elevator.  Subsequently  he  served 
as  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Banco  Es- 
paiiol  and  as  one  of  the.  signatories  of 
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the  Treaty  of  Commerce  with  Chile. 
Since  1917  he  has  been  one  of  the  di- 
rectors of  the  Banco  de  la  Nacion  and 
since  1919  has  been  its  President. 

Sr.  Apellaniz  is  a  large  land-owner, 
possessing  the  estancia  Santa  Catalina 
of  25,000  hectdreas  in  Ayacucho  and  a 
second  in  Saavedra  on  which '  he  has 
produced  choice  grain  and  stock. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Radical 
Party  since  its  foundation  in  1890. 
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JUAN  GUGLIELMETTI 

Teacher, 

Juan  Gugliei.metti  was  born  of 
Italian  parentage  on  the  twenty-first  of 
July,  1889,  in  Buenos  Aires  and  there 
was  educated  in  the  schools  of  the  city 
and  her  University.  He  studied  Medi- 
cine, and  in  191 5  received  his  degree  as 
Doctor  on  the  presentation  of  his  thesis 
on  Clorhidrato  de  emetina,  which  was 
granted  the  prize  offered  by  the  Fa- 
culty for  the  best  thesis  of  the  year. 

While  he  was  a  student  he  had  a 
varied  experience  in  class  and  hospital 
work:  from  1909  to  191 1  he  was  As- 
sistant in  Descriptive  Anatomy;  from 
191 1  to  1914,  Assistant  Physician  in  the 
Las  Heras  Hospital;  from  1914  to  1916, 
Aide    in   the    Clinics    Hospital,   and   in 
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19 1 5  and  1916,  Aide  in  the  Emergency 
Hospital. 

He  has  also  iield  appointive  posts :  he 
was  Professor  of  Physics  and  Biological 
Chemistry  in  the  Veterinary  School  of 
La  Plata  in  19 18,  and  in  19 19  had 
charge  of  the  practical  work  in  Bio- 
logical Physics  in  the  Institute  of  Phy- 
siology of  the  Medical  School. 

He  is  the  author  of  various  articles 
and  pamphlets  on  the  action  of  adrena- 
line and  amine  in  muscular  fatigue, 
and  has  also  given  special  attention  to 
the  effects  of  curare  —  the  poison  used 
by  Indians  in  their  envenomed  arrows.

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JULIO  DEL  C.  MORENO 

Teacher;  public  man. 

Julio  del  C.  Moreno,  the  son  of  Do- 
mingo Moreno  and  Maria  Arias,  was 
born  on  the  twenty-second  of  May,  1883, 
in  the  town  of  Chilecito,  Province  of 
La  Rioja.  He  attended  the  primary 
school  of  his  native  town  and  that  of 
La  Rioja,  but  for  his  higher  studies 
went  to  Parana  where  he  studied  in  the 
Normal  School  and  won  the  degrees  of 
Normal  Professor  in  1905  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Secondary  Education  in  1909. 
He  went  to  La  Plata  and  read  Taw  in 
the  University  which  granted  him  the 
degree  of  Doctor  in  Juridical  and  So- 
cial Sciences  in  1912. 

He  was  for  a  short  time  Director  of 
the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind; 
later  he  was   appointed  Rector  of  the 
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Colegio     Nacional     Carlos     Pellegrini; 
Minister  in  the  Provincial  Federal  Gov- 
ernment in  Cordoba,  in  1918;  Delegate 
of  the  Radical  Civic  Union  in  San  Luis, 
Corrientes,    Entre    Rios    and    Buenos 
Aires;  he  has  been  delegate  to  pedago- 
gical congresses  in  various  cities  and  to 
other  congresses  of  a  national  and  in- 
ternational character,  and  he  is  at  pre- 
sent Teacher  in  the  Colegio  Nacional 
and  tijttflar  Professor  of  the  Faculty  of 
Philosophy  and  Letters  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Buenos  Aires.    In  1920  he  was 
elected  Deputy  to  the  National  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies  for  the  Province  of  T-a 
Rioja. 

Dr.     Moreno     was     instrumental     in 
founding  the   Association  of    Students 
of  Pedagogy,  the  Radical  Club  of  La 
Rioja,  of  which  he  is  still  the  President, 
and  the  periodical  El  Intransigente.  He 
is    the    author    of    more    than    twenty 
monographs  on  educational  and  political 
topics  and  of  La  ensenanza  secundaria 
(thesis),  1912. 
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LISANDRO  DE  LA  TORRE 

Land-owner. 

LiSANDRO    DE    LA    TORRE.    the    SOn    of 

Lisandro  de  la  Torre,  was  born  on  the 
sixth  of  December,  1868,  in  Rosario 
and  began  his  education  in  the  Colegio 
Nacional  of  the  city,  but  for  his  Uni- 
versity studies  went  to  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  won  his  degree  as  Advocate 
in  1889. 

On  leaving  the  University  he  turned 
his  attention  for  a  brief  period  to  jour- 
nalism, but  his  predominant  interest  lay 
in  land  and  agriculture  to  which  he 
soon  devoted  his  efforts.  In  1902  and 
1903  he  visited  the  United  States  to 
study  the  methods  of  cattle-raising  in 
Texas  and  other  South-western  states 
so  as  to  apply  them  later  upon  his  own 
extensive    properties  —  Las    Barrancas, 
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an  esiancia  situated  on  the  Parana 
River — where  he  has  5,500  hectdreas 
planted  in  grain — and  Pinas  in  Cordoba 
where  there  are  80,000  hectdreas  with 
extensive  pasture  lands  and  magnificent 
woods. 

Sr.  de  la  Torre  has  been  President 
of  the  Sociedad  Rural,  the  principal 
land-owners'  organization  of  Argen- 
tina; President  of  the  Farm  Market; 
vice«-President  of  the  Board  of  the  Cen- 
tenary Hospital;  President  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Committee  for  the  Protection  of 
Agriculture;  President  of  the  Southern 
League;  National  Deputy  from  1912  to 
19 1 6  and  candidate  for  the  Presidency 
on  the  ticket  of  the  Progressive  Demo- 
cratic Party  in  1916. 

His  published  works  are  confined  to 
magazine  and  newspaper  articles  and 
pamphlets,  for  the  most  part  political. 
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JORGE  YALOUR 

Naval  Officer. 

Jorge  Yalour  was  born  on  the 
twenty-fifth  of  October,  1874,  in  the 
Province  of  Buenos  Aires  and  in  1892 
enlisted  in  the  Navy.  Soon  afterwards 
he  entered  the  Practice  School  for  Of- 
ficers from  which  he  graduated  with 
honors. 

Then  began  his  period  of  active  servi- 
ce which  extended  over  a  quarter  of  a 
century  during  which  he  served  at  sea 
and  ashore,  in  academic  and  practical 
duties,  saw  many  parts  of  the  world 
and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Captain,  with 
which  he  retired  in  1919. 

His  academic  service  included  teach- 
ing in  the  Practice  School  for  Officers 
and  in  the  National  School  for  Pilots; 
his  sea  service  included  three  voyages 
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in  the  Sarmiento  —  the  first  in  190 1  and 
1902  during  which  he  visited  Asia, 
Africa  and  Europe,  the  second  in  191 1 
in  which  he  served  as  Second  in  Com- 
mand and  the  third  in  1916  in  which  he 
commanded  the  ship.  In  1902  he  ac- 
companied the  famous  Nordenskjold  ex- 
pedition to  seek  the  South  Pole  and 
from  1916  he  served  as  Chief  of  the 
Hydrographic  Division  in  the  Navy 
Department. 

He  holds  the  following  decorations: 
the  Cross  of  the  First  Class  of  the 
Order  of  Wasa,  granted  by  Norway 
and  Sweden  to  commemorate  the  Nor- 
denskiold  expedition,  and  the  Cross  of 
Merit  of  the  First  Class  granted  by  the 
Government  of  Spain. 
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ENRi^QUE  LARRETA 

Author;   diplomat. 

Enrique  Larreta,  the  son  of  Don 
Carlos  Rodriguez  Larreta  and  Dona 
Augustina  Maza  y  Oribe,  comes  of 
distinguished  lineage:  one  of  his  an- 
cestors fought  against  the  British  in  the 
re-conquest  of  1806  and  his  great-grand- 
father was  General  Don  Manuel  Oribe, 
President  of  Uruguay.  He  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Buenos  Aires,  on  the  fourth 
of  March,  1875,  ^ind  educated  there  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the  Univer- 
sity where  he  read  I-aw. 

He  married  Dona  Josefina  Ancho- 
rena,  the  daughter  of  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  distinguished  families  of  Ar- 
gentina. 

From  1902  to  1905  he  was  Professor 
of  History  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  of

Buenos  Aires;  in  1918  he  was  honored 
by  election  as  a  member  of  the  Council 
of  the  Faculty  of  Letters,  and  in  1920 
was  chosen  of  the  University  Academic 
member  of  the  same  Faculty. 

In  1910  he  was  sent  to  Paris  as  Ar- 
gentine Minister,  a  post  which  he  oc- 
cupied until  1916. 

Setior  Enrique  Larreta  is  best  known 
as  an  author.  La  gloria  de  don  Ramiro, 
1908,  a  historical  novel  of  the  Colo- 
nial period  of  which  the  scene  is  laid 
in  Lima,  Peru,  has  been  universally 
praised  and  has  been  translated  into  ten 
languages.  Besides  this  book,  he  has 
also  published:  De  camino;  Artemis; 
Paroles  de  la  veille;  La  lampe  d'argile, 
and  Discursos  diplomdticos  y  politicos. 
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AMABLE   JONES 

Physician;    Governor 
of  San  Juan. 

Amable  Jones,  the  son  of  Fabian 
Jones,  was  born  in  July,  1869,  in  the 
city  of  San  Juan,  where  he  went  to 
school  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  won 
his  Bachelor's  degree  with  which  he  en- 
tered the  Medical  School  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  graduated  as  Doctor  of  Me- 
dicine in  1893.  Desirous  of  broadening 
his  training  in  the  European  universi- 
ties, he  left  for  Paris  and  studied  at  the 
Sorbonne  from  1896  to  1901,  when  he 
returned  to  Buenos  Aires  and  entered 
upon  the  practice  of  his  profession,  but 
in  19 1 2  went  back  to  Europe  and  stu- 
died in  Berlin  during  the  years  1912 
to  1914. 

Meanwhile,  immediately  after  return- 
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ing  from  Paris  in  1901,  he  was  ap- 
pointed Physician  of  the  Mercedes 
Hospital  and  soon  afterwards  was 
chosen  substitute-Professor  of  Psychia- 
trics in  the  Medical  School  of  Buenos 
Aires. 

Doctor  Amable  Jones  is  at  present 
vice-President  of  the  Association  of 
Neurology,  Psychiatry  and  Legal  Me- 
dicine. In  the  elections  held  in  March, 
1920  he  was  the  candidate  of  the  Ra- 
dical Party  and  was  elected  Governor 
of  the  Province  of  San  Juan,  a  post 
which  he  will  hold  until  1923. 

He  has  written  many  pamphlets  and 
communications  to  the  Medical  Asso- 
ciation of  Buenos  Aires,  and  over  thirty 
articles  on  neurological  subjects.  Well 
known  are  his  Lesiones  del  alcohol  en 
los  centros  nerviosos;  Lesiones  de  la 
tahopardlisis ;  Tumor es  de  la  hipofisis, 
and  La  epilepsia. 
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ENRIQUE  LYNCH  ARRIBALZAGA 

Naturalist, 

Enrique  Lynch  ArribAlzaga,  the 
son  of  Felix  Lynch  and  Trinidad  Arri- 
balzaga,  was  born  on  the  twenty-sixth 
of  August,  1856,  in  the  city  of  Buenos 
Aires,  and  educated  there  in  private 
schools,  in  Nicholson's  British  Aca- 
demy, the  Colegio  Nacional,  which 
granted  him  the  Bachelor's  degree  in 
1 87 1,  and  the  University,  where  he  stu- 
died Engineering  from  1872  until  1874, 
but  took  no  degree. 

In  1881  he  became  a  member  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Exact  Sciences 
of  Cordoba;  in  1917  he  was  appointed 
Honorary*  Member  of  the  Sociedad 
Ornitologica  del  Plata,  and  in  the  same 
year  was  elected  Honorary  Member  of 
the     Argentine     Society     of     Natural 
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Sciences;  in  1918  he  was  elected  Cor- 
responding Member  of  the  American 
Ornithologists'  Union. 

He  has  held  a  number  of  official  posi- 
tions: he  was  Secretary  of  the  Argen- 
tine Commission  on  the  boundary  with 
Chile  from  1897  to  1898;  under-Secre- 
tary  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  from 
1898  to  1901;  Chief  of  the  Entomo- 
logical Department  of  the  same  Min- 
istry in  1901 ;  Official  of  the  Defensa 
Agricola  to  combat  the  plague  of  lo- 
custs, from  1906  until  1912;  Delegate 
of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  for  the 
pacification  of  Indians,  from  1912  until 
19 1 7.  Besides  these  official  posts  he 
served  as  Editor  of  the  Annals  of  the 
Sociedad  Rural  from  1889  to  1891 ;  he 
was  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  weekly  ma- 
gazine La  Seviana  Rural  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res in  1894  and  1895,  and  member  of 
the  staff  of  various  newspapers,  among 
which  were  La  Manana  of  La  Plata, 
El  Tiempo  of  Buenos  Aires,  and  La 
Union  of  Valparaiso. 

During  the  year    1881   he  made  the 
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expedition  to  the  Territory  of  Formosa 
as  Honorary  Naturalist  of  the  company 
headed  by  Luis  Fontana. 

Sr.  Lynch  Arribalzaga  is  the  author 
of  numerous  articles  on  legal,  economic 
and  agricultural  topics  published  in  La 
Nacion,  La  Semana  Rural  and  other 
periodicals,  and  of  more  than  twenty 
pamphlets  of  a  scientific  nature,  notable 
among  which  is  his  Catalog o  de  los 
dipteros  del  Rio  de  la  Plata  published  in 
the  Bulletin  of  the  National  Academy 
of   Sciences,   Cordoba,   1881. 
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BALTASAR   OLAECHEA 
Y  ALCORTA 

Teacher, 

Baltasar  Olaechea  y  Alcorta,  the 
son  of  Pedro  Pablo  Olaechea  and  Car- 
men Alcorta,  was  born  on  the  twenty- 
third  of  November,  1857,  in  the  city  of 
Santiago  del  Estero  and  began  his  edu- 
cation there,  but  for  his  University 
course  went  to  Buenos  Aires  where  he 
obtained  the  degree  of  Agrimensor  in 
1895. 

Meantime,  in  his  native  province,  he 
had  entered  upon  his  chosen  profession 
of  teacher  in  which  he  has  had  a  long 
and  varied  experience  and  has  risen  to 
a  high  place:  in  1893  he  was  appointed 
Teacher  of  Literature  and  History  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional  of  Santiago  del 
Estero;    he    served    in    administrative 
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posts  as  Qiairman  of  the  Provincial 
Board  of  Education,  Inspector  of  Edu- 
cation, and  Chief  of  the  National  Edu- 
cational Census;  in  1901  he  was  ap- 
pointed vice-Rector  of  the, Colegio  Na- 
clonal  of  Santiago  del  Estero  and  re- 
tained the  post  until  1906  when  he  was 
called  upon  to  organize  and  act  as 
Rector  of  the  new  Colegio  Kacional  of 
Mercedes,  Province  of  Buenos  Aires. 
This  done,  he  returned  to  Santiago  del 
Estero  as  Rector  of  the  Colegio  Na- 
cional  there  and  served  also  as  teacher 
of  mathematics  and  geography,  not  only 
in  the  Colegio,  but  also  in  the  Normal 
School. 

He  has  held  public  positions  of  im- 
portance ;  in  1887  'he  was  Chief  of  the 
Provincial  Topographical  Department ; 
in  1894,  Provincial  Minister  of  Finance 
and  later  Minister  of  Government, 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Bank  of  the  Nation  and  of  the 
Mortgage  Bank;  in  1901  National  De- 
puty, and  in  1914  Director  of  the  Cen- 
sus for  the  Province. 
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He   has  written  much   in  pamphlets 
and  in  the  daily  press  and  has  served 
as  editor  of  several  newspapers  in  the 
Province  of  Santiago  del  Estero,  includ- 
ing El  Pueblo  and  El  Cxvico. 
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CRIST6BAL  M.  HICKEN 

Naturalist 

Crist6bal  M.  Hicken  was  born  on 
the  first  of  January,  1876,  in  the  city 
of  Buenos  Aires,  where  he  studied  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the  Univer- 
sity which  granted  him  the  degrees  of 
National  Agrimensor  and  Doctor  in 
Natural  Sciences. 

His  love  for  natural  history  and  espe- 
cially for  botanical  studies  has  carried 
him  into  almost  every  country  on  the 
American  continent — in  all  of  which  he 
has  added  to  his  collection  of  leaches 
and  general  "flora" — and  has  led  him 
to  give  close  and  special  study  to  the 
wonderfully  rich  zones  of  Tierra  del 
Fuego,  the  Falkland  Islands,  El  Chaco, 
the  Missions  Territory  and  Neuquen. 
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He  has  taught  in  the  Normal  School, 
the  Military  School  and  the  University 
where  he  holds  the  Qiair  of  Botany.  He 
has  been  Inspector  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion; he  has  taken  part  in  important 
scientific  gatherings  to  which  his  con- 
tributions have  added  interest:  he  was 
a  delegate  to  the  Third  Scientific  Con- 
gress of  South  America,  held  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  in  1905,  and  to  the  IV  Scien- 
tific Congress  (First  Pan-American 
Congress)  of  Santiago  de  Chile  (1909) 
where  he  read  his  interesting  study  El 
origen  y  distribucion  de  las  poUpodid' 
ceas  argentinas^  which  was  received 
with  much  applause. 

The  greatest  service  which  Senor 
Hicken  has  lent  to  the  scientific  world 
is  probably  not  in  his  activities  in  the 
official  posts  at  the  schools  and  the 
University  or  in  his  contributions  to 
scientific  gatherings  or  even  through 
the  publication  of  his  botanical  works, 
but  in  the  construction  of  the  botanic 
museum  called  the  Darwinion  which  he 
has  built  in  the  suburbs  of  Buenos  Ai- 
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res  and  on  which  he  has  spent  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  his  fortune. 

He  is  the  author  of  many  articles  and 
monographs  of  a  strictly  scientific  cha- 
racter,  and   also   of:   Helechos  nuevos 
para  la  Argentina^  1909;    and    Chloris 
platensis,  1910,  which  ;vvare  published  in 
Buenos  Aires. 
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ATILIO  CHIAPPORI 

Art  critic;  author, 

Atilio  Chiappori  was  born  of  an 
Italian  father  and  an  Argentine  mother 
on  the  seventh  of  June,  1880,  in  Buenos 
Aires,  and  there  was  educated  in  the 
School  of  the  Saviour,  which  granted 
him  his  Bachelor's  degree,  and  in  the 
University  where  he  studied  Medicine 
for  three  years,  but  abandoned  it  in 
1900  to  devote  himself  to  the  literary 
career.  His  articles  in  the  daily  press 
and  the  magazines  were  popular;  he 
won  reputation  also  as  a  conversational- 
ist and  a  leader  in  the  endless  discus- 
sions of  art,  style,  form  and  method 
which  are  characteristic  of  youth  and 
the  life  of  the  cafes  in  all  Latin 
countries. 

He    then    accepted    official    employ- 
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ment:  from  1907  to  191 1  he  was  Chief 
of  the  Department  of  Normal  Schools 
in  the  Ministry  of  Justice  and  Educa- 
tion; in  191 1  he  was  appointed  Secre- 
tary of  the  National  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  and  during  the  same  year  and  also 
in  1912  taught  Spanish  in  the  Normal 
School  for  Teachers.  Since  1912  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Jury  for  the 
National  Salons  and  from  ^009  until 
1913,  belonged  to  the  st^ff  of  the  daily 
paper  La  Nacion  as  art'crilidt  . 

In  1910,  while  holding  his  post  in  the 
Ministry  of  Justice  and  Education,  he 
was  appointed  to  go  to  Europe  on  a 
mission  of  propaganda  and  during  his 
sojourn  abroad  gave  lectures  in  Lisbon 
and  other  cities  and  wrote  for  various 
papers,  among  them  //  Secolo  XIX  of 
Genoa  and  Paris- Journal  of  the  French 
Capital.  Immediately  upon  returning  to 
his  country  he  founded  and  edited  an 
art  periodical  called  Pallas  which  con- 
tained articles  by  the  best  Spanish 
and  Spanish-American  writers,  such  as 
Ruben  Dario,  Ricardo  Rojas,  Eduardo 
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Talero,  Joaquin  de  Vedia  and  others. 

In  191 1  he  taught  for  a  short  time  as 
substitute-Professor  of  the  History  of 
Art  in  the  National  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts,  and  he  has  also  lectured  fre- 
quently on  artistic  subjects  in  the  Na- 
tional Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

In  addition  to  a  great  number  of  ar- 
ticles, sketches  and  short  stories  in  the 
newspapers  and  magazines,  Sr.  Chiap- 
pori  has  published  the  following  books : 
Borde^hnd,  a  series  of  stories,  1917;  La 
eterna  angustia,  a  novel,  1908;  La  be- 
lleza  invisible,  his  first  volume  of  com- 
ments on  art,  1919.  A  volume  of 
sketches  of  the  artistic  development  of 
the  last  decade  in  Argentina  is  now  in 
press  under  the  title  El  salon  del  Re  tiro. 
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ROSA   BAZAN   DE   CAMARA 

Authoress. 

Rosa  Bazan  de  Camara,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Vicente  Bazan,  was  born  in  the 
city  of  La  Rioja,  the  capital  of  the 
province  of  that  name,  was  educated 
in  the  Sacred  Heart  School  of  Cordoba 
and  married  in  Buenos  Aires  where 
she  lives. 

Sefiora  Bazan  de  Camara  has  contri- 
buted much  to  the  intellectual  move- 
ment among  Argentine  women:  she  has 
given  courses  of  lectures  before  the 
Council  of  Women,  before  various  re- 
ligious clubs  and  before  audiences  in 
the  University  of  Buenos  Aires,  on 
Aesthetics  and  Greek  Literature. 

She  has  also  written  much,  especially 
in  the  field  of  short  stories,  and  a  col- 
lection of  these,  entitled  Prados  de  oro, 
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Barcelona,  19 19,  has  been  received  with 
an  unusual  measure  of  praise.  She  has 
now  in  press  her  lectures  on  Aesthetics 
and  Literature. 
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ALFREDO  ANTONIO  BIANCHI 

Writer;  journalist, 

Alfredo  Antonio  Bianchi,  the  son 
of  Antonio  Bianchi,  an  Italian  settled 
in  Argentina,  and  Rosa  Sosa,  an  Ar- 
gentine, was  born  on  the  sixth  of  April, 
1882,  in  the  city  of  Rosario,  Province 
of  Santa  Fe.  There  he  began  his  edu- 
cation in  the  primary  schools  and  the 
Colegio  Nacional,  but  for  his  later  stu- 
dies went  to  Buenos  Aires  where  he  at- 
tended the  Colegio  Nacional,  which 
granted  him  the  Bachelor's  degree,  and 
the  University  which  conferred  the 
degree  of  Licenciate  in  Letters  upon 
him  in  1908. 

From  1904  to  1907  he  was  an  ac- 
tive journalist,  belonging  to  the  staff 
of  David  Pena's  Diario  Nuevo  and« 
later  to  that  of  La  Prensa,  but  upon! 
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being  appointed  to  a  post  in  the  Muni- 
cipal Administration  he  abandoned  daily 
journalism  to  devote  himself  to  his  new 
occupation.   He  is  now  the  Secretary  of 
an    important   Municipal    Committee  — 
that  of  Estimate. 

But   his   literary   temperament   could 
not   remain    inactive,    and   in    1907   he 
founded,  together  with   Seiior  Roberto 
Giusti,   Nosofros,  considered  the   lead- 
ing Argentine   magazine,   to  which  he 
is  a  regular  contributor. 
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PABLO  CURATELLA  MANES 

Sculptor. 

Pablo  Curatella  Manes,  the  son  of 
Antonio   Curatella,   a  son  of  Venossa, 
and  Clara  Manes,  a  native  of  Masquita 
in  Italy,  was  born  on  the  fourteenth  of 
December,   1891,  in  La  Plata.    One  of 
his  Italian  ancestors  was  a  sculptor  and 
at  an  early  age   Curatela  Manes  was 
impelled  to  follow  his  vocation.  He  stu- 
died in  the  National  Academy  of  Fin6 
Arts   in  Buenos  Aires,  worked  in  the 
studies  of  Dresco  and  Correa  Morales 
and  showed  so  much   promise  that  in 
191 1  the  government  gave  him  a  scho- 
larship   which    enabled    him    to    study 
abroad.    He  went  first  to  Florence  and 
thence,  in  a  leisurely  journey,  studied 
the  museums  of  Paris,  Madrid,  London, 
Brussels,  Dresden,  Rotterdam  and  other 
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cities.  Still  later  he  extended  his  stu- 
dies to  the  sculpture  of  Egypt,  the 
Orient  and  the  ancient  civilizations  of 
the  New  World  —  the  Aztec  and  Inca. 

In  19 14  he  settled  in  Paris  and  there 
studied  under  Maurice  Denis,  Bourdell 
and  Drisvier. 

Meantime,  beginning  in  191 1,  h^  was 
exhibiting  his  work  both  in  Europe  and 
in  Argentina,  and  though  his  works  are 
not  numerous  they  include  some  notable 
pieces.  Among  these  are  Maternidad, 
which  is  in  the  Pplyclinic  of  La  Plata; 
Dr,  Semprun,  3l  portrait  bust,  in  the 
Muniz  Hospital;  Pensativa,  an  ideal 
head;  Familia,  a  group,  and  Estudio, 
which  was  awarded  the  Third  Prize  in 
the  Buenos  Aires  Salon  of  1919. 
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ANTONIO  F.  PlfJERO 

Publicist;  physician. 

Antonio  F,  Pinero,  the  son  of  Juan 
Piiiero  and  Carmen  Peralta,  a  des- 
cendant of  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
families  of  the  Republic,  was  born  in 
1859  in  the  town  of  Lobos,  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires,  and  was  educated  in  the 
Capital  at  the  San  Jose  School  and 
the  University.  There  he  had  a  dis- 
tinguished .  career  and  graduated  as 
Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1884  with  the 
highest  rank  and  the  Gold  Medal  for 
scholarship.  He  went  on  to  Paris  and 
repeated  his  achievement  at  the  Sor- 
bonne  where  also  he  won  the  first  place 
and  the  Gold  Medal. 

On  his  return  to  Argentina  he  en- 
tered upon  a  career  of  success,  both  in 
the   practice   of  his  profession   and   in 
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public  life.    As  a  physician  he  >yas  ap- 
pointed Head  of  the  Scientific  Congress 
in  Paris  in  1897  and  was  selected  as  phy- 
sician to  General  Mitre,  then  the  first 
citizen  of  Argentina,  and  retained  the 
relation    until    the    General's    death    in 
1906.     As   a   public   man   he   has   been 
active  in  journalism,  as  one  of  the  ad- 
visers of  La  Nacion,  and  also  in  legisla- 
tion ;  he  :was  a  member  of  the  Chamber 
of  Be{)>flies  in  1906  and  there  presented 
bills,  several  of  which  became  law,  on 
copyright,  education,  the  care  of  child- 
rW' and  the  Behuco  system  of  crema- 
tion. 

Dr.   Pinero  has   had  a  high   reputa- 
tion as  an  orator  and  has  written  for- 
cibly and  acceptably,  both  on  scientific 
topics,  including  artificial  lactation,  and 
on  biographical  topics,  such  as  the  life 
and  works  of  Don  Emilio  Mitre. 
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CARLOS  MALBRAN 

Physician. 

Carlos  Malbran  was  born  in  Cata- 
marca  and  was  educated  there  in  the 
Primary  School  and  the  Colegio  Nacio- 
nal,  but  upon  receiving  his  Bachelor's 
degree  went  to  Buenos  Aires  and  en- 
tered the  Faculty  of  Medicine  which 
granted  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  in  1887,  after  presenting  his 
thesis  on  La  patologia  del  colera. 

From  1882  to  1886  he  was  Interne 
in  one  or  other  of  the  hospitals  of  Bue- 
nos Aires;  in  1887  he  was  appointed 
official  Delegate  of  the  Argentine  Gov- 
ernment to  study  and  combat  Cholera 
in  the  Province  of  Mendoza  and  upon 
arriving  there  was  chosen  by  the  local 
Government  to  act  as  Chief  for  the  De- 
partment of  San  Rafael. 
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Immediately  after  his  return  to  Bue- 
nos Aires  in  1889  he  won  the  competi- 
tion for  the  position  of  member  of  the 
Staff  of  the  Emergency  Hospital  and 
during  the  same  year  became  a  member 
of  the  Committee  for  cleaning  up  the 
city  of  Buenos  Aires.  Three  years  later 
he  was  appointed  Technical  Inspector 
of  Hygiene  of  the  Municipal  Board  of 
Health,  being  at  that  time  Chief  of  the 
Laboratory  of  the  National  Department 
of  Hygiene. 

In  r8o2  he  was  sent  to  Europe  as  Ar- 
gentine Delegate  to  study  the  •  use  of 
serums  in  combating  Tuberculosis  and 
Diphtheria  and  on  his  return  in  1896 
was  appointed  Head  of  the  National 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum. 

Besides  these  posts,  Dr.  Malbran  has 
held  that  of  Chief  of  the  Delegation  to 
study  the  Bubonic  Plague  in  Paraguay 
in  1899.  There  he  became  infected,  but 
^s  soon  as  he  recovered  he  went  on 
with  his  investigations.  In  1900  he  re- 
presented the  Argentine  Republic  at  the 
International    Sanitary   Convention   be- 
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tween   Argentina,   Uruguay   and  Para- 
guay; in  1902  he  was  Chairmah  of  the 
National   Conference  to  combat   Mala- 
ria; in  1903  he  was  a  member  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Hydrology;  in 
1905  ^  he    served    on    the     Committee 
created  to  administer  the  law  providing 
for  one  day's  rest  in  the  week;  in  1905 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  to 
study  the  Lignieres  vaccine;  in  1906  he 
was  Chairman  of  the  National  Confe- 
rence on  Leprosy;  in  1907  he  was  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
of   the  city   of   Buenos   Aires,   and   in 
1908  a  member  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee on  Behring's  Tulase-Lactine. 

From   1901   to   1909  Doctor  Malbran 
was  a  member  of  the  Argentine  Com- 
mittees bn  the  international  congresses 
of  Science,  Medicine  and  Public  Health 
of  I^tin  America,  which  met  in  San- 
tiago,   Buenos   Aires,    Montevideo   and 
Rio  de  Janeiro.   In  1910  he  was  a  mem- 
ber  of  the  Central   Committee   on  ar- 
rangements for  the  International  Con- 
gress of  Medicine  and  Hygiene  in  Bue- 
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nos  Aires  and  acted  as  Chairman  of 
the  section  of  Hygiene  in  the  same 
Congress. 

He  has  devoted  himself  to  his  pro- 
fession, not  seeking  public  office,  but 
served  from  1910  to  1919  as  National 
Senator  for  Catamarca. 

Dr.  Malbran  has  published  many 
pamphlets  on  medical  topics  and  is 
an  active  correspondent  of  important 
scientific  publications  in  Europe.  Ever 
since  his  early  days  as  physician  lie  has 
belonged  to  the  Faculty  of  Medical 
Sciences,  in  which  he  has  been  titular 
Professor  of  Bacteriolop%  as  well  as 
Councillor  and  vice-Dean  of  the  Fa- 
culty.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Academy 

of  Medicine. 
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ENRIQUE  BANCHS 

Poet. 

Enrique  Banchs,  one  of  the  fore- 
most poets  of  the  present  generation  in 
Argentina,  was  born  on  the  eighth  of 
February,  1888,  in  Buenos  Aires  and 
was  educated  there  in  the  schools  of 
the  city. 

He  recognized  his  vocation  as  poet  at 
an  early  age  and  began  writing  verses 
while  he  was  still  a  boy:  at  the  age  of 
nineteen  he  published  his  first  volume, 
Las  harcas,  which,  in  spite  of  imperfec- 
tions, demonstrated  his  gifts  of  imagi- 
nation and  his  mastery  of  phrase.  It 
revealed  also  his  attitude  toward  life 
—  a  simple,  sincere,  worshipful  mood 
of  acceptation  and  delight  in  nature. 
His  later  books  have  shown  a  growing 
control    over    his    instrument  —  an    in- 
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creasing  delicacy  and  precision  of 
phrase  and  a  greater  clarity  and  certi- 
tude of  thought.  In  1908  he  published 
his  second  volume,  entitled  El  libra  de 
los  elogios;  in-  1909  appeared  El  cos- 
cabel  del  halcon  and  in  1910  his  fourth 
volume,  La  urna,  was  issued  —  all  being 
published  in  Buenos  Aires.  Since  that 
date  Sr.  Banchs  has  continued  to  con- 
tribute occasional  poems  to  the  maga- 
zines, but  they  have  not  been  collected 
for  publication  in  book  form. 
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GUSTAVO  J.  FRANCESCHI 

Clergyman;  author, 

Gustavo  J.  Franceschi,  the  son  of 
Juan  Franceschi  and  Cora  Enriqueta 
Arier,  was  born  on  the  twenty-eighth  of 
July,  1881,  in  Paris,  but  was  brought  in 
his  infancy  to  Argentina  >vhere  he  grew 
up  and  became  a  citizen.  There  also  he 
was  educated  in  the  Seminario  Ponti- 
ficio  of  Buenos  Aires  where  he  studied 
from  1892  until  1904  and  was  ordained. 
Father  Franceschi  has  devoted  spe- 
cial attention  to  the  problems  of  labor, 
labor  unions,  workmen's  cooperative  or- 
ganizations, socialism,  syndicalism  and 
other  modern  forms  of  collectivism.  He 
is  regarded  as  an  authority  on  these  and 
allied  topics  on  which  he  is  sought  as  a 
lectures  in  other  dioceses  as  wall  as  in 
that  of  Buenos  Aires. 
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He  is  Professor  of  Psychology  and 
of  the  History  of  I-regal  Institutions  in 
the  Catholic  University  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res; he  is  ecclesiastical  adviser  of  the 
League  for  the  Protection  of  Young 
Women,  and  served  as  technical  adviser 
to  the  Catholic  American  Congress  on 
Syndicalism  held  at  Buenos  Aires  in 
1919. 

He  has  been  active  both  as  editor  and 
writer:  as  editor  he  has  had  charge  of 
the  publications  of  the  Argentine  Catho- 
lic Union,  including  the  Social  Registry 
—  a  collection  of  information  on  mat- 
ters of  social  interest  —  and  the  Biblio- 
teca  Sociologica;  as  writer  he  has  pro- 
duced a  great  number  of  articles  and 
pamphlets  on  social  and  religious  ques- 
tions and,  in  addition  to  these,  the  fol- 
lowing books:  La  funcion  social  de 
la  propiedad  privada  en  la  Republica 
Argentina,  191 7;  El  espiritualismo  en 
la  literatura  francesa  contempordnea, 
IQ17;  La  Iglesia  y  la  democracia,  191 7; 
Los  centros  de  e  studios  so  dales,  1920. 
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ROBERTO  WERNICKE 

# 

Physician, 

Roberto  Wernick,  the  son  of  Rober- 
to Wernicke  and  Ida  Baltz,  was  born  in 
Buenos  Aires  and  while  yet  a  child  was 
taken  to  Germany,  whire  he  studied  at 
the  University  of  Jena  which  granted 
him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
in  1876,  validated  in  Buenos  Aires  in 
1884. 

In  1890  he  was  appointed  Professor 
of  General  Pathology  in  the  School  of 
Medicine,  a  post  -which  he  held  for 
twenty-seven  years ;  he  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Medical 
School,  President  of  the  Argentine 
Medical  Club  and  President  of  the  Aca- 
demy of  Medicine. 

The  work  which  has  made  Dr.  Wer- 
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nicke's  name  known  in  Argentina  was 
dqne  in  long  years  of  study  and  teach- 
ing in  the  fields  of  bacteriology.  He 
was  the  first  Argentine  physician  to  see 
the  microbes  under  the  lense  of  the 
microscope  and  was  the  first  to  declare 
war  against  those  deadly  and  invisible 
enemies  of  man.  Being  the  pioneer  in 
Buenos  Aires  of  anatomo-pathological 
studies  he  taught  pathological-histology 
and  bacteriology,  closely  following  the 
researches  of  European  scientists  such 
as  Pasteur  and  Koch.  He  established 
a  laboratory  in  the  premises  of  the  So- 
ciedad  Rural  which  was  attended  by 
many  physicians  and  students,  and 
which  served  not  only  for  the  study  of 
human  parasitology,  but  also  for  re- 
searches in  cattle  parasitol9gy. 

In  1907,  after  many  years  of  an  ac- 
tive career,  he  presented  his  resigna- 
tion to  the  post  he  held  in  the  Medical 
School  and  retired  to  private  life  and 
to  his  private  practise.  No  sooner  had 
he  expressed  his  wish  to  retire  than  a 
special  committee  was  appointed  to  or- 
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ganize  a  public  act  of  homage  to  the 
great  scientist  and  on  the  thirtieth  of 
October,  1907,  a  great  meeting  was  held 
in  his  honor  in  the  hall  of  ceremonies  of 
the  Medical  School  where  he  received  a 
diploma  as  Honorary  Professor  and  an 
engrossed  address  containing  the  signa- 
tures of  many  of  his  colleagues  and 
pupils. 

He  has  held  many  honorific  commis- 
sions :  he  was  vice-President  of  the  First 
and  President  of  the  Second  Latin-Ame- 
rican Congress;  President  of  the  Aca- 
demy of  Medicine;  member  of  National 
Council  of  Hygiene,  and  Honorary 
member  of  the  Sociedad  Rural. 

Doctor  Wernicke  has  written  short 
monographs  on  scientific  subjects,  such 
as  carbuncles,  distomatosis,  estrongi- 
losis  and  act'inomicosis,  but  has  not  pub- 
lished any  books. 
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ADOLFO  NOCETI 

Physician;  oculist. 

Adolfo  Noceti  was  born  on  the 
twenty-third  of  August,  1877,  in  the 
city  of  Buenos  Aires  and  there  was 
educated  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  and 
the  University  where  he  obtained  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1903 
on  presenting  his  thesis  entitled  Vias 
opticas. 

DcJctor  Noceti  has  devoted  himself 
strictly  to  his  specialty  and  has  won  a 
foremost  place  among  the  oculists  of 
Argentina.    He  has  served  as  Head  of 


the  Clinic  in  the  Medical  School  and 
since  191 2  has  been  substitute-Professor 
of  Clinical  Ophthalmology. 

He  has  also  written  on  topics  con- 
nected with  ophthalmology  and  is  the 
author  of  Tuberculosis  del  bulbo;  Re- 
fraccion  ocular,  and  Blefanopatia. 
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ZEN6N  BUSTOS 


Bishop. 


Zenon  Bustos,  the  son  of  Torcuato 
Bustos  and  Eufrasia  Ferreyra,  was  born 
on  the  twenty-sixth  of  October,  1850, 
in  the  town  of  Punilla,  Province  of 
Cordoba;  and  was  educated  in  the  city 
of  Cordoba,  at  the  College  of  the  Fran- 
ciscans. He  became  a  member  of  the 
Order,  was  ordained  Priest  in  1874  and 
began  to  teach  in  the  College,  where  he 
long  occupied  the  chairs  of  Canon  Law 
and  Theology.  During  the  later  years  of 
his  teaching  he  was  interrupted  by  heing 
chosen  on  three  occasions  to  act  as 
Guardian  of  the  Cdnvent  of  Cordoba 
and  in  1905  he  was  appointed  Bishop  of 
Cordoba,  but  he  has  recently  been 
obliged  to  relinquish  his  episcopal  duties 
by  reason  of  infirm  health. 
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Bishop  Bustos  has  written  much  — 
chiefly  in  the  field  of  history  to  which 
he  has  devoted  himself  and  in  which  he 
has  produced  many  pamphlets  and  an 
extensive  work  —  the  Annies  de  l<i  Uni- 
versidad  de  Cordoba,  2  vols.,  Cordoba, 
1912. 
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RODOLFO  MORENO 

Public  man;  journalist. 

RoDOLFO  MoRENO;  a  descendant  of 
that  Mariano  Moreno  who  was  Secre- 
tary of  the  first  Committee  of  Gk)vern- 
ment  of  Argentina  in  1810,  was  edu- 
cated at  the  University  of  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  obtained  his  degree  of  Advo- 
cate summa  cum  laude  and  presented  a 
thesis  on  Proteccionismo  industrial. 

He  settled  in  the  city  of  La  Plata 
and  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his 
profession  and  of  politics.  He  occupied 
himself  for  a  time  also  with  journalism, 
as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  El  Tiempo, 
but  set  this  aside  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  to  a  section  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  He  has  done  service 
also  in  the  academic  world;  in  1905  he 
was  appointed  Secretary  and  Professor 
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of  Civil  Law  in  the  Law  Faculty  of  the 
University;  in  1907  he  was  made  Pro- 
fessor of  Criminal  Law  in  the  Law 
School  of  the  University  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res and  soon  afterwards  elected  to  its 
Council. 

In  1907  the  Government  commis- 
sioned him  to  inspect  the  harbor  of  La 
Plata  and  to  visit  the  Patagonian  ports 
with  a  view  to  establishing  local  cus- 
toms-houses. Several  years  later  he 
held  the  post  of  Minister  of  Public 
Works  and  Minister  of  Government  in 
the  Cabinet  of  the  Province  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  in  191 6  was  elected  National 
Deputy. 

In  addition  to  his  early  relation  to 
El  Tiempo  he  was  for  a  time  editor  of 
La  Argentina;  he  has  written  many  ar- 
ticles and  is  the  author  of  two  books: 
La  ley  penal  argentina,  Buenos  Aires, 
1903,  and  Enfermedades  de  la  politica 
argentina,  Buenos  Aires,  1905. 
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EDUARDO  AGUIRRE 

Civil  Engineer. 

Eduardo  Aguirre,  the  son  of  Spanish 
parents,  Marcelino  Aguirre  and  Matilde 
Errasquin,  was  born  on  the  eighteenth 
of  April,  1857,  in  Buenos  Aires  and 
educated  in  the  schools  of  the  city  and 
the  University,  where  he  obtained  his 
degree  as  Civil  Engineer  in  1878. 

In  the  same  year  he  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Mineralogy,  Geology  and 
Physics ;  in  1886  he  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Academy  of  the  Faculty  of 
Science  of  which  he  served,  during  the 
years  1903  to  1906  as  vice-Dean,  Trea- 
surer, and  Dean;  in  1892  he  was  elected 
President  of  the  Argentine  Scientific 
Society  and  also  appointed  Professor  of 
Topogfraphy  in  the  Military  School 
where  he  continued  until  1889;  in  1894 
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he  was  appointed  Teacher  of  Physics  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional  and  taught  there 
until  1910,  and  in  1900  he  taught  Topo- 
graphy in  the  War  College. 

Sr.  Aguirre  has  held  public  positions 
of  importance;  in  1903  he  served  as 
Head  of  the  Municipal  Department  of 
Public  Works;  from  1903  until  1907 
he  was  Counsellor  of  the  Municipal 
Government,  and  in  1916  he  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  to  the  Municipal  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

He  has  also  executed  engineering 
works :  in  1883  he  had  charge  of  boring 
artesian  wells,  of  the  installation  of 
running  water  and  sewers  in  the  city 
of  La  Plata  and  made  the  studies  of 
the  Sierra  of  Olavarria  and  Tandil  for 
constructing  reservoirs. 

Though  he  has  published  no  book,  he 
has  written  a  number  of  pamphlets  on 
geology  and  mineralogy.

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MATtAS  SANCHEZ  SORONDO 

Jurisconsult;  teacher. 

MatIas  SAnchez  Sorondo  was  born 
in  1880  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  grew  up  and  was  educated  at 
the  University  which  granted  him  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1900. 

He  has  held  official  posts  of  im- 
portance: he  served  for  a  time  as  Se- 
cretary of  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies;  he 
was  Secretary  of  the  Fourth  Pan-Ame- 
rican Conference;  Secretary  of  the 
Embassy  to  Brazil;  Member  of  the 
National  Board  of  Education  (1913), 
and  Director  General  of  Schools  for 
the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires. 

In  the  academic  •  world  his  talents 
have  been  recognized  by  appointment  to  a 
Professorship  in  the  University  and  also 
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by  election  to  the  Council  of  the  Law 
School. 

In  1908  he  was  entrusted  by  Peru 
with  the  defence  of  her  interests  in  the 
suit  with  Bolivia. 

In  191 8  he  was  elected  National  De- 
puty for  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires 
and  sustained  a  vigorous  opposition  to 
the  policies  of  President  Yrigoyen. 

Dr.  Sanchez  Sorondo  is  the  author 
of  the  Codigo  Rural  of  the  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires. 
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EMILTO  NARCISO  CASARES 

Man  of  affairs, 

Emilio  Narciso  Casares,  the  son  of 
Vicente  A.  Casares  and  Maria  Ignacia 
Martinez,  was  born  on  the  twenty-ninth 
of  April,  1848,  in  Buenos  Aires  and  was 
educated  there  in  the  Parodi,  the  Ne- 
grotto  and  the  English  private  Schools. 

From  1889,  when  he  joined  his  father 
in  the  cattle  business,  his  chief  interests 
have  been  commercial  and  financial,  but 
he  has  served  also  in  public  positions: 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Naval  Com- 
mission in  1891  and  1892  and  for  three 
periods  was  a  member  of  the  Municipal 
Council.  In  1903  he  established  in 
London  the  house  of  Emilio  N,  Casa- 
res e  hijos  which  General  Roca  called 
"a  piece  of  the  fatherland."  At  this 
time  also  Sr.  Casares  conducted  a  vi- 
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gorous  and  effective  propaganda  in  the 
press  for  Argentina  and  her  products. 
On  two  occasions  he  was  commissioned 
by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of 
Btienos  Aires  to  sign  the  documents  for 
government  loans. 

He  has  served  as  Honorary  President 
of  the  South- American  Bank-Note  Com- 
pany and  hjae  been  the  representative  of 
the  Argentina  Government  on  the  board 
of   directors  of   the    Trasandine   Rail- 
way in   Ix)ridon.    He  was  one   of  the 
eighteen  founders   of  the  Jockey   Club 
of  Buenos  Aires. 
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MIGUEL  DE  ANDREA 

Bishop. 

Miguel  de  Andrea  was  born  on  the 
fiftt  of  July,  1877,  in  the  town  of  Na- 
varro,  Province   of   Buenos  Aires,   fa- 
mous as  the  place  where  Dorrego  was 
shot   (Dec.   13,  1828). 
'   He  dedicated  himself  to  the  Church 
and  went  for  his  early  education  to  the 
Seminary   of   Buenos  Aires.    On   com- 
pleting the  course  there  he  went  on  to 
Rome    where    he    studied   in    the    Gre- 
gorian University,  received  his  degfree 
of    Doctor   of    Ecclesiastical   Law   and 
was  ordained  Priest  in  1899. 

On   his   return   to   Buenos   Aires   he 
was  first  appointed  Qiaplain  to  the  Mo- 
nastery of  the  Dominican  Monks  of  the 
Church   of  Santa  Catalina  de  Sena,  being 
made  at  the  same  time  Private  Secre- 
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tary  to  Archbishop  Espinosa;  in  191 1 
he  was  appointed  Parish  Priest  of  San 
Miguel  to  succeed  Bishop  Orzali  who 
had  been  designated  for  the  Diocese  of 
Cuyo,  and  somewhat  later  took  charge 
of  the  Workmen's  Clubs  and  was  one 
of  the  organizers  of  meetings  in  the 
streets  and  squares  of  the  city.  He  was 
also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Argen- 
tine Catholic  Union  and  promoted  'the 
great  national  collection  for  the  poor. 
In  recognition  of  his  energy  and 
talents  he  was  designated  Bishop  in 
partibus  and  consecrated  on  the  eigh- 
teenth of  June,  1920. 
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JOSfi  ANTONIO  ESTEVES 

Physician;  teacher. 

Josi  Antonio  Estf.ves  was  born  in 
Buenos  Aires  and  educated  there  in 
the  School  of  the  Saviour,  the  Colegto 
Narional  and  the  University  where  he 
won  his  degree-  as  Doctor  in  1887,  on 
presenting  a  thesis  on  La  sifiUs  y  las 
enfermedades  venireas  en  Buenos  Ai- 
res, and  won  also  the  Gold  Medal 
awarded  annually  for  scholarship. 

He  gained  his  hospital  experience  as 
Interne  in  the  National  Clinical  Hospital 
and  the  Isolation  Station,  of  which  later 
he  was  made  Assistant  Physician. 

He  has  specialized  in  nervous  dis- 
orders: in  1889  he  was  appointed  sub- 
stitute-Professor of  Nervous  Ailments 
and  Head  of  the  Neurological  Clinic; 
in  1907  he  was  made  Professor  Extra- 
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ordinary,  and  in  1913  titular  Professor 
of  Clinical  Neurology. 

Dr.  Esteves  is  an  occasional  contri- 
butor to  the  professional  journals,  in- 
cluding the  Annals  of  the  Medical  Club 
and  the  magazine  of  the   Medical   So- 
ciety   of    Buenos    Aires,    and    Progres 
Medicate  and  Iconographie  de  la  Salpe- 
triere  of  Paris.

Journalist. 

Jorge  A.  Mitre,  the  son  of  Adolfo 
Mitre  and  Angelica  Mendez,  and  grand- 
son of  the  famous  soldier,  statesman 
and  author,  General  Bartolome  Mitre, 
was  born  on  the  third  of  July,  1884,  in 
the  city  of  Buenos  Aires.  There  also 
he  was  educated  at  the  School  of  the 
Saviour  and  the  University  where  he 
read  Law. 

He  chose  journalism  for  his  profes- 
sion and,  after  a  voyage  to  Europe,  en- 
tered the  office  of  the  well' known  daily 
paper  of  Buenos  Aires  La  Nacion  which 
was  founded  by  his  grandfather  in  1870, 
and  has  since  devoted  himself  entirely 
to  the  paper  of  which  he  is  now  Di- 
rector. 
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of   the   Academy   and   of   the    Council 
of  the  Medical  School. 

In  addition  to  many  professional  ar-. 
tides  and  monographs,  Dr.  Sicardi  has 
written  the  following  books:  Libra  ex- 
trano,  poems,  1894;  Hacia  la  justicia,  a 
tragedy  in  verse,  1903;  Perdida,  191 1;

Civil  Engineer. 

Manuel  BenjamIn  Bahia  was  born 
in  Buenos  Aires  and  educated  there  in 
the  schools  of  the  city  and  her  Univer- 
sity where  he  studied  in  the  Faculty  of 
Physical  and  Mathematical  Sciences  and 
graduated  with '  the  title  of  Civil  En- 
gineer in  the  year  1883. 

In  1885  he  was  appointed  Professor 
of  Physics  in  the  Faculty  of  Engineer- 
ing; in  1889,  after  the  death  of  Doctor 
Miguel  Puiggari,  he  was  appointed  ti- 
tular academic  member  of  the  same  Fa- 
culty; in  189T  he  received  his  appoint- 
ment as  member  of  the  Superior  Council 
of  the  University;  from  August,  1902, 
until  May,  1906,  he  was  Director  Gen- 
eral of  the  Schools  of  the  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires  and  President  of  the  Gen- 
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eral  Council  of  Education  of  the  same 
province;  in  191 1  he  was  made  Director 
General  of  Secondary  Education. 

Among  his  most  important  acts  while 
in  charge  of  the  provincial  schools  were 
the  creation  of  the  School  Medical  In- 
spection, the  project  for  educational 
reform  in  the  Province  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res, and  the  completion  of  a  census.

Lawyer;  teacher; 
writer. 

Juan  Alvarez,  the  son  of  Serafin 
Alvarez  and  Felipa  Arques,  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Gualeguaychii  on  the  third 
of  September,  1878.  His  early  education 
completed,  he  entered  the  University  of 
Buenos  Aires  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1898  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Jurisprudence. 

In  191 3  he  was  appointed  Federal  Judge 
of  RosariOy  where  he  also  served  as 
Director  of  the  Third  Municipal  Census 
and  Founder  and  First  Director  of  the 
Argentine  Library. 

Dr.  Alvarez  is  a  Corresponding  Mem- 
ber of  the  History  and  Numismatics 
Club  of  Buenos  Aires. 

As  Professor  of  History  in  the  Cole- 

• 
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gio  Nacional  of  Rosario,  a  post  which 
he  has  held  since  1916,  he  has  pursued 
researches  into  the  history  of  the  Pro- 
vince: Among  his  published  works  are:

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TOMAS  VALLfiE 

Brigadier  General. 

TomAs  Vallee,  the  son  of  Jorge  Va- 
llee  and  Maria  Cavanagh,  was  born  in 
Carmen  de  Areco  on  the  first  of  Janua- 
ry, 1871,  and  received  his  education  in 
the  Academia  Britdnica,  the  Colegio 
Nuevo,  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the 
Colegio  Militar  of  Buenos  Aires. 

Beginning  his  military  career  as  a 
private  in  1885,  he  rose  successively  to 
be  Corporal,  Sergeant  in  1886,  Second 
Lieutenant  in  1888,  First  Lieutenant  in 
1891,  Captain  in  1895,  Major  in  1899, 
Lieutenant  Colonel  in  1904,  Colonel  in 
1909,  and  Brigadier  General  in  1913. 

During  this  period  he  held  many  im- 
portant appointments :  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Chilean  Boundary  Commission  of 
1894;  in  command  of  the  forces  which 
constructed   the   highway  between   Ge- 
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neral  Acha  and  Chos  Malal  in  1896; 
Member  of  the  Commission  on  Arma- 
ments in  Europe  from  1898  to  190 1 ; 
Delegate  for  the  Chilean  Compact  of 
May,  1902;  Professor  of  Artillery  in 
the  School  of  War,  1904-05;  Director 
of  the  Artillery  School,  1905-09;  Chief 
of  the  Secretary's  Office  in  the  Minis- 
try of  War  in  1906;  member  of  the  Mi- 
litary Mission'^,  the  United  States  in 
1907;  Inspector,  6f  Artillery,  1909-13; 
Military  Delegate  to  the  Chilean  Cen- 
tennial celebration  in  1910;  Military 
Attache  of  the  Argentine  Embassy  in 
Brazil,  1910;  Head  of  the  Military  Ca- 
binet from  1913  to  1915;  and  Quarter- 
master General,  1915-1916. 

General  Vallee  is  the  author  of  Re- 
glamento  de  tiro  de  Armas  portdtiles, 
1907;  Reglamento  de  tiro  de  ArtiUeria, 
1908;  Adaraciones,  1909;  Resolucion  de 
Temas,  (2  vols.)  1912. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Jockey  Club, 
the  Military  Club,  the  Equestrian  Club, 
the  Circulo  de  Armas,  the  Mar  del  Plata 
Club,  and  the  Ocean  Club. 
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LEOPOLDO  LUGONES 

Author;  poet. 

Leopoi-do  Lucones,  the  son  of  San- 
tiago Lugones  and  Custodia  Argiiello, 
was  born  on  the  thirteenth  of  June, 
1874,  in  the  village  of  Rio  Seco,  Pro- 
vince of  Cordoba.  There,  in  the  city 
of  Cordoba,  he  had  his  primary  educa- 
tion and  entered  the  Colegio  Nacional 
where  he  continued  until  the  fourth 
year. 

He  was  only  sixteen  years  old  when, 
irresistibly  attracted  to  the  literary 
career  which  he  then  thought  could  be 
won  in  journalism,  he  entered  the  staff 
of  the  daily  paper  El  Interior,  of  Cor- 
doba— edited  by  Doctor  Figueroa  Alcor- 
ta  who  some  years  later  was  to  be  the 
President  of  Argentina — and  there  made 
so  conspicuous  a  success  from  the  very 
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first,   that  his   colleagues  predicted   his 
future  triumphs. 

The  provincial  environment  was,  how- 
ever, too  narrow  for  him,  and  in  1895, 
when  he  was  twenty-two  years  of  age 
and  had  been  active  in  journalism  for 
six  years,  he  removed  to  the  Capital  and 
joined  the  staff  of  El  Tiempo. 

Two  years  later  he  was  appointed  to 
an  official  position  in  the  Postal  and 
Telegraph  service,  where  he  was  pro- 
meted  to  be  Inspector  and  finally  Chief 
Inspector  a  post  which  he  retained  until 
1900;  from  1900  to  1902  he  was  Inspec- 
tor of  Secondary  and  Normal  Edu- 
cation and  from  1902  to  1904  he  was 
acting  General  Inspector. 

Meantime  he  was  adding  to  his  re- 
putation as  a  writer  of  prose  and  verse 
which  was  eagerly  read  by  the  public 
and  sought  by  the  publishers  of  news- 
papers and  magazines. 

In  1906  he  made  his  first  voyage  to 
Europe,  visiting  France,  Germany,  Swe- 
den and  Norway.  Again  in  191 1  he  left 
for    Europe    and    established    his    resi- 
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dence  in  Paris,  where  during  the  first 
months  of  19 14  he  founded  La  Revue 
Sudamericaine  a  periodical  which  from 
its  first  number  won  much  popular 
success.  It  contained  articles  by  some  of 
the  best-known  writers  of  France, 
among  them  the  former  Prime  Minis- 
ter, M.  Georges  Clemenceau.  The  pub- 
licatidfi  only  reached -its  seventh  num- 
ber before  it  was  interrupted  by  the 
Great  War.  Lugones  then  returned  to 
Buenos  Aires  where  he  joined  the  dis- 
tinguished group  which  made  a  cam- 
paign against  German  Imperialism  and 
in  favor  of  the  Allied  Cause  in  the 
War. 

In  191 5  he  was  appointed  Director  of 
the  National  Library  for  Teachers,  and 
accomplished  much  for  the  good  of  the 
institution:  when  he  accepted  the  post, 
the  Library  was  visited  by  23,000  per- 
sons yearly;  in  1919  that  number  was 
more  than  doubled.  He  has  also  greatly 
expanded  the  Children's  Section. 

During  two  years,.  1915  and  1916,  he 
taught  aesthetics  in  the  National  Uni- 
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versity  of  La  Plata  and  he  is  a  charter 
member  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences  of  Cordoba. 

Sr.  Lugones  has  won  a  high  place  in 
the   esteem   of  his   fellow   countrymen, 
among  whom  he  is  frequently  referred 
,  to  as  a  great  intellectual  force.  He  has 
gained  a  reputation  as  a  poet,  a  man  of 
science,    and   an  prator.    His    wdtk   in 
•other  fiields  has  been  that  rather  of  a 
:  popularizer  than  an  original  thinker,  but 
;  as  a  poet  he  has  commanded  attention 
,by    works    which    have    called    forth   a 
I  world  of  critical  comment.  The  first  of 
these  Las  mon tanas  del  oro,  Buenos  Ai- 
res, 1897,  was  the  book  of  a  young  re- 
bel: it  is  marked  by  great  force  and  by 
equal  disregard  for  rule  and  tradition, 
!much  of  it  being  in  effect  vers  libre; 
his   second   book,    Los   crepusculos   del 
jardin,  1905  on  the  other  hand,  was  a 
collection  of  delicate  and  almost  dainty 
verses:  his  third  volume  Lunario  senti- 
mental, 1909,  revealed  another  phase  of 
the  author,  for  in  this  he  found  expres- 
sion for  the  spirit  of  revolt  against  the 
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city  and  for  the  love  of  the  simple  and 
bucolic.  All  of  these  aspects  of  poetry 
reappeared,  more  mature  and  chastened, 
in  his  fourth  volume,  Odas  seculares, 
191 1,  in  which  his  powers  as  a  poet  are 
fully  revealed  and  in  which  there  are 
poems  which  merit  high  praise.  His  two 
later  volumes  El  libro  fiel,  191 5  and 
El  libro  de  los  paisajes,  191 7,  add  no 
new  elements  to  his  artistic  attainment. 
He  has  written,  in  addition  to  many 
articles,  a  long  list  of  books  on  many 
subjects.  It  includes  besides  the  poems 
abready  mentioned:  La  reforma  edu- 
cacional,  a  polemic;  El  imperio  jesuiti- 
CO,  a  historical  essay,  1914;  La  guerra 
gaucha,  1905 ;  Las  fuerzas  extranas,  a 
cosmological  essay,  1906;  Piedras  limi- 
nareSj  1910;  Prometeo,  1910;  Diddctica, 
1910;  Historia  de  Sarmiento,  1910;  Elo- 
gio  de  Ameghino,  191 5;  El  ejercito  de 
la  Iliada,  1915;  El  payador,  1916;  Mi 
beligerancia,  a  collection  of  articles  on 
the  European  War,  191 7;  La  torre  de 
Casandra,  more  war  articles  and  addres- 
ses 1919;  Las  Industrias  de  Atenas,  1919.

ARGENTINES   OF  TO-DAY 

CECILIA  GRIERSON 

Physician. 

Cecilia  Grierson  was  born  on  the 
twenty-second  of  November,  1859,  in 
Buenos  Aires,  studied  in  the  various 
English  schools  of  the  city  and  in  1876 
entered  the  Normal  School  from  which 
she  graduated  in  1878.  In  1882  she  en- 
tered the  Colegio  Nacional  where  she 
obtained  the  Bachelor's  degree  and  pas- 
sed on  to  the  Medical  School  from 
which  she  was  graduated  in  1889 — ^the 
first  Argentine  woman  to  receive  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

Meantime,  from  the  year  1873,  she 
had  been  teaching:  from  1873  to  1876 
she  was  a  teacher  at  Entre  Rios;  after 
graduating  from  the  Normal  School  of 
Buenos  Aires,  she  took  a  special  course 
in  practical  education  at  the  same  school 
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where  later  on  she  became  a  lecturer; 
on  entering  the  Colegio  Nacionat,  she 
became  a  teacher  in  the  evening  schools 
of  Buenos  Aires  and  in  1883  she  was 
appoihted  assistant  in  Histology  to  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  which  position  she 
held  until   1888.  From   1886  until   1891 
she  was  assistant  in  Micrography  at  the 
General  Hospital  and  held  this  post  du- 
ring the  epidemic  of  cholera  in   1886; 
later  she  became  a  staff  Physician  at 
the  Rivadavia  Hospital;  in  1886,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Argentine  Medical 
Association,  she  organized  a  School  for 
Nurses  which  received  official  recogni- 
tion in  1891 — ^the  first  school  of  its  kind 
established  in  Argentina. 

On  receiving  her  medical  degree  she 
was  assigned  tc^  the  Women's  Ward  of 
the  San  Roque  Hospital,  became  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  Infants  and  in  1892  founded  the  Ar- 
gentine First-Aid  Society.  In   1899  she 
was  a  member   of  the   Women's   Con- 
gress of  London  of  which  she  became 
Honorary  vice-President.  While  in  Lon- 
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don  she  was  asked  by  the  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction  to  study  the  institu- 
tions   of    domestic    science,    vocational 
"employment  for  women  and  others  con- 
nected whith  the  practical  training  of 
women.  As  a  result  of  these  studies  she 
published:  Educacion  tecnica  de  la  mti- 
jer.  In  London  she  was  present  at  the 
Congress  for  the  Blind  and  the  first  Eu- 
genic Conference.  In  1907  she  was  ap- 
pointed  Professor   in  the   Lyceum    for 
Women  and  gave  the   first  courses   in 
Domestic  Science  at  this  school;  in  1910 
she  became  President  of  the  Internation- 
al Women's  Congress,  and  in  19 16  re- 
tired from  active  work.

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JOSfi  A.  FRIAS 

Lawyer, 

Jose  A.  Frias,  the  son  of  Uladislao 
Frias  and  Brigida  Zavalia,  was  born  in 
1866  in  the  city  of  Tucuman  where  he 
was  a  student  in  the  Colegio  Nacional 
until  he  entered  the  Law  School  of  the 
University  of  Buenos  Aires.  There  he 
received  his  Doctorate  in  1891  with  a 
thesis  on  Lugar  del  pago  de  las  obliga- 
ciones. 

In  1893  he  was  appointed  Secretary 
of  the  National  Supreme  Court,  an  of- 
fice which  he  held  until  1903,  during 
which  time  his  recognized  authority  in 

• 

matters    of   constitutional   law   brought 
him,  in  1899,  an  appointment  as  Secre- 
tary to  Dr.  B.  Figueroa,  who  had  been 
commissioned,    in    consequence    of    the 
revolutionary  uprisings  of  that  year  in 
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Catamarca,  Provisional  Federal  Gover- 
nor of  the  Province.  A  similar  appoint- 
ment carried  him  to  San  Juan  during 
the  Intervention  of  1907. 

Upon  frequent  and  persistent  requests, 
Dr.  Frias  retired  from  the  bench  to 
occupy  the  post  of  Connsel  to  the  Bue- 
nos Aires  and  Rosario  and  the  Central 
Argentine  Railroads  of  which,  on  the 
resignation  of  Guillermo  White,  he  be- 
came President  of  the  local  Board  of 
Directors,  serving  also  on  the  Direc- 
torate of  the  Pacific  Railroad,  a  position 
which  he  continues  to  hold. 

Dr.  Frias  is  a  charter  member  of  the 
Bar  Association.  He  has  written  a  num- 
ber of  legal  works:  Recapitulacion  de 
leyes  y  codigos  de  justicia  federal  dicta- 
das  hasta  el  ?o  de  junto  de  ipo^,  con- 
cordadas  y  anotadas,  an  important  con- 
tribution to  Argentine  legal  bibliogra- 
phy; Codigo  Penal  y  de  procedimientos 
en  lo  criminal  ante  ta  Justicia  Federal 
de  la  Capital  y  territorios  nacionales, 
Buenos  Aires,  1904,  and  a  Repertorio  de 
Derecho  comer cial.

Carlos  F.  G6mez,  was  born  in  1867 
in  the  city  of  Santa  Fe,  where  he  receiv- 
ed his  early  education.  Later  he  en- 
tered the  Law  School  of  the  University 
of  Buenos  Aires  and  there  obtained  his 
Doctorate  in  1889. 

Returning  to  his  native  province,  he 
entered  the  field  of  journalism  in  which 
he  labored  until  his  election  as  National 
Deputy  in  1898.  This  post  he  held  until 
1903  during  which  time  he  served  on 
the  Legislative  Committee  of  which  he 
became  Secretary  in  1899,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  I^egi  slat  ion.  Among  the  bills 
which  he  presented  during  this  period 
were  one  for  the  authentication  of  docu- 
ments by  the  Provincial  Courts  of  Ap- 
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peal  and  one  on  exemptions  and  pen- 
sions. 

In  1903  he  retired  from  the  Legisla- 
ture to  make  a  voyage  to  Europe,  but  in 
1910  he  was  again  elected  Deputy.  Du- 
ring this  term  of  office  he  served  on 
the  Committee  on  Judicial  Investiga- 
tions, was  active  in  the  discussions  of 
modifications  in  the  Mining  Code,  and 
presented -4y lis  for  the  legal  represen- 
tation ki^  ^^gentmsL  of  foreign  stock 
companiei^^t^e  establishment  of  schools 
in  Rosario  £ind  Rafaela,  and  the  natura- 
lization of  foreigners.  In  191 3,  although 
his  term  of  office  did  not  expire  until 
the  following  year,  he  retired  to  accept 
the  appointment  as  Envoy  Extraordi- 
nary and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to 
Chile  offered  him  by  President  Saenz 
Peiia,  a  post  which  he  occupied  until 
1919. 
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RAFAEL  HERRERA  VEGAS 
Lawyer;  land-onner, 

Rafael  Herrera  Vegas,  the  son  ot 
Rafael  Herrera  Vegas,  a  Venezuelan, 
was  born  in '  1868  in  Caracas  but  was 
educated  in  Buenos  Aires  at  the  Law 
School  of  the  University  from  which  he 
received  his  degree  of  Doctor  in  1892 
with  a  thesis  on  Derechos  hereditarios 
de  la  mujer  casada. 

In  1894  he  began  his  career  as  practic- 
ing attorney  and  soon  afterwards  re- 
ceived an  appointment  on  the  Consult- 
ing. Committee  in  Buenos  Aires  of  the 
Franco- Argentine  Bank  Council;  this 
was  followed  by  an  appointment  as  Pre- 
sident of  the  Provincial  Mortgage  Bank 
of  Buenos  Aires;  he  also  served  on  the 
Directorate  of  the  Provincial  Bank,  and 
in  1916  he  became  President  of  the  Na- 
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tional  Mortgage  Bank,  a  position  which 
he  held  until  the  current  year,  1920. 

In  1913  he  was  made  Counsellor  of 
the  Law  School  of  the  University  of 
Buenos  Aires  where  at  the  present  time 
he  holds  the  chair  of  Roman  Law  and 
is  also  Delegate  to  the  Upper  University 
Council  from  the  Faculty  of  Economic 
Sciences. 

Thesfe  duties,  however,  have  not  pre- 
irented  him  from  taking  an  active  inte- 
rest in  stock-raising,  and  the  Las  Her- 
manas  ranch  which  he  owns  with  hi^ 
brother  Dr.  Marcelino  Herrera  Vegas 
is  a  model  establishment  which  has  pro- 
duced many  prize-winning  animals.

Dramatist;  teacher;  ar- 
tist. 

Jos6  Le6n  Pagano,  the  son  of  Agus- 
tin  Pagano  and  Angela  Rovissoin,  was 
born  on  the  twentieth  of  January,  1878, 
in  Buenos  Aires,  but  was  educated  at 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Milan,  Italy,  and 
the   Buenos   Aires  'Art   School. 

From  1905  to  1908  he  was  Professor 
of  Literature  in  the  Colegio  Nacional  of 
Buenos  Aires,  and  since  191 3  has  held 
the  chair  of  History  and  Aesthetics  in 
the  National  Academy  of  Fine  Arts. 

A  painting  by  Sr.  Pagano,  now  hung 
in  the  Art  Museum  in  Buenos  Aires, 
was  awarded  a  gold  medal  at  the  San 
Francisco  Exposition  in  191 5. 

In   1 9 14  he  was  made  an  Honorary 
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Member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Flo- 

As  a  dramatist  and  theatrical  directoi 
Sr.  Pagano  has  achieved  a  prominent 
position  in  Argentine  literary  and  ar- 
tistic circles.  Among  his  plays  may  be 
mentioned  Mas  alia  de  la  vxda  and  Al- 
mas que  luchan  which  have  enjoyed  a 
notable  success  both  upon  the  stage  and 
in  their  printed  form.  Since  1919  he  has 
acted  as  Artistic  Director  of  the  Paga- 
no-Ducasse  Dramatic  Company  where 
his  efforts  have  met  with  favorable 
comment. 

in  addition  to  his  dramatic  works  he 
is  the  author  of  various  volumes  of  cri- 
ticism, travel  and  other  essays,  which 
include  El  santo,  el  fiidsofo  y  el  artista, 
1918;  La  balada  de  los  suehos.

Philanthropist, 

Ines  Dorrego  DE  Unzue,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Luis  Dorrego  and  Enriqueta  Le- 
zica,  whose  names  are  to  be  found  in 
bright  pages  of  Argentina's  history,  was 
born  on  the  twenty-seventh  of  May, 
1870,  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires.  There 
she  was  educated  at  home  by  privats 
teachers. 

She  married  Saturnino  J.  Unzue,  but 
has  no  children  and  has  been  free 
therefore  to  devote  herself  to  works  of 
charity  and  beneficence  in  which  she 
has  done  distinguished  service:  she 
is  a  member  of  many  charitable  socie- 
ties and  a  generous  supporter  of  asy- 
lums, schools  and  institutions  for  the 
sick  and  the  poor;  for  a  number  of 
years  she  has  been  active  in  the  United 
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Charities    (Sociedad    de    Beneficencia) 
serving  as  its  Treasurer,  as  a  member 
of  its  Board  of  Directors  and,  finally  in 
1918,  as  its  President — ^the  most  distin- 
guished position  in  the  social  and  cha- 
ritable world  of  Argentina. 

She  was  also  one  of  the  founders  and 
the  first  President  of  the  Committee  of 
young  women  candidates  for  the  Society 
of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  she  was  vicc- 
President  of  the  Society  of  St.  Joseph, 
and  Secretary  of  the  Eucharistic  Con- 
gress held  in  Buenos  Aires  in  1916.

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JORGE  DUCLOUT 

Civil  engineer. 

Jorge  Duclout  was  bofn  in  Cernay, 
Alsace,  on  the  fourth  of  August,  1853, 
and  began  his  secondary  studies  there, 
in  the  schools  of  Strassburg,  but  finished 
them  in  Paris  at  the  famous  school  of 
Sainte  Barbe.  When  the  Franco-Prus- 
sian War  of  1870  occurred,  Senor  Du- 
clout, finding  his  native  country  over- 
run by  the  Germans,  left  it  and  went 
to  Switzerland  where  in  1872,  he  enter- 
ed  the   Polytechnic    School   of   Zurich. 

In   1884,  he  came  to  Argentina  and 
entered  the  engineering  department  of 
the  Geodetic  Survey,  a  position  which 
he  left  to  take  up  the  work  of  surveying 
the  boundaries  of  the  provinces  of  San 
Luis   and  Cordoba,  where  he  was  en- 
gaged from   1887  until   1890. 
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In  1886,  he  became  an  Argentine  • 

zen  and  was  appointed  Professor  of 
Applied  Mechanics  in  the  Faculty  of 
Exact  Sciences  of  the  University,  a 
sition  which  he  still  holds,  although  he 
has  passed  the  age  for  retirement. 
Among  the  notable  works  done  under 
his  direction  are,  the  boulevard  sur- 
rounding the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  and 
a  project  for  a  railroad  to  Bahia  Blan- 
ca.  In  1892,  he  was  appointed  director 
of  the  commission  charged  with  deep- 
ening the  waterways  and  providing 
further  means  for  inland  transportation 
by  water.  He  held  this  position  until  igoo 
during  which  time  he  had  charge  of 
other  important  works,  including  the 
building  of  the  canal  of  Martin  Garcia. 
Senor  Duclotit  served  in  1898  ais.the 
Argentine  representative  at  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Navigation  which 
in  Brussels,  and  in  1902,  he  again 
represented  Argentina  at  the  l..atin 
American  Scientific  Congress  which 
at  Muntevideo:  he  has  been  Prcsi- 
of  ihe  Argentine  Scientific  Socie- 
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ty;  he  established  the  School  of  Mili- 
tary Aviation  of  which  he  was  the  first 
instructor,   and  later  became   President 
of  the  Argentine  Aero  Club. 

He  has  published  a  great  number  of 
scientific  works  among  which  are :  Cur- 
so   de   resistencia  de   materiales,    1886; 
Fundantentos  de  la  geometria,  1892;  La 
Repuhlica  Argentina,  deuda  puhlica  ex- 
terior  y    capitales   enropeos   empleados 
por    sociedades    anonimas,     1890;    Los 
principios  de  la  mecdnica;  Resistencia 
de  madcras  de  Tierra  del  Fuego;  Desa- 
giies  de  la  Provincia  de  Buenos  Aires; 
Lecciones   de    teoria    de   la   elasticidad, 
1915;    Gnia  para   la    ensenanza   de   las 
matemdticas,  1915;  Sucesion  de  imdge- 
nes  aproximadas  de  los  movimientos  si- 
derales,   191 7.   Assisted   by   Senor  Luis 
Silveyra  he  has  published  maps  of  the 
Argentine    Republic    and    of    the    Pro- 
vince of  Buenos  Aires. 
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CARLOS  MANUEL  RAMALLO 

Railroad   manager;    tea- 
cher. 

Carlos  Manuel  Ramallo,  the  son  of 
Dionisio  Ramallo  and  Zenobia  Rodri- 
guez, was  born  in  the  city  of  Cordoba 
on  the  second  of  July,  1873.  His  early 
education  was  received  in  the  Colegio 
Nacional  of  Buenos  Aires,  from  which 
he  entered  the  Engineering  School  of 
the  University  and  received  the  degree 
of  Civil  Engineer  in  1896. 

While  still  a  student  in  1891  he  was 
appointed  Clerk  of  the  Section  on  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Criminal  Court  under 
Dr.  Ramon  Pizarro,  from  which  he  pas- 
sed, after  an  interval  of  a  year  and  a 
half,  to  serve  under  Dr.  Ramon  T.  Fi- 
gueredo,  at  that  time  Judge  of  the  Com- 
mercial Court.  Six  months  later  he  re- 
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ceived  the  appointment  of  Assistant  to 
the  Valuation  Commission  of  the  Fede- 
ral- Capital. 

The  greater  portion  of  Sr.  Ramallo's 
activities,  however,  has  been  in  the  field 
of  railroad  administration  in  which  he 
has  held  many  positions  of  importance: 
in  1895  he  was  appointed  Inspector  in 
the  Railroad  Administration  where  he 
served  until  the  following  year  when  he 
became  Technical  Inspector  of  Roads 
and  later  Engineer  of  the  Second  Class. 
In  August,  1896,  he  became  a  member 
of  the  National  Board  of  Engineers  in 
which  capacity  he  served  on  the  Com- 
mission for  the  study  of  the  Bolivian 
Railroad.  With  the  completion  of  this 
line  he  resumed  his  duties  in  the  Admi- 
nistration office  where  he  became  En- 
gineer of  the  First  Class  in  1898  and 
Section  Chief  in  the  following  year. 
In  1903  he  was  appointed  Chief  Engi- 
neer in  charge  of  construction  of  the 
Transandine  Railraod  from  La  Toma  to 
Villa  Dolores  with  the  completion  of 
which  in  1905  he  became  General  Ma- 
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nager  of  the  line.  In  1908  he  was  made 
Manager  pro  tern,  of  the  North  Central 
Railroad  from  which  he  passed  two 
i  years  later  to  the  post  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  National  Railroad  Adminis- 
tration Office.  In  June  1910  he  accepted 
the  appointment  of  Chief  of  Railroad 
Development,  a  post  which  he  resigned 
in  19 1 7  to  become  General  Railroad 
Manager,  until  his  retirement  from  pub- 
lic life  in  the  following  year. 

In  conjunction  with  his  active  public 
duties  Sr.  Ramallo  has  held  since  19 15 
the  chair  of  Transportation  and  Rates 
in  the  School  of  Economics  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

He  is  the  author  of  many  treatises  on 
subjects  related  to  his  profession,  inclu- 
ding his  Memoria  sobre  el  valor  econo- 
mica  de  la  zona  ferroviaria  dependiente 
de  Rosario  y  su  crecimiento  eventual 
debido  a  la  construccion  del  Puerto, 
which  was  submitted  as  a  report  of  his 
investigation  of  this  question  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  National  Government. 
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CLEMENTE  ONELLI 

Naturalist;   teacher, 

Clemente  Onelli  the  son  of  Victor 
Onelli  and  Ester  Guidi  was  born  in 
Rome  on  the  twenty-second  of  August, 
1864.  He  studied  in  the  Royal  Lyteum 
Visconti  of  Rome  from  1877  to  1885 
and  in  1886  took  a  brief  course  under 
the  Faculty  of  Sciences  of  Rome. 

He  came  to  Argentina  and  in  1888 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  geological 
section  of  the  Museum  of  La  Plata. 
There  he  made  many  journeys  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  information 
for  the  Museum;  in  1896  he  was  at- 
tached to  the  commission  for  settling 
the  boundary  dispute  between  Argenti- 
na and  Chile  and  became  general  secre- 
tary of  this,  commission  which  position 
he  held  until  1902;  in  the  following  year 
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he  was  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of  In- 
formation on  Public  Lands  under  the 
direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  in  1904  he  was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor in  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  Di- 
rector of  the  Zoological  Garden,  a  post 
which  he  still  retains. 

Besides  his  numerous  articles  and 
pamphlets,  he  has  published  the  folow- 
ing:  Trepando  los  Andes,  1904;  Atlas 
de  mamiferos  <irgentinos,  1913,  in  coUa- 
boratioi^;  Hagidgrafia  argentina,  191 5: 
Alfombras  y  tej'idos  criollos,  1916.  He  is 
the  editor  and  leading  contributor  to  the 
Revista  del  Jardin  Zoologico,  of  which 
sixteen  volumes  have  appeared. 

He  organized  the  company  Onelli  Li- 
mitada  which  specializes  in  the  manu- 
facture of  hand-made  carpets  with  ori- 
ginal native  decorations. 
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PASCUAL  DE  ROGATIS 

Mi4sician. 

Pascual  DE  RoGATis,  the  son  of  Vi- 
cente de  Rogatis  and  Filomena  Porcella, 
who  emigrated  from  Italy  with  their 
family  in  1883  and  settled  in  Argentina, 
was  born  in  Naples  on  the  seventeenth 
of  May,  1881. 

In  1895  he  entered  the  Conservatory 
of  Music  of  Buenos  Aires  where  he 
studied  under  Carlos  Marchal,  Julian 
Aguirre,  Williams,  Melani  and  Diaz  Al- 
bertini.  In  1896  he  obtained  his  diplo- 
ma as  Elementary  Teacher  of  the  vio- 
lin; in  1898  he  received  the  highest  ho- 
nors for  his  musical  ability  at  the  Con- 
servatory; in  1899  he  won  first  honors 
in  violin  music ;  in  1902,  the  highest  ho- 
nors in  orchestral  composition,  and  in 
1906,  the  highest  honors  for  musical 
composition. 
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,  In  1904  he  was  named  Senior  Instruc- 
tor of  Music  at  the  Conservatory  and  in 
the  same  year  became  a  member  of  the 
governing  board  of  the  school;  in  19 10 
he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  musical 
programmes  of  the  National  Centennial 
Exposition,  and  at  the  present  time  he  is 
a  teacher  in  the  Normal  School  and  in 
the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind. 

He  has  received  many  marks  of  appre- 
ciation in  his  profession  and  has  distin- 
guished himself  both  as  an  instructor 
and  a  composer. 

Among  his  compositions  which  have 
been  received  with  favor  are  Afion  y 
Zeto,  tragedia  griega  presented  in  the 
Colon  theatre  in  19 15  and  Huemac,  dra- 
ma lirico  in  1916,  which  has  been  pre- 
sented in  various  opera  houses  through- 
out South  America  and  in  Rome  under 
the  personal  direction  of  the  author;  he 
has  also  written  organ  music  which  has 
met  with  the  general  approval  of  the 
critics  who  have  especially  praised  his 
Oratorio  laico  and  Paisaje  otonal. 
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ANGEL  H.  ROFFO 

Physician. 

Angel  H.  Roffo,  the  son  of  Juan 
Rof fo,  was  born  in  1882  in  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  was  educated  in  the  schools  of 
the  city  and  the  University.  There  he  won 
his  degree  as  Doctor  in  1910  and  was 
awarded  the  Medical  School  prize  for 
his  thesis  on  El  Cdncer  which  was  fur- 
ther honored  by  publication  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  University. 

Dr.  Roffo  had  already,  while  a  stu- 
dent, published  another  paper  on  cells 
and  henceforth  made  Cancer  his  spe- 
cial study. 

He  won  rapid  advancement  in  his 
profession  and  held  many  posts  of  im- 
portance, in  the  National  Department  of 
Hygiene,  the  Medical  School,  the  Mu- 
niz  and  the  Spanish  Hospitals.  He  is  at 
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present  substitute-Profesor  of  Patholo- 
gical Anatomy  in  the  Medical  School. 

The  list  of  his  publications  is  a  long 
one,  and  includes  several  works  on  can- 
cer of  which  the  most  important  is  Can- 
cer experimental,  Buenos  Aires,  19 14. 
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JULIAN  BARRAQUERO 

Lawyer, 

Julian  Barraquero,  the  son  of  Fran- 
cisco Barraquero  and  Gertrudis  Gutie- 
rl-ez,  was  born  in  the  year  1856  in  the 
city  of  Mendoza  and  had  his  early  edu- 
cation at  the  Colegio  Nacional  of  his 
native  city,  but  in  1874  he  entered  the 
Law  School  of  the  University  of  Bue- 
nos Aires  from  which  he  received  his 
Doctorate  in  1878  with  a  thesis  on  Ex- 
posicion  y  prdctica  de  la  ley  constitucio- 
nal  argentina  which  won  the  praise  of 
Sarmiento. 

Returning  to  his  native  province  he 
was  in  1879  appointed  Teacher  in  the 
Colegio  Nacional  of  Mendoza,  and  elect- 
ed in  the  same  year  Provincial  Minis- 
ter of  the  Interior  and  of  Finance,  a 
post  which  he  held  until  1881  when,  in 
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company  with  Dr.  Moises  Lucero  he 
founded  El  Ferrocarril.  During  his  term 
of  office  he  was  influential  in  the  revi- 
sion of  the  constitution,  the  enactment 
of  laws  for  irrigation,  freedom  of  the 
press,  primary  education,  and  the  intro- 
duction of  annual  reports. 

On  leaving  the  Ministry  he  returned 
to  his  professorial  duties  until  he  receiv- 
ed an  appointment  as  Judge  of  the  Cri- 
minal Court  of  the  Province  of  Buenos 
Aires  in  1883.  Since  that  time  he  has 
held  many  public  offices  of  importance: 
in  1885  he  was  appointed  First  Judge 
of  the  Civil  and  Commercial  Court  of 
Buenos  Aires,  serving  on  the  Commis- 
sion for  Revising  the  Constitution  which 
drew  up  the  present  constitution  of  the 
Province;  in  1890  he  again  became  Mi- 
nister of  Finance  of  Mendoza;  in  1891 
he  was  a  membar  of  the  Civic  Party 
Convention  at  Rosario;  in  1892  he  be- 
came Provincial  Deputy  for  Mendoza, 
and  in  1895  Governor  of  the  same  pro- 
vince. 

In  1898  he  went  to  Buenos  Aires  as

National    Deputy,   an   office   which   he 
held  until    1910,   serving  on   important 
committees,    including    the    Legislative 
Committee  in  1899,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee in  1 90 1,  and  the  Committee  on 
Public  Works  in   1902-04.   He  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  introduction  of  laws  to 
protect  the  wine  industry,  to  reorganize 
the   Argentine  National   Bank  and  the 
National  Mortgage  Bank,  to  create  Fe- 
deral Courts  of  Appeal,  and  to  provide 
national    registration    of    property.    He 
was  instrumental  in  bringing  about  the 
Commercial  Treaty  with  Chile  in  1909.

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FRANCISCO  LATZINA 

Statistician.

Francisco  Latzina  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Brun,  Moravia,  on  the  second  of 
April,  1843,  but  soon  after  his  birth  his 
parents  removed  to  Buenos  Aires  where 
he  grew  up  and  was  educated.  _ 

The  public  services  of  Dr.  Latzina 
began  in  1872  when  he  was  appointed 
Instructor  in  Mafhematics  in  the  Cole- 
gio  Nacional  of  Catamarca;  in  1873  and 
1874,  he  was  Assistant  in  Astronomy  at 
the  Observatory  in  Cordoba  and  in  1875 
Lecturer  in  Mathematics  at  the  School 
of  Mining  in  Catamarca;  from  1876  to 
1880  he  was  Professor  of  Mathematics 
at  the  University  of  Cordoba  and  from 
1880  to  19 1 6,  a  period  of  thirty-six 
years,  he  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Na-. 
tional  Bureau  of  Statistics. 
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He  has  had  important  duties  in  relation 
to  the  census:  he  was  one  of  the  direc- 
tors of  the  census  of  1881  of  the  provin- 
ce of  Buenos  Aires,  of  the  school-census 
of  1883  of  the  Republic,  of  the  census 
of  1887  of  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires,  of 
the  census  of  National  Property  in  1888 
and  took  a  leading  part  in  the  census  of 
other  years  up  to  1916. 

He    is    a   member    of    the    National 
Academy  of  Sciences  of  Cordoba,  Ho- 
norary Member  of  the  Royal  English 
Statistical     Society,     Member     of     the 
Geographical  Society  of  Paris,  of  the 
International  Institute  of  Statistics,  of 
the    Commercial    Geographical    Society 
of  Paris,  of  the  Statistical  Society  of 
Paris,   and   Corresponding   Member   of 
the  National  Historical  Society  of  Ve- 
nezuela  and   of   many  other  historical 
and  geographical  societies. 

At  the  Paris  Exposition  in  1889,  he 
was   awarded   a   Gold   Medal   and   two 
Silver  Medals  for  his  works  and  at  the 
Chicago  Exposition  he  received  a  diplo- 
ma and  a  medal ;  he  has  received  foreign 
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decorations — ^the  Iron  Crown  of  Austria- 
Hungary,  and  the  Order  of  Saints 
Maurice  and  Lazarus  of  Italy;  he  is 
also  an  official  of  the  French  Academy 
and  has  the  Honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Science  from  the  University  of  Cor- 
doba. 

As  a  writer,  Dr.  Latzina  has  published 
pamphlets  on  many  subjects  and  is  the 
author  of  the  following  books:  Censo 
escolar  de  Ici^  Republica  Argentina  co- 
rrespondiente  na\i88j ;  Virutas  y  astillas, 
2  volumes,  1885;  1889;  Geographie  de  la 
Rcpublique  Argentine,  Paris,  1890;  Ua- 
griculture  et  Velevage  dans  la  Repu- 
blique  Argentine,  Paris,  1889;  ^  mor- 
t alidad  en  18  ciudades  argentinas,  1890;

ANGEL  ESTRADA 

Man  of  letters. 

Angel  Estrada  was  born  in  Buenos 
Aires  on  the  twentieth  of  September, 
1872,  of  distinguished  family.  He  is  the 
son  of  Angel  Estrada,  nephew  of  Jose 
Manuel  Estrada,  the  famous  Catholic 
leader,  and  descendant  of  Don  Santiago 
de  Liniers,  Count  of  Buenos  Aires  and 
Viceroy  of  Rio  de  la  Plata — the  region 
which  is  now  Argentina,  Uruguay  and 
Paraguay — who  was  shot  by  the  Argen- 
tines in  the  revolutionary  struggles  of 
1810. 

Angel  Estrada  was  educated  in  his  na- 
tive city  and  received  his  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  in  the  University.  Soon 
afterwards  he  began  to  teach  in  the  Co- 
legio  Nacional  of  Buenos  Aires  and  has 
continued  there  until  the  present  time. 
Meanwhile,   in   1914,  he  was  elected  a 
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member  of  the  Academy  of  Philosophy 
and  Letters  in  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  in  igi8  was  chosen  a  member 
of  the  Council. 

Apart  from  this  academic  relation,  Dr. 
Estrada  has  no  distractions  from  the  lite- 
rary life  which  he  has  chosen  and  which 
has  borne  fruit  in  a  worthy  list  of  books. 
The  first  volume  which  came  from  his 
pen  was,  as  is  natural,  a  book  of  versfe, 
Ensayos.  This  was  followed  by  Cuentos, 
2L  collection  of  tales,  and  Los  espejos, 
a  second  book  of  verse.  In  1900  he 
issued  El  color  y  la  piedra,  in  1902,  For- 
mas  y  espiritus,  and  in  1903  La  voz  del 
Nilo,  three  books  of  travel;  in  1906  he 
published  Redencion  and  in  1910,  La 
Ilusionj  two  novels;  in  191 1  he  issued 
two  other  volumes,  Caleidoscopio  and  Vi- 
sion de  pas,  after  which  he  produced 
three  more  novels — Cadoreto,  in  19 14, 
Las  ires  gracias,  in  19 16,  and  El  triun- 
fo  de  las  rosas,  in  1918.  In  addition  he 
has  published  two  other  volumes  of 
verse,  Alma  nomad e  in  1902  and  Huer- 
to  armonioso,  in  1908.

Physician, 

Elvira  Rawson  de  Dellepiane,  the 
second  Argentine  woman  to  receive  the 
degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine,  and  one 
of  the  leaders  in  the  women's  movement 
in  the  Republic,  was  educated  in  Bue- 
nos Aires  and  there  won  her  degree  in 
the  University  in  1892  when  she  pre- 
sented her  thesis  on  La  higiene  de  la 
mujer. 

She  was  serving  as  a  student  in  the 
Rivadavia  Hospital  at  the  time  of  the 
Revolution  of  1890  and  rendered  valu- 
able service  to  the  Revolutionary  cause 
by  attending  the  wounded.  When  she 
was  refused  permission  at  her  first  at- 
tempt to  enter  the  Park,  where  several 
hundred  had  been  killed  or  wounded,  she 
secured    members    of  the    staff  of  the 
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Clinical  Hospital  to  accompany  her  and 
thus  succeeded  and  there  gave  aid  so 
noteworthy  that  Leandro  N.  Alem,  the 
leader  of  the  revolutionists,  sent  her  a 
gold  watch  and  a  letter  of  thanks  as  an 
expression  of  appreciation. 

In  1 89 1  she  was  married  to  Doctor 
Manuel  Dellepiane,  a  fellow  student  at 
the  University. 

In  1912  she  was  appointed  School 
Physician :  sK^^sls  served  for  nine  years 
in  the  National  Department  of  Hy- 
giene, and  she' has  held  the  position  of 
School  Inspector.  She  has  also  taken 
an  effective  part  in  reforms:  to  her  is 
due  the  establishment  of  the  -Vacation 
Colony  in  Uspallata,  the  improvement  of 
the  hours  of  school  attendance,  and 
practical  instruction  in  domestic  eco- 
nomy. 

In  1 910,  in  one  of  the  Centenary  Con- 
gresses, she  proposed  the  revision  of 
those  sections  of  the  Civil  Code  which 
refer  to  women's  rights.

Jose  Mar! a  Veoa  was  born  in  1874 
in  Buenos  Aires,  and  was  educated  there 
in  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the  Uni- 
versity which  granted  him  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1898. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1901,  the  united 
political  parties  elected  him  Provincial 
Deputy  to  the  legislature  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res, in  which  he  became  a  member  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  appointed  to 
Revise  the  Constitution ;  in  the  following 
year  he  was  made  a  member  of  the 
Second  Legislative  Committee,  and  in 
1903,  he  was  made  a  member  of  the  Fi- 
nance and  Revenue  Committees;  in  1905 
he  was  re-elected  to  the  legislature 
where  he  continued  on  the  Finance  Com-

Pedro  Chutro,  one  of  the  foremost 
surgeons  of  South  America,  was  educa- 
ted at  the  University  of  Buenos  Aires 
and  received  4iis  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  in  1904  on  presenting  a  thesis 
on  Fractura  de  la  extremidad  inferior 
del  humero  en  los  ninos. 

He  served  for  a  time  as  Surgeon  in 
the  Alvarez  Hospital;  in  1909  he  was 
appointed  substitute-Professor  of  Ope- 
rative Medicine;  from  this  he  passed  to 
the  chair  of  Clinical  Surgery,  of  which 
in  1919  he  was  made  titular  Professor.

JoAQuiN  S.  Anciiorena,  the  son  of 
Tomas  S.  de  Anchorena  and  Mercedes 
Riglos,  was  born  in  1878  in  Buenos  Ai- 
res and  educated  there  by  private  tutors, 
at  the  School  of  the  Saviour  and  the 
University  where  he  obtained  his  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1900. 

He  entered  at  once  on  the  practice  of 
the  law — in  this  joining  his  brothers  To- 
mas and  Manuel  Anchorena — and  on  the 
management  of  his  extensive  landed 
properties  in  the  Province  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  the  Pampa  Central. 

In  1908  he  accepted  the  candidacy  for 
Deputy  and  was  elected  to  the  National

among  other  projcQts  of  law  a  bill  for 
the  construction  of  the  cable  from  Puer- 
to Madryn  to  Punta  Delgada  in  the  Azo- 
res and  a  bill  for  the  protection  of  the 
agricultural  interests. 

In  191 1  he  resigned  his  seat  in  Con- 
gress to  accept  the  position  of  Mayor  of 
Buenos  Aires  in  which  he  accomplished 
public  works  of  great  utility,  such  as  the 
first  Subway  on  Avenida  de  Mayo,  wid- 
ening various  streets  and  avenues,  the 
Torcuato  Alvear  Hospital,  the  Villa 
Crespo  "Market  and  the  establishment  of 
the  street  fairs  or  free  markets  which 
have  been  of  much  benefit  to  the  poor  of 
the  city. 

In  19 1 6.  Dr.  Anchor ena  was  appointed 
by  President  Yrigoyen,  Provincial  Go- 
vernor of  the  Province  of  Entre  Rios, 
but  felt  obliged  to  resign  the  post  on 
account  of  the  nature  of  the  instructions 
which  he  received  after  assuming  office. 

He  has  been  associated  with  a  num- 
ber of  movements  for  the  advancement 
of  agriculture :  in  1909  he  entered  in  the 
character  of  Counsel  the  Defgnsa  Agri- 
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cola,  the  branch  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  organized  to  combat  plagues, 
inactions,  insects  and  other  enemies  of 
the  farmer.  Soon  afterwards  he  was  cho- 
sen vice-President,  and  in  191 5,  Presi- 
dent of  the  organization;  he  is  one  of 
the  Directors  of  the  Sociedad  Rural  Ar- 
gentina, an  association  composed  of  the 
leading  landowners,  and  he  is  President 
of    the    Asociacion    del    Trabajo,    the 
organization  of  employers  which  repre- 
sents the  interests  of  capital  in  the  con- 
flicts with  labor. 

Dr.  Anchorena  has  also  been  sought 
in  the  University;  he  has  long  been  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  Agricultural 
School;  in  1917  he  was  elected  Dean  and 
after  the  reorganization  of  1918  re-elec- 
ted, a  tribute  to  the  value  of  his  expe- 
rience and  counsel.

Juan  A.  DoMfNcuEZ  was  born  on  the 
twenty-first  of  May,  1876,  in  El  Salto, 
province  of  Buenos  Aires.  He  specialized 
in  chemistry  and  later  on  studied  this 
subject  in  the  polytechnic  schools  of 
France  and  Germany.  He  did  not 
remain  abroad  sufficiently  long  to  ob- 
tain a  degree,  but  he  received  an  Hono- 
rary degree  from  the  University  of  Bue- 
nos Aires  in  1919. 

In  1899,  he  was  appointed  substitute- 
Professor  in  Pharmacology  at  the  Uni- 
versity. In  the  following  year  he  estab- 
lished, under  the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
the  Institute  of  which  he  became  the 
first  director.  To-day  the  Botanical  De- 
partment has  more  than  50,000  different 
specimens    of    vegetables,    woods,    etc. 
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forming  the  best  and  most  complete 
collection  of  the  kind  in  South  America ; 
in  191 1,  Dr.  Dominguez  was  appointed 
Associate-Professor  and  in  1914,  Profes- 
sor. Since  1918  he  has  represented  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  in  the  Upper  Coun- 
cil of  the  University. 

In  1900,  he  obtained  the  Felix  de  Aza- 
ra  prize  for  the  best  work  on  Medical 
Natural  History  and  in  1905  the  Inter- 
national Academy  of  Botany  conferred 
on  him  the  International  Scientific  ^Nte- 
dal.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Botanical 
Geographical  Institute  of  Le  Mens,  of 
the  Societe  Chimiqtie  de  France,  of  the 
National  Commission  for  the  control  of 
Argentine  pharmacy,  of  the  Commission 
on  Argentine  Flora,  etc. 

He  has  published  numerous  articles, 
the  greater  part  of  which  have  appeared 
in  the  Trahajos  del  Instituto  de  Botdni- 
ca  y  Farmacologia.  He  has  also  written 
books  among  which  are  Datos  para  la 
materia  niedica  argentina  (1902  vol.  I, 
1910  vol.  II),  and  Apuntes  de  Botdnica 
medica,  1904,  in  collaboration.  He  has 
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begun,  under  the  title  Investigaciones 
fitoquimicas,  the  systematic  study  of 
Argentine  Aora  from  a  chemical  stand- 
point. 
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PERFFXTO  ARAYA 

Laivyer;  official. 

Pekfecto  Araya,  the  son  of  Ramon 
Araya  and  Elisa  de  Velasco,  was  born 
in  1875  in  the  city  of  Rosario,  but  went 
at  a  very  early  age  to  the  famous  Cole- 
gio  of  the  Inmaculate  Conception  of 
"Santa  Fe  in  which  so  many  of  the 
eminent  men  of  the  Province  have  been 
educated.  There  he  obtained  the  Bache- 
lor's degree  and  passed  on  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Buenos  Aires  which  granted 
him  the  title  of  Advocate  in  1896. 

He  went  back  at  once  to  his  native 
Province  and  obeying  a  strong  desire, 
turned  to  journalism,  writing  for  the  two 
leading  newspapers  of  Rosario,  La  Ca- 
pital and  La  Reaccion.  In  1898  his  career 


as    journalist    was    interrupted    by    the 
threat  of  war  with  Chile  which  led  him, 
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in  company  with  many  other  young'  men, 
to  enlist  as  volunteers.  He  was  appointed 
Second  in  Command  of  the  Fifth  Regi- 
ment and  was  ready  to  march  when  the 
skies    cleared,    amicable    relations    with 

I  Chile  were  resumed  and  the  volunteers 

I  returned  to  their  peaceful  occupations. 
He  took  up  his  pen  again,  but  before 

I  the  end  of  the  year  was  appointed  Se- 

|cretary  to  Dr.  Benjamin  Figueroa,  Fro- 
visional  Governor  of  La  Rioja.  He  serv- 
ed also  for  a  short  time  on  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  province',  having  charge 
of  the  organization  of  the  local  courts, 
and  this  task  finished,  returned  to  Rosa- 

'  rio.  to  journalism  and  the  law. 

',  In  1008  President  Figueroa  Alcorta 
appointed  him  on  the  Committee  to 
Investigate  the  Customs  House  of  Bue- 
nos Aires  and  in  191 1  he  was  made 
Counsel  of  the  Customs  House. 

He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Radical 
i'arty  for  years  and  in  1914  was  made 
the  party  candidate  for  Deputy.  His 
candidacy  was  successful:  he  was  clect- 

'ed  served  his  full  term  and  in  1919  was 
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appointed  Provisional  Governor  (Inter- 
ventor)  of  Mendoza  where  he  succeeded 
in  restoring  normal  conditions. 

In  addition  to  his  copious  contribu- 
tions to  the  press,  he  is  the  author  of 
Comentarios  a  la  Constitucion  nacio- 
tial,  Buenos  Aires,  1906. 
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ROSA  GARCIA  COSTA 

Poetess, 

Rosa  GarcIa  Costa,  the  daughter  of 
Joaquiii  Garcia  and  Rosa  Costa,  was 
born  in  the  city  of  Saladillo,  Province 
of  Buenos  Aires,  in  October,  1892.  Her 
elementary  education  was  beg^n  in  1900, 
but  was  interrupted  in  1905,  after  which, 
through  her  own  efforts  alone,  she  ac- 
quired a  literary  knowledge  which  en- 
abled her  to  become  a  teacher  of  litera- 
ture in  the  Normal  School  of  Saladillo

and  to  write  two  excellent  books  of 
poems — La  simple  cancion,  1918,  and 
La  ronda  de  las  horas,  1920. 

The  poetry  of  Senorita  Garcia  Costa 
has  been  very  highly  praised  by  critics, 
who  declare  that  she  has  the  gifts  of  the 
true  poet — imagination  and  the  power  of 
words. 
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JUAN  A.  BIBILONI 

Lawyer;  teacher. 

Juan  A.  Bibilonx  was  born  on  the 
twenty- fourth  of  April,  f86o,  in  Buenos 
Aires  where  he  began  mk  education  in 
the  Model  School,  continued  in  the  Eu- 
ropean  Academy  and  entered  the  Uni- 
versity where  he  won  his  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Laws  in  1881. 

He  began  to  practise  his  profession 
in  the  office  of  Dr.  Ezequiel  Pereyra, 
one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  of  the  capi- 
tal and  was  appointed  to  be  City  Attor- 
ney of  Barracas  and  member  of  the 
Council.  He  collaborated  also  wtih  Sen- 
ator Aristobulo  del  Valle,  with  whom  he 
enjoyed  a  close  friendship,  in  preparing 
the  project  for  Military  Governors 
which  was  accepted  by  Congress  and  is 
now  law.     In   1893,  when  Senator  del 
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Valle  became  Minister  of  War,  he  ap- 
pointed Dr.  Bibiloni  Auditor  of  the 
War  Department.  Somewhat  later,  when 
Dr.  Lucio  V.  Lopez  was  Provisional 
Governor  of  Buenos  Aires,  he  was  ap- 
pointed Counsel  to  the  Loan  Bank. 

But  none  of  these  public  functions 
satisfied  him  and  he  resigned,  declining 
similar  tasks,  to  devote  himself  to  his 
private  practice  and  to  the  chair  of  Civil 
Law  in  the  University  to  which  he  had 
been  appointed.  In  1907,  at  the  insistence 
of  President  Figueroa  Alcorta,  he  ac- 
cepted the  post  of  Minister  of  Justice 
and  Education,  but  in  a  few  months 
resigned  on  finding  obstacles  placed  in 
the  way  of  the  University  reform  which 
he  proposed.  He  withdrew  at  the  same 
time  from  his  post  in  the  faculty  of  the 
University  and  retired  to  private  life. 
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JOSfi  JUAN  BIEDMA 

Teacher;  historian. 

Josi  Juan  Biedma,  the  son  of  Juan 
Jose  Biedma,  was  born  on  the  twenty- 
ninth  of  July,  1864,  in  Buenos  Aires 
and  was  educated  there  in  the  city 
schools  and  the  Military  Academy  which 
he  left,  however,  without  finishing  the 
course. 

He  had  a  somewhat  adventurous 
youth :  he  was  employed  for  a  time  in  a 
commercial  house  in  Montevideo,  but 
in  1880,  when  the  Revolution  of  that  year 
broke  out.  he  besought  his  father,  then 
Police  Captain  of  the  Eighteenth  Dis- 
trict, to  permit  him  to  join  the  revolution 
along  with  his  brother  who  had  resigned 
from  the  armv  to  do  so.  Father  and  two 
sons   thus    entered   the   movement   and 
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when  it  failed  all  lost  their  posts.  Soon 
afterwards  Jose  Juan  Biedma  enlisted  in 
a  cavalry  regiment  of  the  regular  army 
and  served  for  six  years  on  the  frontier, 
being  for  part  of  the  time  adjutant  to 
General  Lorenzo  Wintter  and  sharing  in 
the  campaign  which  definitely  established 
the  national  authority  in  Patagonia  and 
the  Andine  valleys. 

I'hen   began  his   journalistic   career: 
during  a  temporary  retirement  from  the 
army    he    established    a    newspaper    El 
Pueblo  in  the  town  of  Patagones  and  in 
1888  began  the  publication  of  El  Hogar 
a  literary  periodical  which  ceased  to  ap- 
pear in  1889  when  Biedma  returned  to 
Buenos  Aires;  there  in  1890  he  joined 
in   publishing   and   editing  the   Revista 
Cientifica  Militar  of  which  two  volumes 
of  more  than  400  pages  appeared  before 
it  expired;  he  then  started  La  Bibliote- 
ca  del  soldado,  a  fortnightly  magazine 
devoted   to   the    interests   of   the   vete- 
rans and  supplied  to  them  gratuitously 
for   two   years;   he  was   a  member   of 
the   staff   of   El  Porvenir  Militar   and 

y 
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afterwards,  in  1894,  accepted  the  post 
of   editor   of  La  Revista  NacionaL 

Meantime  he  had  entered  on  another 
phase  of  his  activities:  in  1892  he  had 
been  appointed  legal  representative  of 
the  town  of  Patagones  at  the  Capital 
and  obtained  a  post  as  instructor  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional,  where  he  conti- 
nues to  teach  the  History  of  Argenti- 
na. In  the  same  period  he  was  also  ap- 
pointed Keeper  of  the  National  Ar- 
chives, a  post  which  likewise  he  retains 
until  the  present,  and  in  which  he  has 
charge  of  the  publication  of  national 
documents. 

•In  addition  to  innumerable  articles 
for  the  daily  and  periodical  press,  Sr. 
Biedma  has  published  the  following 
books:  Diccionario  Biogrdfico  argenti- 
110,  First  volume  only,  in  collaboration 
with  J.  A.  Pillado,  1897;  La  cronica 
historic  a  del  rio  Negro;  Sudres  y  Ola- 
varria;  Atlas  historic 0  de  la  Republica 
Argentina.

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ALBERTO   BLANCAS 

Diplomat. 

Alberto  Blancas,  the  son  of  Ma- 
nuel Blancas,  Professor  in  the  Medi- 
cal School,  and  Carmina  Vargas,  was 
born  on  the  sixteenth  of  June,  1859, 
in  Buenos  Aires.  There  also  he  was 
educated  and  gained  his  degree  as  Ad- 
vocate  in  the   University   in   1882. 

Five  years  earlier,  when  he  was*  a 
youth  of  eighteen,  he  had  discovered 
his  vocation  for  the  diplomatic  career 
and  obtained  a  post  in  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs.  There  he  rose  step  by 
step  until  in  1881  he  had  reached  the 
rank  of  Sub-Secretary  of  State.  In  the 
following  year,  on  takihg  his  degree 
in  the  Law  School,  he  began  the  prac- 
tice of  the  law  and  was  counsel  for  the 
defence  in  the  celebrated  "Haupt  Case" 
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in  which  he  secured  the  release  of  his 
client,  a  German.  Soon  afterwards  Dr. 
Blancas  was  appointed  First  Secretary 
of  Legation  in  Berlin  and  his  diploma- 
tic career  proper  began:  in  1684  he 
was  transferred  to  the  Legation  in 
Vienna  where  he  served  for  a  time  as 
charge  d'affaires;  in  1888  he  was 
transferred  to  Madrid  as  First  Secre- 
tary but  after  a  few  months  returned 
to  Buenos  Aires  to  serve  in  the  Mi- 
nistry of  Foreign  Affairs. 

In  1890  he  resigned  his  post  to  de- 
vote himself  to  politics:  his  first  step 
was  to  share  in  establishing  the  daily 
paper  El  Globo  of  which  for  two  years 
he  was  one  of  the  editors;  he  then  se- 
cured appointment,  with"  the  approval 
of  the  Senate,  as  Director  General  de 
Tierras  Fiscales,  serving  as  adminis- 
trator of  lands  in  dispute  and  judge  in 
all  litigation  brought  upon  such  lands: 
in  1892  he  was  elected  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Buenos  Aires. 

With  this  post  his  political  career 
ended,  for  before  his  term  in  Congress 
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closed,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  to 
the   special   mission  to   Bolivia  headed, 
by    Sr.    Rocha;    on   the   retirement    of' 
Sr.   Rocha,   Dr.   Blancas  was  transfer-' 
red   to-  Chile   where  he  remained  sev-! 
eral  years  durini^  a  period  full  of  dif- 
ficulty   for    diplomacy    because    of    the 
constant  recurrence  of  the  vexed  ques- 
tion of  boundaries.  He  was  able  to  con- 
tribute toward  the  solution  of  the  ques- 
tion and  in  1898,  at  I^a  Punta  de  Ata- 
cama,  signed  a  convention  for  the  deli-| 
mitation  of  the  frontier. 

In  1904  he  was  appointed  Minister  to 
the  Holy  See  and  acted  as  Delegate  to 
the  Postal  Congress  held  in  Rome. 
Some  time  later  he  was  transferred  to 
Brussels  where  he  lent  notable  services 
during  the  Great  War  and  where  he 
still  retains  his  post. 

Dr.  Blancas  has  written  much  for 
the  daily  press  and  for  the  reviews; 
he  is  a  lover  of  the  drama  and  an  en- 
thusiastic art-collector;  he  is  the  au- 
thor of  Un  viaje  a  Bolivia,  Santiago  de 
Chile,  1900.

ERIC  BOMAN 

Archaeologist. 

Eric  Boman,  the  son  of  L.  E.  Bo- 
man  who  was  then  Manager  of  the 
famous  old  copper  mines  of  Stora  Kop- 
perberg,  and  Catalina  Angtnan,  was. 
born  on  the  fifth  of  June,  1867,  i^  F*' 
lun,  Sweden.  There  also  he  gained  his 
early  education  and  when  he  was  yoijng 
studied  botany  with  special  interest; 
somewhat  later,  after  he  fell  under 
he  had  lived  a  while  in  Argentina 
the  spell  of  the  extraordinary  pre-His- 
panic  remains  in  the  region  of  Cata- 
marca  and  gave  himself  to  archaeo- 
logy. 

In  1899  he  acquired  Argentine  citiz- 
enship. 

He  made  many  excavations  on  his  own

account  in  Catamarca  and  also  in  Tucu- 
man,  made  a  thorough  study  of  the 
chronicles  of  the  Conquest  for  referen- 
ces to  the  remains,  and  cooperated  in  ar- 
chaeological expeditions:  in  1901  and 
1902  he  was  a  member  of  the  Swedish 
scientific  expedition  headed  by  Baron 
Erland  Nordenskjold  which  made  inves- 
tigations in  the  provinces  of  Salta  and 
Jujuy  and  in  Bolivia;  in  1903  and  1904 
he  was  a  member  of  the  commission 
sent  by  the  French  Ministry  of  Educa- 
tion to  study  the  archaeology  of  La 
Puna  and  he  then  examined  faithfully 
and  in  minute  detail  the  vestiges  left  by 
th^  ancient  inhabitants  of  that  region,  as 
well  as  of  the  valleys  of  Salta. 

On  the  completion  of  these  studies  in 
1904,  he  went  to  Paris  to  make  an  ex- 
liaustive  study  of  the  documents  bearing 
upon  the  subject.  There  he  remained  six 
years,  with  incidental  visits  to  the  prin- 
cipal Museums  of  Europe,  studying  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  celebrated  Pro- 
fessor Hamy  in  the  Ecole  d^ anthropo- 
logic and  the  Museum  d'Hisioire  Na- 
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ttirelle  and  collecting  all  the  documents 
accessible  on  the  pre-Hispanic  past  of 
South  America. 

Sr.  Boman  has  written  a  score  of  ar- 
ticles and  pamphlets  upon  the  archae- 
ology of  Argentina,  among  which  of 
special  interest  are  Migrations  pre -co- 
lomhiennes  dans  le  nord-ouest  de  V Ar- 
gentine, Paris,  1915,  and  Las  ruinas  de 
Ttnti,  Buenos  Aires,  1916;  he  has  pub- 
lished also  an  extensive  work  Antiquites 
de  la  region  andine  de  la  RSpublique 
Argentine  et  du  desert  d'Atacama,  2 
vols.  Paris,  1908.  This  book  was  award- 
ed the  Lombart  prize  by  the  Institute 
of  France  (Academie  des  Inscriptions 
et  Belles  Lettres) ;  it  constitutes  the 
first  general  study  of  the  archaeology 
of  the  Andine  region  between  parallels 
22  and  23  south  and  contains  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  ancient  civilizations  of  the 
region. 

He  has  in  preparation  a  work  on  the 
archaeology  of  the  Province  of  La  Rio- 
ja,  based  on  excavations  made  by  him 
for   the  Argentine   Government. 
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Since  19 16  he  has  been  Chief  of  the 
Section  of  Archaeology  and  Ethnology 
in   the    National    Museum    of    Natural 
History  in  Buenos  Aires.

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MOLINARI 


DIEGO  LUIS  MOLINARI 

Official;  writer, 

Diego  Luis  Molinari>  the  son  of  Mi- 
guel Molinari  and  Paula  Ulasini,  Italian 
immigrants;  was  born  on  the  thirtieth 
of  September,  1889.  He  grew  up  in  Bue- 
nos Aires,  where  he  had  a  hard  boyhood 
marked  by  severe  privations,  but  never- 
theless won  an  education  in  the  Colegio 
San  Jose,  the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the 
University  where  he  read  Law. 

In  19T1  he  went  to  the  United  States 
and  studied  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
where  he  fell  under  the  influence  of  Pro- 
fessor William  S.  Robertson  and  had  his 
love  for  historical  studies  kindled.  He 
was  the  Argentine  delegate  to  the  Inter- 
national Students'  Conference  in  Ithaca, 
N.  Y.  in  191 3  and  thereafter  continued 
his  travels  to  Europe. 
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On  his  return  to  Buenos  Aires  he 
plunged  into  political  activities:  in  1915 
he  was  President  of  the  Radical  Students' 
Club  and  travelled  over  the  country 
making  speeches  for  the  party.  When 
the  Radical  victory  of  1916  came  he 
was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Foreign  Affairs — a  post  which  he  still 
retains. 

From  this  time  on  his  political  inter- 
ests were  centred  in  international  rela- 
tions and  university  reform  and  in  191 7 
he  made  a  long  tour  through  Bolivia, 
Peru.  Chile  and  Uruguay  to  further  his 
ideals. 

He  has  been  honored  by  election  to 
learned  and  scientific  societies:  in  1915 
he  was  chosen  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  History  Section  of  the  University, 
and  in  19 16  was  made  Delegate  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  to  the  Scientific  Con- 
gress of  Tucuman. 

He  has  pursued  his  study  of  history 
and  his  writing  has  been  chiefly  in  this 
field :  he  is  the  critic  of  historical  works 
for  Nosotros  and  author  of  Representa-

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cidn  de  los  hacendados,  1914;  El  caso 
Zehallos  y  la  Nationalite,  1915;  Datos 
para  el  estudio  de  la  trata  de  negros, 
1916;  El  gobierno  del  Perii,  1916;  Ma- 
nual de  Historia,  191 7;  Bases  y  forma- 
cion  del  espiritu  juridico  de  Dalmacio 
Velez  Sdrsfield,  1920.  In  addition  to  these 
he  issued,  in  19 17,  a  new  edition,  with 
an  Introduction,  of  the  Biblioteca  orien- 
tal y  occidental  of  Leon  Pinelo. 
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JUAN  BAUTISTA  SEffORANS 

Physician. 

Juan  Bautista  Senorans  was  born 
in  1859  in  Buenos  Aires  and  there  re- 
ceived his  education  in  the  Colegio  Na- 
tional and  the  University,  which  grant- 
ed him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine "in  1882,  with  honors,  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  an  experimental  thesis  on 
Vivicautcrizacion  del  Cerehelo. 

Soon  after  taking  his  degree,  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  of  Buenos  Aires 
granted  him  a  scholarship  to  study  Bio- 
logy in  Europe,  the  only  case  on  record 
since  Dr.  Pirovano. 

On  his  return  to  /Argentina  in  1886  he 
won,  after  a  contest  in  which  he  had  as 
a  competitor  Doctor  Rodriguez  de  la 
Torre,  the  chair  of  I^gal  Medicine  and 
Toxicology   in   the   Medical    School    of 
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Buenos  Aires.  Some  time  afterwards. he 
was  appointed  Director  of  the  Public 
Infirmary  of  Buenos  Aires  and  La  Pren- 
sa  also  appointed  him  Director  of  its 
Free  Consultation  Bureau;  in  1895  and 
1896  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Municipal  Council. 

In  April,  1900,  he  left  his  multitudi- 
nous labors  and  made  another  voyage  to 
Europe:  he  attended  the  Paris  Exposi- 
tion of  that  year  and  visited  Berlin, 
Vienna  and  Turin  where  he  attended  the 
Clinics  of  noted  surgeons;  he  likewise 
visited  England  and  Switzerland;  in  the 
famous  old  Medical  School  of  Turin  he 
was  the  co-worker  of  Rozzola ;  in  Bolog- 
na he  worked  with  Alussi,  and  in  Flo- 
rence with  Greco. 

He  has  been  honored  by  election  to 
the  Scientia  Society  of  Paris;  in  1914 
he  was  Delegate  to  the  Second  Latin- 
American  Medical  Congress,  in  1918  he 
was  elected  Counsellor  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine. 

His  works  are:  Conduccion  nerviosa 
motriz;    Influencias   de    la   seccion    de 
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ciertos  nervios  sohre  los  fenomenos  de 
Jos  pulmones  y  del  corazon,  a  study  in 
experimental  physiology,  and  Accion 
profildctica  del  sulfate  de  quinina  en  el 
colera. . 
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ALCIDES   CALANDRELLI 

Jurist;  teacher. 

Alcides  Calandrelli,  the  son  of 
Matias  Calandrelli,  an  Italian  savant, 
editor  of  Diccionario  filologico  com- 
parado  who  lived  for  the  greater  part 
of  his  life  in  Argentina,  was  born  in 
1875  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires.  There 
he  was  also  educated  in  the  schools  of 
the  Capital  and  the  University  which 
granted  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  in  1898  on  the  presentation  of  a 
thesis  on  International  Law. 

This  subject  has  continued  to  be  his 
chief  interest  and  occupation;  notwith- 
standing the  demands  of  his  law  prac- 
tice, in  1902,  four  years  after  receiving 
his  degree,  he  published  his  Tratado  de 
Derecho  Internacional  Privado,  which 
resulted    in   his    appointment    the    next 
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year  as  substitute-Professor  of  Inter- 
national Law  in  the  University.  After 
ten  years  of  teaching  the  subject,  he 
published  Cuestiones  de  Derecho  inter- 
nacional  privado,  3  vols.  Buenos  Aires, 
191 1,  1912  and  1915.  He  had  been  ap- 
pointed in  1909  to  teach  his  subject  also 
in  the  University  of  La  Plata  and  in 
19 19  was  also  chosen  a  member  of  the 
Council. 

Dr.  Calandrelli  has  been  honored  by 
election  to  various  learned  societies,  in- 
cluding the  Association  Litteraire  et  ar- 
tistique  of  Paris  before  which  he  lec- 
tured on  literary  and  artistic  property 
in  1913,  Association  Internationale  pour 
la  protection  de  la  propriete  industrielle, 
the  Comite  Maritime  International  of 
France,  the  Academia  de  Legislacion  y 
Jurisprudencia  of  Madrid,  and  the  In- 
ternational Law  Association  of  I^ndon. 

In  1915  he  published  Codificacion  del 
Derecho  internacional  in  Buenos  Aires 
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ALFREDO  ECHAGUE 

Lawyer;  public  man. 

Alfredo  Echague,  the  son  of  Mel- 
chor  Echagiie,  and  Elvira  Qjrdeyro, 
was  born  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  May, 
18^2,  in  the  town  of  San  Nicolas,  Pro- 
vince of  Buenos  Aires,  but  was  taken 
at  an  early  age  to  the  Capital  where  he 
was  educated  in  the  Colegio  Nacional 
and  the  University  which  granted  him 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

In  1902  he  was  married  to  Dolores 
Santamarina  and  has   four  children. 

His  public  life  may  be  said  to  begin 
in  1904  with  his  election  to  the  Provin- 
cial Legislature;  in  1910  he  gained  ad- 
vancement by  election  for  a  two-year 
period  to  the  post  of  Deputy  in  the  Na- 
tional Congress,  to  which  he  was  again 
elected    in    1914,   having    occupied   the 
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post  of  Provincial  Minister  of  Finance 
in   the    interval,    and   in    1920   he   was 
chosen  Deputy  for  the  third  time. 

Dr.   Echagiie  has  held  other  impor- 
tant posts  and  commissions:  in  1912  he 
served  as  President  of  the  Provincial 
Bank  of  Buenos  Aires;  he  was  Argen- 
tine Delegate  to  the  High  International 
Commission    for    Uniform    Legislation 
which  met  in  Buenos  Aires  in  1916;  he 
has  also  served  as  vice-President  of  the 
Highways  Commission  and  President  of 
the    Honorary    Commission    on    Indian 
Affairs  (Comision  honoraria  de  Reduc- 
cion  de  indios). 
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JUAN  P.  RAMOS     ■ 

Teacher;  lawyer, 

Juan  P.  Ramos^  the  son  of  Angel  J. 
Ramos  and  Ana  R.  Valdez,  was  born 
on  the  twenty-first  of  August,  1878,  in 
Buenos  Aires.  There  also  he  was  edu- 
cated in  the  schools  of  the  city  and  the 
University  which  he  entered  in  1906 
and  which  granted  him  the  degrees  of 
Advocate  and  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1912. 

Dr.  Ramos  has  occupied  himself 
chiefly  in  the  fields  of  education  and 
journalism :  He  began  early  to  write  for 
the  newspapers,  became  a  member  of 
the  staff  of  La  Union,  rose  to  be  manag- 
ing editor  and  retains  until  to-day  his 
connection  with  the  paper;  in  1916  he 
obtained  the  post  of  Professor  of  Cri- 
minal Law  in  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires;   in   1917  he  was  also  appointed 
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Professor  of  the  History  of  Civilization 
and  within  a  year  was  chosen  a  member 
of  the  National  Council  of  Education. 
In  addition  to  his  many  articles  and 
pamphlets,  Dr.  Ramos  has  published  the 
following  books :  Historia  de  la  Jnstruc- 
cidn  primaria  en  la  Repuhlica  Argenti- 
na, 2  vols.  Buenos  Aires,  1910;  El  Po- 
dcr  Ejecutivo  en  los  Estatutos,  Regla- 
mentos  y  Constituciones  de  la  nacion  y 
de  las  provincias,  Buenos  Aires,   1912;

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JOSe  SANTOS  SALINAS 

Minister  of  Education. 

Jose  Santos  Salinas,  the  son  of  F6- 
lix  Salinas  and  Adela  Escuti  was  born 
in  Olta  in  the  province  of  La  Rioja  on 
the  twenty-second  of  August,  1870.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  Teacher's 
Normal  School  of  the  Federal  Capital 
and  graduated  in  1891.  Instead,  however, 
of  dedicating  himself  to  the  practice  of 
his  profession,  he  began  the  study  of 
Law  in  the  University  where  he  receiv- 
ed the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in 
1905  upon  the  presentation  of  a  thesis 
entitled  Instruccidn  primaria  y  la  sub- 
vencion  nacional  en  las  provincias. 

He  became  assistant-Principal  of  the 
evening  schools  of  Buenos  Aires  in 
1892  and  Principal  in  the  day  school  in 
1893;  and  in   1916  was  occupying  the

position  of  National  Inspector  of  Schools 
in  Jujuy.  Since  1902  he  has  been  Lec- 
turer in  History  and  Geography  in  the 
Teachers'  Normal  School  of  Jujuy. 

In   politics,   Dr.    Salinas   has   always 
been  a  strong  Radical,  having  definitely 
taken  sides  with  this  party  in  1891,  after 
sharing  in  the  Revolutions  of  1890  and 
1893.  In  191 2  he  was  elected  Deputy, 
but  did  not  accept  the  office.  In  1916  he 
was  appointed  Minister  of  Justice  and 
Public  Instruction  in  the  government  of 
President  Yrigoyen. 
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FRANCISCO  URIBURU 

Journalist;  public  man. 

Francisco  Uriburu  was  born  in  Sal- 
ta  and  received  his  early  education  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional  of  his  native  city. 
He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  from  the  Faculty  of  the  Law 
School  of  Buenos  Aires  in  1895  upon 
the  presentation  of  a  noteworthy  thesis 
entitled  De  la  filiacion  adidtcrina. 

Journalism,  drew  him  away  from  the 
courts  and  he  began  to  write  articles  of 
a  trenchant  character  in  El  Pais  and 
later  La  Manana,  which  made  him  well 
known. 

Recently  he  undertook  to  publish  La 
Fronda,  in  the  columns  of  which  he 
attacked  the  present  government  with 
such  severity  that  the  partisans  of  the 
Radical   Party   strongly   arraigned   him 
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for    what   seemed   to   them    an   unfair 
attitude. 

In    1904,    he    was    elected    National 
Deputy  and  served  on  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture.    He   was    Minister    in   the 
Provincial  Government  of  Buenos  Aires 
in     19 1 3    and    when    Eduardo    Arana 
became  Governor,  he  was  confirmed  in 
this  office  and  continued  in  it  during  the 
administration  of  Juan  Ortiz  de  Rozas. 
He  was  a  candidate  for  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies   of   the   Democratic   Party   in 
the  election  of  1920,  but  his  party  having 
been  defeated  he  resumed  his  duties  as 
editor  of  La  Fronda,  which  position  he 
now  holds. 
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LUIS  GUEMES 

Physician;  public  man. 

Luis  Guemes,  the  son  of  Luis  Giiemes 
and   Rosario    Castro   and   grandson   of 
General    Giiemes,    Captain  of   the  re- 
doubtable Gauchos,  was  born  in  1857  in 
the  ancient  city  of  Salta.  There  he  had 
his  early  education  in  the  Colegio  Na- 
Clonal   and  won   his   bachelor's   degree 
with    which,    in    1873,   he    entered    the 
University   of   Buenos   Aires   to   study 
Medicine  and  distinguished  himself  so 
highly  that  he  graduated  in  1878  with 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  sum- 
ma  cum  laude. 

He  went  on  to  Paris  where  similar 
success  awaited  him  and  where  in  the 
Sorbonne   he   won  his   Doctorate   with 
every  mark  of  distinction.  He  returned 
to  Buenos  Aires  armed  with  excellent 
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training  and  a  distinguished  reputation 
to  find  the  way  into  a  successful  prac- 
tice open  before  him.  Seeking  no  other 
honors  than  those  of  his  profession,  he 
devoted  himself  to  his  patients  and  set 
aside  all  temptations  to  political  or  other 
advancement,  declining  such  honorable 
posts  as  President  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Hygiene  offered  him  by  President 
Roca  as  well  as  elective  offices  to  which 
he  was  invited,  like  that  of  Governor 
and  Deputy  for  Salta. 

At  last,  however,  in  1907,  when  he 
was  strongly  urged  by  deputations  from 
his  native  province,  he  accepted  the  no- 
mination and  was  elected  Senator  for 
Salta.  Re-elected  until  19 16  he  occupied 
for  several  years  the  post  of  vice-Pre- 
sident  of  the  Senate.  At  the  close  of  his 
term  he  accepted  the  nomination  for 
the  Presidency  of  the  Republic,  but 
withdrew  his  candidacy  long  before  the 
election  because  he  found  himself  out 
of  accord  with  the  course  of  politics. 

He  has  won  the  highest  esteem  of 
members  of  his  profession  and  the  af- 
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fection  of  innumerable   patients:   as   a 
token  of   respect  he  was  unanimously 
elected  in  19 12  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  in  which  he  had  already  served 
as  a  Member  of  the  Council  and  Profes- 
sor of  Clinical  Medicine. 
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iQOo;  from  1897  to  1908  he  gave  free 
lectures  in  Clinical  Surgery;  in  1904  he 
was  appointed  substitute-Professor  in 
Clinical  Surgery;  in  1909  he  was  ap- 
pointed titular  Professor  of  External 
Pathology  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
and  later  became  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil. He  has  also  represented  the  Council 
of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  the  Upper 
Council  of  the  University.  Since  1910 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Academy 
of  the  Medical  School. 

Dr.  Cranwell  has  received  many  honors 
from  foreign  countries  as  well  as  from 
his  own:  he  was  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Second  Scientific  Congress  of 
Latin- America  in  Montevideo  in  1901, 
of  the  French  College  of  Surgery,  1904, 
Editor  of  the  Review  of  the  Argentine 
Medical  Society,  1906,  Correspondent  of 
the  Society  of  Surgery  of  Paris  and  of 
the  Academy  of  Medicine  of  Paris  in 
1909.  In  addition  to  his  medical  activities 
Dr.  Cranwell  is  also  a  Director  of  the 
Banco  Hipotecario. 

He  has  written  several  hundred  mo- 
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nographs  on  surgery  which  have  been

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ARTURO  BENAVIDES 

Secretary    to    the   Pre- 
sident, 

Arturo  Benavides,  the  son  of  Col. 
Antonio  Benavides  and  Desideria  Race- 
do,  was  born  in  1875  in  the  city  of  Ro- 
sario,  but  was  educated  at  the  University 
of  Buenos  Aires  where  he  obtained  his 
degree  of  Advocate  in  1902  on  presen- 
ting a  thesis  entitled  El  matrimonio  ante 
el  derecho  internacional  privado. 

From  his  boyhood  he  had  been  absorb- 
ed in  politics;  as  a  mere  youth  he  had 
been  Head  of  the  local  Committee  of  the 
Radical  Party  in  the  del  Pilar  parish  of 
Buenos  Aires ;  during  the  Revolution  of 
1893  he  had  served  on  several  occasions 
as  a  delegate  to  the  Central  Committee 
and  had  established  personal  relations 
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with  the  leader  of  the  Revolution,  Sr. 
Hipolito  Yrigoyen. 

From  this  moment  he  was  a  strong 
partisan  of  the  Radical  cause  and  when, 
in  19 16,  Sr.  Yrigoyen  was  elected  Pre- 
sident, Dr.  Benavides  received  the  post 
of  Secretary  to  the  President  which  he 
still  retains. 
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MIGUEL  ALFREDO  MARTINEZ 

DE  HOZ 

Land-owner;  stock- 
breeder. 

Miguel  Alfredo  Martinez  de  Hoz, 
the  son  of  Jose  Martinez  de  Hoz,  was 
born  in  1867.  He  had  his  education 
abroad,  at  various  schools  in  France  and 
at  St.  Peter's  School,  Woburn  Park, 
Weybridge,  England  and  while  in  Eng- 
land established  relations  which  have 
endured  throughout  his  life. 

In  1889  he  returned  to  Argentina  to 
take  charge  for  a  time  of  his  estates 
which  were  then  very  notable  and  which 
have  since  become  famous.  They  are 
four  in  number:  Chapalmalal,  Las  Tu- 
nas, Quequen  and  Burzaco,  of  which  the 
first  is  the  chief.  This  great  farm,  situat- 
ed in  the  Southeast  of  the  Province  of 
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Buenos  Aires,  has  nine  miles  of  fron- 
tage on  the  ocean  and  a  depth  of  ten 
miles  inland ;  it  contains  more  than  6000 
acres    of    cultivated    land    and    such    a 
wealth    of    blooded    and    prize-winning 
horses,  cattle  and  sheep  as  are  scarcely 
to  be  rivalled  anywhere.  There  is  situat- 
ed also  the  great  house  of  the  owner — a 
baronial  hall  closely  resembling  some  of 
the  castles  of  England. 

Sr.  Martift^ez  de  Hoz  spends  much  of 
his  time  m^hgland  where  he  has  many 
friends  an?1s  a  member  of  well  known 
clubs,  including  the  Newmarket  Jockey 
Club,  the  Four-in-Hand  Club  of  Ranel- 
agh,  St.  James's  and  the  Wellington.

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JUAN  BAUTISTA  JUSTO 

Physician;  public  man. 

Juan  Bautista  Justo,  the  son  of 
Juan  F.  Justo  and  Aurora  Castro,  was 
born  on  the  twenty- eighth  of  June, 
1865,  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  where 
he  was  educated  and  has  passed  his  hfe. 
He  had  his  first  schoohng  in  private  aca- 
demies from  which  he  went  on  to  the 
Colegio  Nacional  and  thence  to  the  Uni- 
versity. 

There  he  obtained  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Medicine  in  1888  and  began  the 
practice  of  his  profession.  In  1890  he 
was  appointed  substitute-Professor,  and 
in  1904  titular  Professor  of  Surgery  in 
the  University.  In  the  meantime  he  serv- 
ed on  the  staffs  of  several  hospitals  of 
the  city  and  contributed  occasionally  to 
the  medical  journals. 
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He  had  also  interested  himself  in  po- 
litics in  the  Socialist  Party,  and  in  1912 
was  elected  Deputy  to  Congress  for 
Buenos  Aires,  re-elected  in  19 16  and 
again  in  1920.  In  furtherance  of  the 
Socialist  programme  he  edited  the  news- 
paper La  Vanguardia,  published  various 
pamphlets,  such  as  El  Socialistno  Ar- 
gentino,  and  in  1919  went  to  the  Inter- 
national Socialist  Congress  in  Berne, 
Switzerland,  .where  he  was  elected  vice- 
President^bf  tlte  Congress. 

Dr.  Justo  ^  the  author  of  Teoria  y 
prdctica  de  la  Historia,  Buenos  Aires, 
1909:  En  los  Estados  Unidos,  Buenos 
Aires,  1898;  Estudios  sobre  la  moneda, 
Buenos  Aires,  1912. 
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FEDERICO  ALVAREZ  de  TOLEDO 

Diplomat;  land-owner, 

Federico  Alvarez  de  Toledo,  the  son 
of  Federico  Alvarez  de  Toledo  and  Ma- 
ria Antonieta  Faix,  and  a  descendant  of 
the  Alvarez  de  Toledo  family  which  set- 
tled in  Argentina  in  1779,  was  born  on 
the  twentieth  of  March,  1874,  in  Saladillo, 
Province  of  Buenos  Aires.  For  his  early 
education  he  was  taken  abroad  and  stu- 
died in  the  Ecole  Monge  of  Paris,  but 
his  later  training  he  received  at  the 
University  of  La  Plata  where  the  title 
of  Agronomical  Engineer  was  conferred 
upon  him  in  1894. 

From  his  youth  up  he  was  greatly  in- 
terested in  politics:  he  was  hardly  more 
than  a  boy  when  he  attached  himself  to 
the  original  Civic  Party — later  transfor- 
med into  the  Radical  Party — and  took 
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part,  while  he  was  still  an  undergraduate, 
in  the  Revolution  of  1893;  some  years 
later,  he  joined  Srs.  Salaverry  and  Can- 
tilo  in  establishing  La  Epoca,  the  official 
org^n  of  the  party,  of  which  he  is  the 
principal  stock-holder.  In  1916  he  was 
elected  National  Deputy,  but  rescued  to 
accept  from  the  party  leader,  Sr.  Yrigo- 
yen,  who  was  elected  President  at  the 
same  time,  the  post  of  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  from  which  position  he  was  ad- 
vanced in  1918  to  the  place  of  Minister 
to  London  where  he  continues. 

Sr.  Alvarez  de  Toledo  is  the  owner  of 
large  estates  oh  which  he  breeds  fine 
cattle. 
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GONZALO  LEGUIZAM6N  PONDAL 

Sculptor, 

GoNZALO  Leguizam6n  Po]eJDAL,  the 
son  of  Honorio  Leguizamon  and  Petro- 
na  Pondal,  was  born  on  the  twelfth  of 
October,  1890,  in  Buenos  Aires  and  had 
his  early  education  there  in  the  Colegio 
Nacional  and  the  Industrial  School.  Tn 
1907,  however,  because  of  his  unusual 
artistic  promise,  the  Government  granted 
him  a  scholarship  which  enabled  him  to 
study  sculpture  abroad. 

He  went  to  Paris  and  studied  there 
with  so  much  success  that  in  1912  three 
of  his  works  were  shown  in  the  Exhibi- 
tion of  the  Societe  Eclectique  and  in 
191 3  he  had  two  pieces  in  the  Beaux 
Arts  Salon, 

His  work  was  first  shown  in  the  Sa- 
lon Nacional  of  Buenos  Aires  in  191 1 — a 
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piece  entitled  Dolor  which  was  acquired 
by  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  and  is 
now  in  the  Museum  of  the  city  of  Tu- 
cuman.  Since  then  his  work  has  appeared 
in  exhibitions  in  Buenos  Aires  in  1913, 
1914,  1917,  1918  and  1920;  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  in  191 5,  where  his  Torso  was 
awarded  the  Second  Prize;  in  Rosario 
in  1916,  and  in  Cordoba  in  1916. 

In  1919  and  1920  he  was  a  member  of  i 
the  ]ufryi  ofk^Admissions  of  the  Buenos  ] 
Aires  Saioj^  and  he  is  at  present  Secre- 
tary   of  'tm    Society    of    Etchers    and 
Water-  Color  is  ts. 
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ALEJANDRO  E.  BUNGE 

Statistician;  teacher, 

Alejandro  E.  Bunge,  the  son  of  Oc- 
tavio  Bunge  and  Maria  Luisa  Arteaga, 
was  born  on  the  eighth  of  January,  1880, 
in  Buenos  Aires  and  was  educated  there, 
in  the  Jesuits'  School  of  the  Saviour,  in 
the  Colegio  Nacional  and  the  University, 
where  he  studied  Engineering  but  did 
not  complete  the  course.  Preferring  to 
study  abroad,  he  went  to  Germany  in 
1897   and   entered   the    School    of    En- 
gineering of  Hainichen  where,  in  1903, 
he  obtained  his  degree  as  Civil  Engineer. 

After  his  return  to  Argentina  he  con- 
tinued his  studies,  giving  his  attention 
especially  to  Political  Economy,  Socio 
logy,  vStatistics  and  Labor.  These  studies 
led   him    into   various    relations:    from 
19 10  until  19 18  he  was  a  member  of  the 
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Argentine  Social  League;  from  1912  to 
1916,  President  of  the  Labor  Clubs 
(Circulos  de  Ohreros)  of  the  Republic: 
from  1 9 18  to  1920  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Syndicate  of  Rural  Banks,  and  of 
the  Argentine  Social  Museum;  in  1919 
he  was  designated  by  the  Church  as 
President  of  the  Argentine  Social-Eco- 
nomic League. 

He  has  also  held  administrative  posi- 
tions: from  1913  to  191 5  he  was  Head 
of  the  National  Department  of  Laboi 
Statistics;  in  1916  he  was  Chief  of  the 
National  Census;  from  1918  to  1920  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Commission  on 
the  Valuation  of  Exports,  and  in  1919 
he  was  technical  expert  on  the  Argen- 
tine delegation  to  the  Second  Financial 
Conference  held  in  Washington. 

In  1914  he  was  appointed  Professor 
of  Statistics  in  the  University,  and  in 
19 18  was  elected  to  the  University 
Council. 

He  has  written  much,  in  pamphlets,  in 
articles — especially  in  the  pages  of  the 
Revista  de  Economia  argentina   which 
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he  founded  in  1918  and  edits — and  also 
in  books.  He  is  the  author  of  Riqueza  y 
renia  en  la  Argentina,  su  distribucion 
y  su  capacidad  contributiva,  Buenos  Ai- 
res, 1917;  Intercambio  economico  de  la 
Republica  en  los  anos  ipio  a  1917,  Bue- 
nos   Aires,    19 18,    and    Loi   problemas 
economicos   del    presente,    Buenos    Ai- 
res, 1920. 
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EDUARDO  L.  HOLMBERG 

Naturalist. 

Eduardo  Ladislao  Holm  berg,  the  son 
of  Eduardo  Holmberg,  and  grandson  of 
Baron  Eduardo  Kanlitz  Holmberg,  the 
associate  of  Belgrano  in  the  war  for  In- 
dependence, was  born  in  1852  in  Bue- 
nos Aires  and  was  educated  there  in  the 
University  which  granted  him  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1880 
when  he  presented  a  thesis  on  El  fos- 
feno. 

He  had  already  begun  to  teach,  five 
years  earlier,  with  his  appointment  as 
Teacher  of  Natural  History  in  the  Nor- 
mal School;  in  1877  he  was  made  Teach- 
er of  Chemistry  and  Physics;  in  1882 
he  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Academy 
of  Science  of  Cordoba;  in  1890  he  was 
appointed  Professor  of  Botany  in  the 
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Faculty  of  Science  of  the  University 
and  chosen  a  member  of  the  Council ;  he 
also  served  as  Inspector  of  secondary 
and  normal  schools. 
-  He  had  already  shown  also  his  marked 
predilection  for  the  naturalist's  life.  Tn 
1877  he  made  an  expedition  to  the  Nor- 
thern provinces  in  search  of  specimens; 
in  1885  he  led  a  scientific  expedition  to 
the  Chaco  and  in  1886  another  to  the 
Misiones,  and  from  1888  until  1904  he 
was  Head  of  the  Zoological  Garden. 

Dr.  Holmberg  has  written  much,  both 
in  periodicals  and  magazines,  especially 
in  El  iiattirolista  argentino,  Revista  del 
Jardin  Zoologico  and  Apuntes  de  Histo- 
ria  Natural,  of  which  he  has  been  editor. 

He  is  the  author  of  a  number  of 
books,  not  only  in  the  field  of  science 
but  also  in  that  of  literature;  he  has 
written  several  novels:  Nelly;  La  holsa 
de  huesos;  Viajes  maravillosos  del  se- 
nor  Nic-Nac,  1875,  and  in  the  field  of 
science  he  has  published:  Viajes  a  las 
sierras  del  Tandil  y  d€  la  Tint  a,  1884; 
Viaje  a  la  gobernacion   de  los  Andes, 
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1900;  El  joven  coleccionista  de  Historia 
natural,  1905 ;  Amariliddceas  argentinas, 
1905;  Lincalel,  loio;  Clazfe  analitica  de 
las  familias  de  las  plantas  second  edition, 
1917;  Botdnica  elemental,  third  edition, 
1918. 
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AGUSTIN  MERCAU 

Civil  Engineer;  teacher; 
inventor. 

Agustin  Mrrcau,  the  son  of  Eliseo 
Mercau  and  Javiera  Arias,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Merlo  in  the  Province  of 
San  Luis  and  there  studied  in  the  Cole- 
gio  Nacional,  won  his  Bachelor's  degree 
and  entered  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires  from  which  he  graduated  in  1896 
with  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer. 

His  studies  completed,  he  returned  to 
his  native  province  where,  in  the  same 
year,  he  was  made  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works;  from  1909 
to  191 1  he  was  Inspector  General  of 
Irrigation;  in  1913  he  served  as  Adviser 
to  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires  .to 
study  a  dike  system  for  the  Parana 
river  delta :  from  1900  to  1903  he  served 
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as  a  member  of  the  Commission  for  the 
study  of  the  Hydrography  of  the  River 
Plate;  in  1910,  a  member  of  a  special 
national  Commission,  he  studied  irriga- 
tion works  in  Egypt,  Europe  and  the 
United  States.  He  has  attended  many 
scientific  gatherings  as  an  official  Del- 
egate, including  the  Pan  -  American 
Congress  of  1916  in  Washington,  where 
he  represented  the  Argentine  Govern- 
ment and  the  Universities  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  La  Plata. 

In  addition  to  his  many  and  varied 
duties  of  a  public  or  semi-public  nature, 
Sr.  Mercau  has  devoted  much  of  his 
time  since  his  graduation  from  the 
University  to  the  teaching  of  his  protcb- 
sion:  in  1896  he  accepted  an  appoint- 
ment as  Professor  of  Physics  and  Che- 
mistry in  the  Colegio  Nacional;  in  1902 
he  was  made  substitute-Professor  of 
Bridge  and  Road  Construction  in  the 
School  of  Sciences  of  the  University  of 
Buenos  Aires,  a  position  which  he  con- 
tinues to  hold  in  addition  to  his  duties 
as  Dean  of  the  School.  Since  1903  he 
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has  also  been  Professor  of  Agricultural 
Hydraulics  and  Hydrography,  with  a 
similar  appointment  in  the  School  of 
Sciences  of  the  University  of  La  Plata 
which  he  has  held  since  1912.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Buenos  Aires  Academy 
of  Sciences  and  an  Honorary  member 
of  the  Academy  of  Letters  of  the  River 
Plate. 

Sr.  Mercau  is  the  author  of  many 
scientific  treatises  dealing  with  the  sub- 
ject of  Hydraulics. 

As  an  inventor  he  has  perfected  se- 
veral instruments  and  devices,  among 
them  a  Selenium  Photometer;  an  Auto- 
plaingraph  for  automatically  registering 
the  course  of  a  ship ;  a  pressure  Hydro- 
meter ;  a  Profilograph — an  apparatus  for 
registering  the  contour  of  the  bottom  of 
rivers  and  lakes;  a  Coordinatograph  for 
the  mechanical  calculation  of* coordina- 
tes; a  new  rectangular  Planometer;  an 
apparatus  for  the  hydraulic  separation 
of  sands;  a  new  speedometer,  and  a 
new  type  of  movable  dam. 
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JOSf-  BIANCO 

Teacher;  public  official.

Jos]&  Bianco  was  born  on  the  ninth 
of  July,  1870,  in  Rio  Primero,  Province 
of  Cordoba,  but  was  educated  at  the 
Normal  School  of  Azul,  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires,  where  he  obtained  his 
title  of  Teiacher  in  1889,  at  the  Colegio 
Nacional  of  Salta  where  he  received  his 
Bachelor's  degree  in  1893,  and  at  the 
University  of  Cordoba  which  granted 
him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
in  1896. 

His  career  has  two  aspects-of  public 
man  and  teacher.  His  interest  in  public 
affairs  showed  itself  early:  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Civic  Partv  before  the 
Revolution  of  1890  when  he  was  hard- 
ly twenty  years  old;  he  was  Private 
Secretary    to    Don    Bernardo    Irigoyen 
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from  1890  until  his  death  in  1906;  in 
1892  he  was  Secretary  of  the  National 
Convention  which  nominated  the  ticket 
Trigoyen-Garro  for  President  and  vice- 
President;  he  served  later  as  Secretary 
of  the  National  Committee  of  the  Radi- 
cal Party  of  which  Dr.  Leandro  N. 
Alem  was  Chairman,  and  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Committee  of  which  Sr.  Hipolito 
Yrigoyen   was   the   head. 

He  planned  and  directed  the  Register 
of  properties  of  the  Province  of  Cordoba 
made  between  1897  and  1900;  he  served 
as  member  of  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Education  of  Buenos  Aires  from  1901 
to  1905;  he  was  Provincial  Senator 
from  1902  to  1906;  National  Inspector 
General  of  Justice  in  1907;  Director  of 
the  Register  of  Property  in  the  Federal 
district  and  territories  in  1908. 

Meantime,  from  the  year  1890  until 
the  present,  he  has  been  active  as  a 
teacher:  from  1890  until  1913  he  was 
Professor  in  the  Colegio  Nacional,  and 
from  19 1 3  until  now  he  has  held  a  chair 
of   Political   Economy  in  one  or  other 
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or  both  of  the  Universities  of  La  Plata 
aad  Buenos  Aires.  In  19 14  he  was  chos- 
en a  member  of  the  Academy  of  the 
Faculty  of  Science  of  Buenos  Aires,  and 
in  1920  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
University  of  La  Plata.

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MIGUEL  DE  TORO  Y  GOMEZ 

Teacher;  writer, 

Miguel  de  Toro  y  G6mez  was  born 
in  1851  in  Loja,  Spaift,  ahd  received  his 
education  in  the  Coleglo  dt  San  Fer- 
Hando  y  Santiago,  and  the  Colegio  de 
los  Escolapios  of  the  city  of  Granada, 
where  he  later  pursued  the  study  of 
Law,   Philosophy  and  Letters. 

His  studies  completed,  he  entered  the 
journalistic  field  in  Madrid  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  staff  of  Los  Debates  where 
he  came  in  contact  with  many  of  the 
leading  literary  men  of  the  Spain  of  his 
day,  including  Juan  Valera,  Gaspar  Nu- 
nez de  Arce  and  Linares  Rivas. 

His  interest  in  politics  led  him  to 
accept  a  position  in  the  Secretary's  Of- 
fice of  Sagasta.  He  soon  realized  the 
limited  future  which  a  political  career 
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offered  to  one  of  his  temperament,  and 
resigning  his  position,  he  went  to  Paris 
on  a  visit  which  lengthened  into  a  resi- 
dence of  thirty- two  years  in  that  city 
where  he  found  his  real  literary  career. 

At  the  end  of  that  period,  in  191 2, 
influenced  by  many  Argentines  whom 
he  numbered  among  his  friends,  as  well 
as  by  the  desire  to  visit  his  son,  an  en- 
gineer in  San  Juan,  he  came  to  Argeii 
tina  where  he  became  a  citizen  and  for 
the  past  six  years  has  held  the  chair 
of  Historical  Grammar,  established  for 
him  in  the  School  of  Philosophy  and 
Letters  of  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires.  He  is  also  a  teacher  of  Latin  in 
the  Free  Institute  of  Secondary  Teach- 
ing and  of  Historical  Grammar  in  the 
Girls'  Normal  School. 

His  published  works  include:  Meto- 
do  de  la  lengna  castellana;  Nuevo  die- 
cionario  franc es-espanol  y  espanol-fran- 
ces;  Por  la  cultura  y  por  la  rasa. 
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JOAQUIN  LLAMBIAS 

Physician;  public  of- 
ficiaL 

Joaquin  Llambias,  the  son  of  Euge- 
nio  Llambias  and  Rafaela  Mir,  was 
born  in  1869  i^  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  received  his  early  education; 
later  he  entered  the  Medical  School  of 
the  University  from  which  he  graduated 
with  a  thesis  on  Sutura  de  la  vejiga  en 
operaciones  de  este  organo,  which  won 
him  the  diploma  of  honor  granted  by 
the  school. 

His  career  has  been  marked  by  ac- 
tivity in  varied  lines:  in  addition  to  his 
duties  in  connection  with  the  City  Hos- 
pital and  his  own  private  practice  he 
has  given  a  course  in  Pathological  Ana- 
tomy in  the  Medical  School,  and  has 
had  a  notable  part  in  public  life. 
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In  politics  a  Radical  of  the  old  school, 
he  has  held  the  chairmanship  of  his 
party's  committee  in  Buenos  Aires,  he 
has  served  as  Mayor  of  Guanami,  and 
finally,  in  appreciation  of  his  continued 
interest  in  the  national  welfare,  he  was 
appointed  Mayor  of  Buenos  Aires  by 
President  Yrigoyen  in  1917. 

Dr.  Llambias  was  a  member  of  the 
Anatomical  Section  and  vice-President 
of  the  Directing  Committee  of  the  Me- 
dical Congress  of  1916.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Argentine  Medical  Society  of 
which  he  was  at  one  time  President,  in 
addition  to  serving  on  the  Directorate 
of  its  Revista  in  which  many  of  his  ar- 
ticles have  appeared. 
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MANUEL  BARRAZA 

Rear  Admiral, 

Manuel  Barraza  was  born  in  the 
year  i860  and  entered  the  Naval  School 
at  the  age  of  eighteen.  Graduating  as 
Ensign  in  1882,  he  spent  the  three 
following  years  in  service  on  the  iron- 
clad Almirante  Brown, 

In  addition  to  commanding  the  coast- 
guard Independencia  and  the  Cruisers 
^5  de  Mayo  and  San  Martin,  he  has  held 
many  government  appointments  of  the 
highest  importance.  Having  been  made 
Second  Lieutenant  in  1886  and  Lieuten- 
ant in  1888,  he  served  on  the  Consulting 
Committee  on  Marine  j  in  1892  he  went 
to  Europe  as  Head  of  the  Commission 
of  Inspection  of  the  Cruiser  P atria  then 
in  process  of  construction,  of  which 
he  was  later  made  Commander  with  the 
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rank  of  First  Lieutenant;  from  iqoi  to 
1904  he  was  Chief  of  Staff  in  the  Mi- 
nistry of  Marine,  following  which  he 
served  as  Naval  Attache  of  the  Argen- 
tine legations  in  Germany  and  England, 
in  which  latter  country  he  was  Head  of 
the  Commission  of  the  Argentine  Minis- 
try to  arrange  for  the  purchase  of  naval 
supplies.  In  1908  he  was  made  Director 
of  the  ArsentfTiifit .  Bahia  Blanca  with 
the  rank  of  Gaptairj,  later  serving  in  a 
similar  capacity  <in  the  Training  School 
for  Naval  Officers,  and  as  Chief  of 
Staff  of  the  Division  of  Instruction,  in 
which  he  became  Commander  of  the 
First  Division. 

His  appointment  as  Rear  Admiral  was 
received  in  1910,  followed  two  years 
later  by  that  as  Director  of  the  Naval 
School,  a  position  which  he  held  until 
his  retirement  from  active  service  in 
1918. 

His  participation,  while  still  a  student, 
in  the  Rio  Negro  campaign  permits  him 
to  be  numbered  among  the  Expediciona- 
rios  al  desierto.

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GUILLERMO  WHITE 

•        Engineer. 

GuiLLERMO  White,  the  son  of  Allen 
White,  an  American  citizen,  was  born 
on  the  twenty-seventh  of  June,  1944,  in 
Buenos  Aires  where  he  was  educated  at 
the  Colegio  Negroiio,  the  Escuela  de 
AgrimensoreSj  which  granted  him  the 
degree  of  Agrimensor,  and  the  Univer- 
sity from  which  he  graduated  in  1870 
with  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer. 

In  1872  he  was  appointed  Chief  En- 
gineer on  the  Western  Railway;  in  1887 
he  became  the  attorney  for  the  South- 
ern and  Buenos  Aires  to  Rosario  Rail- 
ways; in  1888  he  was  named  President 
of  the  local  committees  of  these  rail- 
ways and  of  the  Buenos  Aires  Tram- 
way Company  and  retained  the  latter 
post  until  the  year  1903;  until  1904  he 
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was  President  of  the  local  committee  of 
the  Buenos  Aires  Central  Railway. 

Mr.  White  is  a  member  of  learned 
and  scientific  societies:  he  was  Aca- 
demician of  the  Faculty  of  Sciences 
until  1904  when  ]^e  resigned  and  became 
then  an  Honorary  Member;  since  1875 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Civil  En- 
gineers Institute  of  London ;  he  has  been 
President  of  the  Argentine  Scientific 
Society,  and  of  the  Club  of  National 
Engineers,  and  is,  at  present,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Argentine-American  Arbit- 
ration Committee  of  the  Stock  Elx- 
change. 

In  recognition  of  his  services,  the 
government  has  given  the  name  of  In- 
geniero  White  to  the  port  in  the  vicinity 
of  Bahia  Blanca.

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EDUARDO  HUERGO 

Engineer, 

Eduardo  Huergo,  the  son  of  Luis  A. 
Huergo,  an  engineer,  and  Ana  Molina, 
was  born  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1873,  i^  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  pursued  his  studies  in  the  Co- 
legio  Nacional  and  the  University  and 
graduated  «i  1896. 

Immediately  upon  his  graduation  he 
went  to  Uruguay  where  he  was  engaged 
in  railroad  construction  work  until  1899. 
Returning  then  to  his  native  country  he 
worked  for  the  next  five  years  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  the 
Military  Port.  In  1906  he  was  made  In- 
spector General  of  the  Rosario  Port 
Works  and  continued  there  until  1908 
when  he  temporarily  took  charge  of  the 
entire   Parana   division.   From   Septem- 
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ber,  191 T  to  March,  1912,  he  directed  the 
work  of  enlargement  of  the  Military 
Port.  This  post  he  resigned  to  accept 
the  nomination  as  National  Deputy  for 
Buenos  Aires  to  which  he  was  elected  in 
October,  1913. 

Sr.  Huergo's  recognized  authority  and 
ability  in  matters  relating  to  his  profes- 
sion have  brought  him  many  important 
government  appointments:  he  was 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  for  the 
Study  and  Development  of  the  Parana 
River  in  1905;  he  attended  the  Fourth 
Latin-American  Scientific  Congress  in 
Chile  in  1908  as  Delegate  of  the  Minis- 
try of  Public  Works,  and,  was  Secretary 
of  the  Ports  and  Canals  section  of  the 
International  Scientific  Congress  which 
met  at  the  time  of  the  Argentine  Cen- 
tennial celebration  in  1910. 
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JORGE  O.  WIGGIN 

Meteorologists- 
teacher, 

Jorge  O.  Wiggin  was  born  on 'the 
sixteenth  of  September,  1869,  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  and  received  his  educa- 
tion in  the  Masachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology. 

In  1893  h^  came  to  Argentina  aud  en- 
gaged in  surveying  work  in  the  Provin- 
ce of  Santa  Fe;  in  1894  he  entered  the 
National  Astronomical  Observatory  in 
Cordoba  as  Calculator ;  in  January,  1895, 
he  was  made  Astronomer,  Third  Class, 
and  promoted  to  the  Second  Class  in 
July  of  the  same  year,  and  to  the  First 
Class  in  August,  1896;  in  1903  he  was 
made  Calculator  of  the  Meteorological 
Bureau,  of  which  he  became  Sub-Direc- 
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tor  in  1904,  Manager  in  19 12,  Provision- 
al Chief  in  1915,  and  Chief  in  1916. 

Mr.  Wiggin  holds  a  professorship  of 
Meteorology  and  Climatology  in  the 
School  of  Agronomy  and  Veterinary 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires.

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TOMAS  ZURUETA 

Rear  Admiral. 

ToMAS  ZuRUETA  began  his  career  as  a 
student  in  the  Naval  School  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1888  with  the  rank  of 
Ensign  and  served  on  the  Maipu  until 
1890  when  he  was  reduced  in  rank  for 
his  participation  in  the  Revolution  of 
that  year. 

In  addition  to  his  varied 'career  on  ac- 
tive service  he  has  held  many  important 
appointments  for  shore  duty:  in  1903  he 
was  connected  with  the  Torpedo  Divi- 
sion of  the  Navy;  in  1899  he  acted,  with 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  as  Secretary  to 
the  Chief  of  the  First  Naval  Division; 
in  1890  he  was  Third  in  Command  of 
the  Naval  School;  in  1903  he  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Commission  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  armored  cruisers  Riva- 
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davia  and  Moreno  in  Italy;  in  1905  he 
was  made  Chief  of  Armament  of  the 
Arsenal  of  the  River  Plate  and  served 
as  an  expert  on  the  Argentine-Para- 
guayan Commission  to  determine  the 
course  of  the  Pilcomayo  River  which 
forms  the  boundary  between  the  two 
countries ;  in  1906  he  became  sub-Direc- 
tor of  the  N^val  School;  in  1909  Chief 
of  the  Hydro^i^phic  Commission  of  the 
River  Platej^iri  1910  Chief  of  Staff  of 
the'Arserfft-of  the  River  Plate.  Later  he 
served  as  President  of  the  Council  of 
War  for  Officers  and  Marines,  and 
finally,  as  Director  of  the  Naval  School 
and  Director  General  of  Personnel  in 
which  capacity  he  received  his  appoint- 
ment as  Rear  Admiral  in  1918,  after 
thirty-three  year  of  service.

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CARLOS  ALFREDO  TORNQUIST 

Financier. 

Carlos  Alfredo  Tornquist,  the  son 
of  Ernesto  Tornquist  and  Rosa  Altgelt. 
was  born  on  the  thirteenth  of  February , 
1895,  in  Buenos  Aires  where  he  had  his 
early  education  in  the  Vertiz  Institute 
and  the  Institute  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion but,  while  still  young,  went  to  En- 
gland to  study  at  Amblecote  School, 
Eastbourne,  and  New  College.  He  re- 
ceived his  degree  as  Bachelor  in  1906. 

From  his  youth  he  has  devoted  him- 
self to  finance  in  theory  and  in  practice. 
He  is  the  head  of  the  important  house 
Ernesto  Tornquist  y  Cia.  founded  by  his 
father;  President  of  various  companies, 
including  the  Credito  Ferrocarrilero  Ar- 
gentino,  and  the  Azucarera  Tucumana, 
and    vice-President    of    others,    among 
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which  the  Quebrachales  Tintina,  the 
Refineria  Argentina  and  Thompson 
Muebles,  Ltda.  are  the  best  known ^ 

Sr.  Tornquist  occupies  an  important 
position  also  as  a  writer  on  Argentine 
finance  in  which  his  works  aft  regarded 
as  authoritative.

Mariano  G.  Bosch,  the  son  of  Ge- 
rardo  Bosch  and  Ana  Silva,  was  born 
in  1865  in  Buenos  Aires,  where  he  at- 
tended the  Jesuits'  School  of  the  Sa- 
viour. He  did  not  complete  the  course, 
however,  but  was  expelled  for  conduct- 
ing within  the  school  an  anti-catholic 
paper. 

In  1906  he  became  Dramatic  Critic 
for  La  A^ acton  and  in  1907  was  appoint- 
ed to  a  clerk-ship  in  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  which  he  retained  until   191 1. 

His  life  has  been  given  to  authorship 
which  he  has  essayed  in  many  forms: 
he  has  written  articles,  stories,  pamph- 
lets and  pieces  for  the  stage.  He  is 
the  author  also  of  the  following  books:

JOAQUIN   CASTELLANOS 

Public  man;  iJOriter, 

Joaquin  Castellanos,  the  son  of 
Silvio  Castellanos  and  Eloisa  Burela, 
was  born  in  1861  in  the  city  of  Salta 
and  had  his  early  education  in  the  schools 
of  his  native  place,  but  continued  his 
studies  in  Rosario  and  Buenos  Aires 
where  he  won  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  at  the  University  in  1878. 

He  began  his  career  as  public  man 
in  1894  when  he  was  chosen  Deputy  in 
the  Provincial  Assembly  of  Buenos  Ai- 
res; he  was  re-elected  in  1896  and  in 
1900  was  elected  National  Deputy;  in 
19 14  he  was  again  made  Deputy-this 
time  to  represent  the  Capital;  he  has 
also  served  as  Minister  in  the  Provin- 
cial Government  of  Buenos  Aires. 

He    was    Chairman    of    the    Radical 
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Committee  of  La  Plata  from  1898  to 
1904  and  Chief  of  the  Radical  organiza- 
tion in  Salta  which  in  1918  elected  him 
Governor  of  the  Province. 

Dr.  Castellanos  has  also  seen  service 
as  a  teacher:  he  taught  History  and 
Philosophy  in  the  National  Schools  for 
some  years  and  until  191 1  presented 
courses  in  American  Literature  and 
Argentine  History  in  the  University  of 
Buenos  Aires. 

He  has  written  much,  not  only  in 
newspapers, — especially  in  El  argentino 
the  Radical  Party  organ  which  he  edit- 
ed in  1890 — ,  but  also  in  more  perman- 
ent form:  he  is  the  author  of  Ojeadas 
literarias,  1886;  Cuestiones  de  derecho 
publico;  Labor  dispersa,  1909;  El  Lim- 
bo, a  poem;  Accion  y  pensantiento,  a 
collection  of  essays.

Bacteriologist, 

Julio  M^ndez  was  born  in  i860  in 
the  city  of  Cordoba  where  he  had  his 
early  education  and  entered  the  Uni- 
versity, but  for  his  medical  course  went 
to  Buenos  Aires  where  he  won  his  de- 
gree as  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1884.  He 
then  went  abroad  to  pursue  special  stu- 
dies and  worked  in  Berlin  and  Munich 
under  Virchow,  Koch  and  other  bac- 
teriologists. 

Until  the  year  1904  he  was  Professor 
of  Hygiene  in  the  University  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  in  1918  he  was  elected  Dean 
of  the  Faculty. 

Dr.  Mendez  has  elaborated  a  special 
theo  y  of  immunity  by  the  use  of  vac- 
cina ion  which  has  been  highly  consid- 
ered and  has  resulted  in  the  fabrication 
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of  various  forms  of  vaccine,  such  as 
vaccine  Carbunclosa  argentina,  Hapti- 
nogeno  gono,  Haptinogeno  neumo.  Hap- 
tinogeno  tifico,  etc. 
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FERNANDO  FADER 

Painter. 

Fernando  Fader,  one  of  the  foremost 
painters  of  Argentina,  was  born  in  1882 
in  the  city  of  Mendoza,  but  was  educat- 
ed abroad  in  Paris  and  Munich  where 
he  studied  with  Zugel  at  the  Royal  Aca- 
demy. 

In  1904  he  won  the  first  prize  at  the 
Munich  Exhibition  with  his  picture  La 
comida  de  los  cerdos. 

Meantime  he  has  painted  and  shown 
his  pictures  at  the  annual  exhibitions  in 
Buenos  Aires  where  in  1914  he  was 
awarded  first  prize  for  his  painting  en- 
titled Las  Manilas.  Among  other  well 
known  canvases  of  Argentine  subjects 
which  he  has  painted  are  En  el  corral, 
Rodeo,  and  Crepuscnlo.

Roberto  Jorge  PAyR6,  the  son  of  Fe- 
lipe Payro  and  Juana  Losada,  vas  born 
on  the  nineteenth  of  April,  1867,  i" 
Mercedes,  Province  of  Buenos  Aires, 
and  was  educated  in  the  Capital  at  the 
Colegio  NacionaL 

For  a  brief  period  he  taught  in  the 
Colegio  Nacional,  but  his  vocation  for 
authorship  was  unmistakable  and  he 
has  devoted  himself  to  it  from  his  youth : 
he  was  a  boy  of  seventeen  when  his 
first  book  Ensayos  poeficos,  a  collec- 
tion of  poems,  was  published;  one  year 
later  he  put  forth  Antigona,^  a  novel, 
in  his  twentieth  year  he  issued  Scripta, 
a  book  of  short  stories,  and  a  second, 
entitled  Novelas  y  fantasias,  in  the  year 
following. 

\fter   these   early   efforts  he   settled 
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down   to   the    work    of    a    professional 
journalist:  in  1888  he  founded  La  Tri- 
buna  in  Bahia  Blanca  of  which  he  was 
proprietor  and  editor  until   1890;  from 
189 1  until  the  present  time  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  staff  of  La  N acton  of 
Buenos  Aires.
